THE CHESEBROUGH MAP 


The CHESEBROUGH MAP which serves as the cover to the 1983 
Annual Report is a copy of the original drawn by Mrs. Harriet 
Chapman Chesebrough in the mid-1800’s. 


For many years this map and a companion one of the Saybrook 
Point area hung on a wallin theold Acton Library. Now owned by the 
Old Saybrook Historical Society, they are on display in the Hart 
House Museum. Through the efforts of the library’s trustees and Mr. 
Benjamin Chalker of their historical committee, the map was 
reproduced in the form as shown here. 


Roads are shown as they were in about 1815 or 1820. The main 
road to the west later to become U.S. Route 1, though laid out 
according to a map in 1683, did not cross Oyster River by a bridge 
praticable for vehicles until much later. A low causeway is said to 
have been built by Caleb Chapman who died in 1785; but it was 
subject to overflow by high tides. His son, Captain Elisha, raised this 
beyond high-water mark probably about 1800 when the new road 
from the Bridge to Lord’s Corner was opened. 


The Fort as depicted must not be taken too literally as to its size, 
location or outline; and it is to be regretted that the sites of the first 
two meetinghouses and the homes of the early ministers on Middle 
Lane are not marked. One house and three residential lots are 
undesignated, the latter for the lack of room. They are: Number 30 
with no name attached to the original; Number 33 on which the 
residence of Mr. H. W. Acton was, bears the name of William Clarke; 
Number 34 then the home of Miss Jessie Pratt, bears the name of 
William Lynde, 1791; Number 35 purchased by Mrs. Margaret 
Whitford, bears the name of Major (Richard) Hart. 


Harriet Chapman Chesebrough was born in Saybrook, a direct 
descendant of Robert Chapman, the Settler. She married the 
Reverend Amos Sheffield Chesebrough in 1841, died in 1897 and is 
buried in the Upper (Junction) Cemetery on North Main Street. “She 
carried through her entire life, an absorbing love for all the deserved 


greatness that in the earlier days had embosomed colonial Say- 
brook.” 


Mrs. Chesebrough kept a journal and penned a manuscript 
entitled Glimpses of Saybrook in Colonial Days which will be 
published under the auspices of Celebration 3'2, commemorating the 
observance of the 350th anniversary of the founding of Saybrook 
Colony to be held during 1985. The book will be available for sale to 
the public in late 1984. 


Flat copies of this cover, suitable for framing, will be available for 
a small fee at the Selectmen’s Office at the Old Saybrook Town Hall.

The seal of Old Saybrook was adopted from the College Arms of Saybrook 
College, of Yale University. The seal is heraldically described as follows: 


“Quarterly I and IV azure, 
three lions rampant, or; 

II and III sable, and engrailed 
cross within a border 
engrailed, both or, and five 
roundels sable on the cross. 


The significance of the seal and its relation to the Town of Old Saybrook is as follows: 


“Quarters land lV are for Fiennes, the family of the Lord Save and Sele; 
II and III are for Greville, the family of Lord Brooke. These ancient 
coats recall two of the seventeenth-century English proprietors of land 
at the mouth of the Connecticut River. Their names were combined in 
the name of the town of Old Saybrook, which was the site of Yale 
University before its removal to New Haven.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
July 1, 1982 - June 30, 1983 


For the past few years we have experienced an increase in activity in the 
Selectmen’s office: day to day contact with townspeople—sales representa- 
tives—visitors seeking information—federal and state officials. This was 
especially noticeable this past fiscal year, partically due to the many projects 
that have been underway for the past few months. 


FLOOD REPAIR reimbursement requests, inspections and audits required 
many hours extending over the past 14 months. Old Saybrook will receive 100% 
reimbursement; however, the last 25% of the federal government’s reimburse- 
ment is not expected until late fall ’83. The Board of Finance set up an exchange 
account from surplus which allowed the Board of Selectmen to accomplish and 
pay for all flood repairs in a timely way. Without a sufficient balance in the 
unappropriated surplus fund this would not have been possible. It brought to 
all of us the importance of having an adequate balance in surplus to cover 
emergencies. 


In July ’82 representatives of the CONNECTICUT DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION met with the Board of Selectmen to present preliminary 
plans for a NEW BRIDGE over the Connecticut River. Those plans showed 
another span, approximately 50 feet south of the present bridge. These plans 
differed greatly from those presented to us several years ago which would have 
had a much greater impact on property in the Town of Old Saybrook. The 
previous plans would have brought contstruction all the way to the 
Schoolhouse Road underpass on Route 95. The present, modified plan for a new 
span will have much less impact on Old Saybrook property; however, some 
property on the west shore of the Connecticut River will be affected south of I- 
95. At this writing we are awaiting information from the Department of 
Transportation regarding final design and construction dates. A hearing was 
held in the Town of Old Lyme to receive public input on the bridge proposal. 
After some modifications the Department of Transportation made, the plan 
seems to be generally acceptable. 


The 350th CELEBRATION COMMITTEE was formally designated in July 
of ’82. Donald Eldridge, a long-time resident of Old Saybrook, agreed to become 
its chairman and immediately launched a program which would involve 
representatives from all of the seven towns which were originally the Saybrook 
Colony. The event will be called “Celebration 32”, which makes much more 
sense and is lots easier to say than the Saybrook Colony’s Sesquitercentenary. 
It was obvious that an identifiable logo would be necessary, and a contest was 
begun involving the art students in all the schools in the seven-town area. This 
logo will become a very familiar sight as we get closer to our celebration dates 
in 1985. Much help is still needed to plan the many events that will be scheduled 
in 1985. We are already receiving letters and telephone inquiries from people all 
over the United States whose roots go back to the Saybrook Colony. We 
anticipate that Founder’s Day, which will be held in conjunction with a big 
parade in August ’85, will be a tremendous success. If any Old Saybrook 
townspeople would like to assist, please call the Selectmen’s office. 


This past fiscal year saw the completion of the HUD GRANT REHABILI- 
TATION PROJECTS and the closeout of the grant after HUD’s audit review. 
Approximately 50 low and moderately-low income homeowners received 
assistance in bringing their property up to code requirements. A summary 
from the committee is in this report. 
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Through its directors, the OLD SAYBROOK AMBULANCE ASSOCIA- 
TION had notified the Board of Selectmen of the inadequacy of their rented 
space on Coulter Street and proposed to the selectmen that the Ambulance 
Association be allowed to construct a new headquarters to the rear of the 
Kirtland property. The selectmen unanimously supported that proposal as did 
the Planning Commission and other local agencies that were involved. Town 
meeting approved a lease, and building began. The hundreds of hours 
volunteered to that project by builders and interested townspeople must have 
set a record—a true BARN RAISING! Locating the Ambulance Association 
next to the firehouse on the Kirtland property centralized all of Old Saybrook’s 
emergency services as had been recommended by the Planning Commission in 
the Plan of Development of 1972. A report of the Ambulance Association 
appears in this issue of your Town Report. 


The value of the Kirtland house property to the Town of Old Saybrook was 
fully realized when we were able to provide an adequate building site from 
which to operate this important town service. The Kirtland House now 
contains the Youth and Family Services Agency and the Old Saybrook Public 
Health Nursing Service. 


For the past few years it had become apparent to the Board of Finance and 
the Board of Selectmen that the Town’s eight-year old bookkeeping machine 
was no longer adequate to handle recordkeeping for General Government and 
Board of Education functions. A committee was appointed to investigate the 
purchase of computers. The committee visited many municipalities using 
computers to get first-hand information. A recommendation was made by the 
committee to the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Finance, and after 
bidding, the Town Meeting appropriated an amount not to exceed $25,000.00 
for the purchase of two IBM mini-computers, which included word processing 
equipment. These are now in place and fulfilling all expected functions, bothin 
General Government and Board of Education areas. Expansion of programs 
on the computer for other town agencies is now planned. It is apparent that a 
mini-computer will also be necessary to store the thousands of records for 
which the Police Department is responsible. 


When it appeared that interest rates would be declining and inflation 
slowed down during the fall of ’82, the Old Saybrook Building Department 
showed a dramatic increase in building activity. This increase continued 
throughout the year, and 64 new housing permits were taken out, plus several 
permits for additions to local industrial and commercial establishments. This 
economic surge bodes well for a growth in the grand list, which will be released 
on October 1, 1983. Due to the economic slump, the high cost of interest rates 
and other factors, the growth in our grand list, as well as that in most other 
Connecticut communities, was very slight, less than 1%, for the past few years. 
This made it very difficult in planning budgets as the rate of increased costs 
was not offset by a growth in the grand list, which would have increased the 
value of a mill. Therefore, it was necessary for an increase in the tax mill rate. 
During fiscal year ’83-84 a mill is worth $292,700.00. Withsustained growthit is 
anticipated that a mill will be worth close to $300,000.00. It is also very 
encouraging to note the additional employment opportunities being created by 
our local businesses, many of whom are again starting double shifts. 


The CONNECTICUT JOB SERVICE was invited to open a branch in Old 
Saybrook and has been available to the public every Thursday at the Town 
Hall from 9-11 a.m. and 1-3 p.m. This has proven to be of great assistance to 
unemployed people. 
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During this past fiscal year your Board of Selectmen began negotiations 
with Mrs, Violet Harvey, the owner of a seven-acre parcel of beachfront 
property on Great Hammock Road. Mrs. Harvey had indicated to us that 
HARVEY’S BEACH was for sale. The Board of Selectmen felt that this was 
probably the last opportunity the Town of Old Saybrook would ever have to 
purchase additional beachfront property for our townspeople. The Old 
Saybrook Planning Commission in its Plan of Development recommended 
increasing town beach property many years ago. Various attempts had not 
been successful in the past for various reasons. Mrs. Harvey agreed to a 
proposal from the Board of Selectmen, and a price and terms judged to be very 
fair was presented to the Board of Finance and, subsequently, to Town 
Meeting. The Harvey’s Beach purchase went to a large Town Meeting and was 
unanimously approved. Reports from the Park and Recreation Commission 
indicated Harvey’s Beach is bringing more-than-anticipated income to the 
town. 


The Park and Recreation Commission and the Board of Selectmen began 
working with the Army Corps of Engineers to find out what could be done to 
improve and stabilize our beachfront property. It was obvious that the existing 
jettys at the Town Beach were in need of replacement, and funding for repairs 
had been considered by the Board of Finance for the past few years; however, 
fiscal limitations during the recession did not permit funding for this project. 
We were fortunate in having the Army Corps of Engineers consent to do a full- 
scale study at no cost to Old Saybrook for the beachfront property. At this point 
we are awaiting the results of the study from the Corps. It is hoped that a 
recreational area can be developed at Harvey’s Beach, including a play area for 
children, larger picnic area and viewing area over the marsh. 


Development of the SAYBROOK FORT SITE, which was acquired by the 
Town of Old Saybrook for one dollar in 1976, it now in the final planning 
stages. A passive park area which will show the historic significance of the 
Fort Site throughout the 350 years of the Saybrook Colony’s history is planned. 
Hopefully, much can be accomplished by 1985, and dedication ceremonies can 
be held in conjunction with the Saybrook Colony’s 350th Anniversary. 
Individual tax-deductible contributions are being sought by the fund raising 
committee, of which Jack Soper is the chairman. The Town of Old Saybrook 
has also received preliminary approval for a federal and state grant in the 
amount of $80,000.00, which will be applied toward the park development. 


The emergency procedures developed by Northeast Utilities for towns 
withing a ten-mile radius of a nuclear power plant were completed during our 
’82-83 year. In January a major drill was held for all towns within the ten-mile 
circle of Millstone. At this drill all officials with any responsibility for public 
safety were called upon to perform exactly the way they wouldif areal problem 
had occurred. Old Saybrook’s evaluator gave local officials high marks for 
knowing and putting into effect the required procedures. 


It was necessary for Northeast Utilities to install two sirens, one located at 
Ferry Point and the other at Saybrook Point. These sirens can be used not only 
in the case of a problem at Millstone but for broadcasting emergency 
procedures during a hurricane or other emergencies the town should face. 
These sirens are tested the first Monday of every month for all three tones, plus 
the audible transmission capability. 


The EMERGENCY OIL SPILL PROGRAM, which was created through 
the efforts of the Valley Shore Selectmen’s Association, our local legislators, 
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and the Vepartment of Environmental Protection, was finalized, anda 
demonstration showing how an oil spill would be handled if it occurred in the 
Connecticut River was held at the Steamboat Dock in Essex. It is comforting to 
know that equipment and trained personnel are readily available in case of a 
disastrous oil spill in the Connecticut River. Thousands of acres along the 
shores of the Connecticut river could be destroyed by an uncontrolled oil spill. 


A highlight of this past fiscal year for the Board of Selectmen was the 
dedication of the 36-unit ELDERLY HOUSING FACILITY located on 
Sheffield Street. This dedication took place October 23, 1982. Many state and 
local officials and very happy senior citizens who had just moved into this 
beautiful facility attended. We had previously thanked those whose tireless 
efforts made this possible. That day they really knew the extent of appreciation 
of the entire community. 


This year it was necessary to appoint an INSURANCE COMMITTEE to 
work on the specifications for the insurance bids which would go out for the 
next three-year period. This committee spent many hours studying the thirteen 
existing town insurance policies to ascertain if they were adequate andif any 
chan ges should be made. Specifications were drawn up and were bid upon by 
many local insurance agencies. Our insurance carrier for the next three-year 
period is the Thompson & Peck Agency. 


In November we were told that still another Old Saybrook youth achieved 
the rank of EAGLE SCOUT—JOHN YANNONE, joining the ranks of four 
others recently honored in Old Saybrook. 


This past year the Board of Selectmen was very proud to be able to 
acknowledge several CHAMPIONSHIP HIGH SCHOOL TEAMS—soccer, 
track and tennis. It appears that school spirit has improved greatly, and much 
enthusiasm exists among the student body, whether they are active in sports 
programs or community projects. The S.A.D.D. (Students Against Driving 
Drunk) Program and the Peer Advocacy Program involve many high school 
students. Student participation in town affairs is greatly appreciated.. 


Many Main Street School classes accepted the invitation to visit Town Hall. 
Those of us working for the Town of Old Saybrook became aware of the well- 
rounded education Main Street School students receive regarding local 
government. Many knew the functions of the Planning and Zoning 
Commissions, the Board of Finance, Town Clerk and Assessor, but the 
highlight of these Town Hall tours continues to be the unused attic where the 
students can still see the remains of the balcony and the stage which occupied 
the whole upstairs floor of the Town Hall for many years and served as the one 
and only auditorium and gymnasium. 


The CHRISTMAS MUSTER held in December of 1982 saw a record of 
participating corps come to Old Saybrook for this annual event. It is estimated 
that 5,000 people watched this historic Torchlight Muster, and it appears as 
though that crowd grows in numbers each year. To our knowledge this is still 
the only re-creation of this colonial ceremony held in the United States. 


Through the Coastal Area Management funds available through the 
Department of Environmental Protection, funding was granted for a 
SPECIAL STUDY to determine the best possible development for the unique 
SAYBROOK POINT AREA. This study was completed, and the results of that 
study became adopted by the Zoning Commission which provides for aspecial 
zone for Saybrook Point, allowing a mix of residential, marina, commercial 
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and park facility. It is hoped that this special study will provide the means by 
which the Saybrook Point area can be upgraded and redeveloped. 


The volume of garbage created in Old Saybrook continues to climb. We are 
now handling in excess of 14,000 tons of garbage per year. This tonnage 
divided into the total budget for the operation of the transfer station shows that 
Old Saybrook still has one of the lowest costs for waste disposal in the State of 
Connecticut—$13.50 per ton. The proceeds from the recycling program—metal, 
glass and newspaper—bring an income of approximately $6,000.00 per year. 
At the present time our solid waste is still being shipped to Bozrah; however, 
the Board of Selectmen is working with the Valley Shore Selectmen’s 
Association and Department of Environmental Protection to provide for 
disposal of solid waste in the future. Several alternatives are being considered; 
a waste-to-energy plant, straight incinerator and any other technology which 
is being developed is given serious consideration. We recognize that it will not 
be too many years before all approved landfills are closed out. We are fortunate 
to have a good working relationship with the owner of the Bozrah landfill and 
have been assured that we can continue to dispose of our solid waste at that site 
for as long as the site can remain open. 


The WASTE WATER FACILITY PLAN for the Valley Shore towns, a four- 
year on-going study funded by the federal and state government, is coming to 
an end, and we anticipate a final report with recommendations from the 
Department of Environmental Protection at any time. This report will bein the 
form of an order to the Town of Old Saybrook to take necessary steps to abate 
ground water pollution. It is obvious to all that ground water pollution exists to 
a severe degree in this area as well as surrounding areas. We hope in the near 
future it will be possible to assist homeowners in the Designation 1 and II areas 
to the greatest possible degree either by providing a community system that 
can adequately filter the waste water from these areas or by assisting to 
upgrade malfunctioning or inadequate systems. 


The SHELLFISH MANAGEMENT PLAN, under the direction of Jack 
Milkofsky, our Sanitarian, has had a rough start. A transplanted oyster bed 
that we were endeavoring to establish became the victim of three severe fall 
storms which dispersed the bed. Continued efforts, we feel, will be successful, 
and we look forward to being able to open a season for the havesting of 
shellfish in the near future. We will use the oysters that produce naturally in 
Oyster River which is, unfortunately, still classified as polluted as the nursery 
stock for the new beds which are being located in waters that are classified 
“clean” by the State Department of Health and the United States Food and 
Drug Administration. 


It seems as though we have completed one whole year without hearing of 
the threat of a bridge over Long Island Sound. Perhaps we have made our 
opposition strong enough so that we will not be again concerned with this 
proposal in the future. 


Old Saybrook was one of the first towns to object to the proposal of 
Springfield, Massachusetts to dump hundreds of thousands of gallons of raw 
sewerage into the Connecticut River. This has not happened due to the action 
of local towns, legislators, the Governor and the Department of Environmental 
Protection. 


Various agencies in the town have been most successful in seeking and 
receiving grant funds for beneficial programs for our town. Funding for the Old 
Saybrook Police Department’s campaign against drunk drivers has been 
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received and has provided the Police Department with additional personnel 
and equipment to make our streets and highways safer. The reduction in 
automobile fatalities will attest to the success of this program. The Youth and 
Family Services Agency has been successful in obtaining two grants to initiate 
beneficial programs showing positive results. 


We think that everybody who lives in Old Saybrook agrees that it is the best 
possible place to live, bring up our children, retire to or just come and visit in the 
summer. Much of the credit for the success of this community must go to those 
who serve as volunteers on Old Saybrook’s many boards and commissions. 
Also, much credit is due the numerous and very active civic organizations. Old 
Saybrook is indeed a desirable town which is largely due to the assistance and 
cooperation of hundreds of people.

REPORT OF THE 
HOUSING REHABILITATION COMMITTEE 


The $250,000.00 grant received by the Town of Old Saybrook from the 
Federal Department of Housing and Urban Development has been closed out 
after audit by HUD and town-appointed auditors. 


The recipients of the grant program, low and moderately-low income 
families, have expressed sincere thanks and satisfaction for the consideration 
given them. 


Of the $250,000.00, $95,000.00 was appropriated for preliminary site 
development and purchase of the site that now has our 36-unit elderly housing 
on it. The remainder—$155,000.00—was used to carry out the rehabilitation to 
older homes program. 


Approximately 50 applications were received; a total of 44 homes received 
assistance, based on HUD restrictions and regulations. 


The grant has now been completely phased out to a zero balance. The HUD 
audit found all procedures carried out in compliance.

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REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Another busy year at the Acton Public Library with a circulation increase of 
6,000 items over last year, putting our total count well over the 100,000 mark! 
Evidence that this is a town of high readership and support for the library. In 
order to reach even more people, we were able to increase our hours open to the 
public to 50 hours per week at no additional cost to the townspeople and with no 
addition of staff. 


Activity in the Children’s Room increased through a more active outreach 
program to the Main Street and Goodwin Schools and we again held evening 
story sessions in the Spring for children of working moms and dads. A new 
feature for all ages is our “Grand-Parent” Kits of toys, games and puzzles to 
help occupy little people, and big people, on rainy summer days and evenings. 


The Friends of the Library held a very successful Book ’n Bake salein June 
with the proceeds going for a major update of the library’s reference collection, 
three adult film programs, a Christmas musical treat, various young-adult and 
children’s activities, and an art lecture. The donation of time and money by the 
Friends is the only source of programming funds for the library and their 
support and hard work is outstanding. 


Our volunteer force is the backbone of the library’s successful operation, 
allowing the staff to devote more time in assisting our patrons. The service 
desk was rearranged by hard working volunteers from the Old Saybrook 
Rotary Club, allowing a more efficient flow of traffic and easier access to the 
newspaper and magazine collection. Other service organizations in town were 
very helpful and supportive and we would like to thank them all—the Old 
Saybrook Women’s Club Literary Group and Music Group; the Old Saybrook 
Garden Club; the Old Saybrook Lions and Lionesses; and the Old Saybrook 
Historical Society’s Garden Club. 


We look forward to working with the various historical groups in gathering 
information for Celebration 3% and to an even greater use of our facilities by 
the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Board activity during the year was again centered on finding ways to 
maintain full library services in the face of continuing budget constraints. A 
number of new energy saving steps were taken during 1982-83, and more are 
scheduled for completion in the coming year. The cumulative effect of this work 
is already paying off as an energy audit showed that the Acton Library 
currently uses 62.4 percent less energy than the average for public facilities of 
this type. Changes were also made in the library’s domestic water system to 
reduce costs and these have allowed us to offset most of the recent rise in water 
rates. 


During the past ten years all libraries have been plagued by an 
unprecedented rise in the unit cost of new books. This factor has resulted in a 
progressive decrease in the annual number of books that we have purchased. A 
year ago the Board established an objective to stop this decline and began a 
program to increase the number of new books added each year. During 1982-83 
we were able to allocate a somewhat larger percentage of our total resources to 
“materials” and this allowed us to acquire about 200 more books this year than 
last year. 


A public survey was conducted during the year regarding the most popular 
hours for the library to be open. Results showed strong support for both the 
noon lunch hour and the currently scheduled evening hours. As a result our 
library hours were expanded by opening one hour earlier (at 12 Noon) on 
Mondays through Thursdays. Response to the change has been very positive 
and has helped boost annual circulation over the 105, 000 mark—a new record 
for the Acton Public Library. 


A number of planning studies were underway during the year. One, 
centered on the copy machine service offered at the library, has been very 
active and may lead to some near term changes in our business arrangements 
for such services. Longer term studies are aimed at evaluating the role of the 
electronic computer in our library; both as a business/management tool and as 
an extension of our patron-oriented services. 


The combined support of the public, our volunteers, local civic groups and 
town government have helped make 1982-83 a successful and innovative year 
for the Acton Library. The Board thanks all who contributed. And to the staff 
goes a special commendation—in a large part it is the positive way that each 
member performs each little task that makes Board policy a reality.

1982-83 was a busy and exciting year for the Old Saybrook Ambulance 
Association. Our membership increased by approximately ten percent as did 
the number of calls for ambulance service. We responded to 550 emergencies of 
all types. We expect to be even busier this year and have taken many steps to 
improve our emergency medical service. 


The most visible of our recent accomplishments has been the construction 
of a new headquarters. The project was financed entirely by the voluntary 
donations of the people of our community, for which we are most grateful. 
Special thanks go to Richard Nigosanti who headed the Building Committee 
and Cathy Thomas, our Fundraising Chairperson. They supervised the efforts 
of hundreds of others, who helped make our new headquarters a reality. For the 
first time, such important functions as personnel training, equipment storage, 
communications and business operations are centralized at one location, with 
ample space. 


We began preparation for the replacement of one of our ambulances, which 
is rapidly approaching the 100,000 mile mark. We have also begun the process 
of improving our communications equipment. 


The Association extends a special thank you to Helen Eukers, who is 
stepping down after many years of service in handling the administrative 
affairs of the Association. 


The backbone of the Association continues to be our volunteer “working 
members” headed by Dottie Kohler. The volunteers keep our vehicles and 
equipment in peak condition. They have undertaken a variety of training 
programs and are ready, twenty four hours a day, to provide emergency service 
to the people of Old Saybrook.

“CELEBRATION 37.” 


When plans for Saybrook Colony’s regional, seven-town 350th anniversary 
celebration were first discussed; in 1982, the “big year” seemed a long way in 
the future. Now, 1985 seems close at hand, and the steering committee as well 
as others who have become involved in the planning realize that we started 
none too soon, and indeed will have to quicken our pace to be fully ready. 


The twelve-member steering committee has worked diligently over the past 
sixteen months, with the assistance of numerous people, and progress has been 
made, with several major events scheduled and preliminary plans for them 
completed, notably the following: 


December 22, 1984 Colonial Torchlight Muster and Community Carol Sing 
(with a “Celebration 3'2” theme). 


April 28, 1985 Colonial style church services in 7 towns. 

May 27, 1985 Parade and special program 

(Memorial Day) 

First week of Concerts with appropriate music. 

June, 1985 

July 4, 1985 Dedication of Fort Saybrook Memorial Park with 
fireworks, special program 

July 26 

through 29 Trade Fair demonstrating commerce andindustry of the 
7-town area. 

August 17-18 Founders’ Weekend: Special parade, picnics, house 
tours, etc. 

September 8 River Parade, special exhibits. 

October 4-5 Railroad and Boat Days. 

October 18 Young Peoples’ Dance. 

November 16 Costume Ball(s) 

November 24 Church services, special menus in restaurants. 


An especially significant publication, printed by the R. R. Donnelly & Sons 
Company as a contribution to “Celebration 32,” will be ready by Christmas, 
1984: Glimpses of Saybrook in Colonial Days, written by Harriet Chapman 
Chesebrough in the late 1800’s as a record of her conversations with her 
forebears dating back to colonial times, in effect an “oral history” told with 
great flair and insight. 


Nearly fifty residents of the 7-town area attended an open planning meeting 
on May 3, and most of them signed up as volunteers to help develop a variety of 
projects. More are needed, and individuals as well as groups are urged to offer 
their ideas and support by writing or calling the Old Saybrook Selectmen’s 
Office (388-3401). (During 1984-85, “Celebration 3'%” will have its own Post 
Office Box #1635). 
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Funding is still uncertain, but some area towns and service clubs have 
already made contributions, and it is hoped that other towns, agencies, and 
organizations will follow their example with financial support and services. 
For example, the Old Saybrook Lions Club has designated $500 per year for 
three years to underwrite a huge community birthday cake, illuminated by 350 
candles, in Old Saybrook, and, it is hoped, in some of the other seven towns as 
well. Area churches are coordinating efforts to provide suitable commemora- 
tions of church history in the region, historical societies and, especially, the 
schools are working out ways to contribute to, and gain from, “Celebration 32” 
involvement.

Once again it’s time for The Annual Town Report and for the first time since 
I was appointed director, I feel that we haveupdated all plans to enable us tobe 
prepared for any disaster whether it is natural or manmade. Our Emergency 
Operations Center is now equipped with all equipment needed to stay in 
contact with ALL local departments as well as State Agencies. 


All local Civil Preparedness personnel will have portable radios when they 
leave the E.O.C. This will enable the E.O.C. to change locations of personnel 
upon requests for assistance at different locations. 


Probably the best news for the taxpayer is that all the equipment purchased 
in the last year will be paid for with money which has been made available 
from Northeast, Utilities. Our two sirens are working well and are tested on the 
first Monday of the month at twelve noon. 


As in all volunteer groups, the roster is always changing. The Civil 
Preparedness Team is comprised of the following: Elmer Johnson, Director; 
Joseph Prevost, Deputy Director; Chris Soulias, Chief Radioman; Joel 
Anderson, Al Bagnati, Bob Reinhart, Mike Gozzo, Radiomen; Bob Mosher, 
David Odland and Tom Stevenson make up the Radiological Officers Team. 
We are still looking for radiological monitors. Any person interested in joining 
the Civil Preparedness Team in this capacity may call Elmer Johnson at 388- 
5642. 


Once again, I would like to thank all the local departments for their 
continued assistance. There have been many changes in personnel over the 
years but this has not changed their dedication to the Civil Preparedness 
Team. Itis comforting to know that we have an Operations Plan that will work 
and the participation of qualified people. PEOPLE WHO CARE.

REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT RIVER ESTUARY 
REGIONAL PLANNING AGENCY 


As Celebration 3% approaches, it is reassuring to realize that the nine towns 
formed from the territory first known as the Saybrook Colony do meet to 
discuss their mutual family concerns. The Connecticut River Estuary Regional 
Planning Agency serves as a forum to discuss matters, as a resource and data 
base for local decisions and as a unified voice when the nine small towns of 
Chester, Clinton, Deep River, Essex, Killingworth, Lyme, Old Lyme, Old 
Saybrook and Westbrook have a joint opinion to express in the legislature or 
before another level of government. Each town appoints two representatives, 
one by the Board of Selectmen and one by the Planning Commission. 


The Agency Chairman is Virginia Zawoy of Clinton; Vice-Chairman W. 
Campbell Hudson III is from Essex as is Treasurer Loren Kahle. Secretary 
Jane Marsh represents Old Lyme. 
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Old Saybrook appointed two new delegates during the year. Ed Marcolini 
replaced C. Brian Piontkowski as the Planning Commission appointment and 
William McGhee replaced Spencer Quinton, representing the Selectmen. 


The staff is headed by Director Stanley V. Greimann. He was assisted 
during much of the year by Old Saybrook resident Edmund Meehan, who left the 
Agency in the Spring of 1983 to become Principal Planner for the City of 
Hartford. Richard Joly has recently joined the staff as Regional Planner. 


The relationship between CRERPA and Old Saybrook will become more 
direct in Fiscal Year 1983-84 when the Agency will move into two former 
classrooms of the Old Saybrook Junior High School on Sheffield Street, which 
was partially closed for school purposes at the end of the 1982-83 school year. 
The administrative unit of the school will also house two other public service 
units—the Old Saybrook meal site of the Estuary Council of Senior Clubs and 
CAGM. 


The proximity of CRERPA and the Estuary Council of Senior Clubs meal 
site is a particularly advantageous one since the two agencies at times work 
closely together to meet the needs of the elderly. 


Shoreline Sixty had long been popular as a social group and had grown so 
large that it was necessary to form satellite groups when the need for services 
for the elderly, such as meals and transportation, became apparent. 
Representatives of ten senior citizen clubs approached Stan Greimann of the 
RPA about funding such programs. Careful study of the federal guidelines led 
to the formation of the Estuary Council of Senior Clubs and the Regional 
Committee on Aging with RPA assistance and support. Where necessary, local 
clubs were formed. The Council received its first funds in 1975. During 1982, 
9.617 meals were served to Old Saybrook residents, 3,036 to the home-bound. 
6,766 rides were provided for Old Saybrook people and there were 3441 
instances of participation in other services—including medical, dental and 
legal aid. CRERPA continues to assist the ECSC by supplying necessary data 
for funding requests and being generally available whenever needed. 


The Regional Committee on Aging meets in the CRERPA Conference room 
and relies upon the CRERPA staff for secretarial services and program 
assistance. Membership of the Committee is open to all senior citizens and care 
providers. Stan Greimann, together with Ed Butler and Ray Varley of Old 
Saybrook and Mike Escalera of Clinton serve as representatives of the 
Regional Committee on Aging on the Eastern Connecticut Area Agency on 
Aging. Edmond Butler of Fenwood Drive became Chairman of the Regional 
Committee on Aging in 1982 and is continuing to serve in that capacity. 


CRERPA shares Old Saybrook’s pride in the development of Saye Brook 
Village. The Agency has loog been an advocate of Housing for the Elderly. The 
1978 Housing Needs report cited housing for the elderly as the primary housing 
problem of the Region and pledged assistance to local regulatory commissions 
in adjusting their regulations to allow for the orderly incorporation of multiple- 
dwelling units, particularly for the elderly, and to provide assistance in site 
selection and the review of plans when requested. Old Saybrook was 
particularly fortunate in that Edmund Meehan, the Assistant Director of 
CRERPA, volunteered to serve as a member of the inital Ad Hoc Committee for 
Elderly Housing and subsequently belonged tothe Advisory Council of the Old 
Saybrook Senior Housing, Inc. His familiarity with planning and zoning 
requirements and his expertise in applying for HUD funding and the initial 
Small Cities grant was invaluable. 
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The Baldwin Bridge has been a continuing concern to residents of Old 
Saybrook for over a decade. CRERPA has assisted in arranging public inter- 
town meetings where residents of both towns were able to discuss various 
aspects of the matter with representatives of Conn. DOT. Many residents 
ex pressed repeated concern over the state traffic counts. With anew plan onthe 
horizon in the Spring of 1982, CRERPA sponsored an independent count of 
traffic on the Bridge. It was taken by CRERPA traffic engineer in late May of 
1982 and substantiated the need for additional carrying capacity. 


In August of 1982, CRERPA voted to support the construction of a second 
span adjacent to the present one, noting that it is virtually impossible to even 
repair the present bridge without an alternative crossing. 


The 1983 Regional Transportation Plan also recommends that Conn. DOT 
consider funding a realignment of Schoolhouse Road from the Amtrak Bridge 
to Westbrook and the construction of a link between Mill Rock Road and 
Middlesex Turnpike. The provision of a safer sidewalk between Ingham Hill 
Road and the King’s Shopping Center was cited as an immediate need, as was 
the alternate access route to the land served by Mulcahy’s crossing, the 
realignment of Route 602 and Essex Road, and the resurfacing of Route One to 
the west end of the Baldwin Bridge. 


Of the seven inter-town referrals that CRERPA reviewed, fourinvolved Old 
Saybrook. One was the proposed zone change in Old Saybrook on Bokum 
Road. Two others were in Essex on the Old Saybrook town line—a sub-division 
on old Route 9—and a zone change from residential to industrial on Bokum 
Road. The fourth was the Old Saybrook Small Cities grant. CRERPA staff 
prepared the 1982 grant proposal and assisted with the 1983 revision. Both 
were heartily endorsed by the Agency board. The proposal, if funded, would 
provide grants and low interest loans to home owners faced with the necessity 
of making drastic repairs to existing on-site septic systems. The program 
would help forestall the need for sewers. 


Old Saybrook has an efficient and well-run transfer station. Even so, the 
problem of where to ship the solid waste keeps recurring. Through the Lower 
Connecticut Valley Selectmen’s Association, Old Saybrook, along with the 
other Estuary Region towns, has asked CRERPA to apply for a grant from 
DEP to investigate the creation of an energy recovery plant in or near the 
Region so that Old Saybrook may be assured of a long term solution to its 
refuse disposal problem. The Agency anticipates working with the towns of the 
Region toward such a solution. 


As budgets become tighter and planing becomes even more essential, 
CRERPA looks forward to continuing its assistance to the towns of the Region 
as they address their mutual problems together. 


The last sailing trade vessel built in Saybrook was probably the largest ever built. 
She was largely owned by Saybrook residents and was called the Mary E. 
Kellinger, after the wife of one of her New York owners. 


She was rigged as a 3-masted schooner and commanded by Capt. Austin E. 
Penny. Her builder was aman named Ketchum from Long Island. She was built a 
little south of where the Pease House stood, in 1865, and was lost a year or two 
after, in Chesapeake Bay. 
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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission serves as a voice for the natural assets of the 
Town, insuring that our waters, air, soil, open spaces, marshes and wildlife 
receive adequate protection as continuing demands are placed on the 
environment. The Commission reviews and provides public information and 
makes recommendations to Town, State and Federal agencies regarding 
activities and proposed legislation that may have an impact on the natural 
environment. 


The State Department of Environmental Protection, the Army Corps of 
Engineers and other agencies notify the Commission of applications for 
regulated activities which may have adverse environmental impacts such that 
we may offer information, comments or testimony. The Commission has a 
member who sits on the Inland Wetlands Commission which regulates 
activities in inland marshes and streams. Residents are encouraged to ask the 
Conservation Commission to investigate any situation that appears to be 
harmful to the Town’s natural resources and/or contrary to laws and 
ordinances affecting them. 


The past year was one of transition for the Commission in that there was a 
significant change in membership. Richard Tietjen who had served as past 
Chairman for many years and whose name was synonymous with the 
Conservation Commission, resigned to pursue other interests. Jerry Dodd who 
was secretary as well as an active voice on the Commission also resigned. Two 
new members appointed by the Board of Selectmen were Robert London and 
Mary Lou Rosner. One vacancy is still outstanding and interested Town 
residents are encouraged to inquire regarding possible membership on the 
Commission. 


An important accomplishment during the past year was publication of the 
first of a series of walking tour guides planned for the Town of Old Saybrook. 
Members Mary Brodinsky and Elsie-Ives Bakewell successfully completed a 
guide for Saybrook Point which subsequently appeared in the Pictorial August 
10, 1982. Additional copies were made and distributed to the Chamber of 
Commerce. Funding for publication of a pamphlet containing up to 14 tours is 
presently being sought from interested Town groups or citizens who consider 
this document an important resource for residents and visitors alike.

In keeping with its stated objectives, The Economic Development 
Commission succeeded in bringing new, desirable industry to Old Saybrook 
during 1983 and continues to work with businesses that have expressed 
interest in locating here. 


A Direct Mail Campaign, sent to selected categories of industry throughout 
New England, was embarked upon and an avid follow-up program continues. 
To enhance this effort, the Vital Statistics Information Packet was completely 
updated and set in a new form that is readily useful and far easier to keep up to 
date. 


The Commission continues its efforts to maintain a very current version of 
our industrial and commercial buildings/land inventory records in order to be 
able to quickly respond to inquiries from prospective companies. 


After a cycle of declining appropriations, the Commission feels immensely 
rewarded that its appeals for an increase in Budget was approved for fiscal 
1984. 


The Commissioners regret that following a 6-year term, Edward L. Wilcox 
will not be serving as Executive Secretary to the Commission. Also, Thomas 
Kiernan, member for two 5-year terms offered his resignation and Jesse 
Lawrence, member since 1978, did not seek reappointment. All of these people 
served unstintingly and their experience and counsel will be missed. 


Maintaining a viable, healthy industrial/commercial base through 
sensible economic development and growth continues to be the primary 
objective of this Commission. Old Saybrook citizens wishing to provide input 
to assist these efforts are urged to make their thoughts known.

A significant milestone was passed at the conclusion of the 1982-1983 
school year. After twenty-three years as a grade 7 and 8 school, a major portion 
of Old Saybrook Junior High School was closed. Although some of the facilities 
will still be used for educational purposes, the administration building and 
slightly more than 50% of the instructional area will not be in use when school 
reopens in September, 1983. Those portions of the school plant remaining open 
will be under the supervision of Principal James Crowley who has been 
assigned to Main Street School and the new responsibilities for the 
consolidated program for grades five through eight. John Walsh, principal at 
Main Street School for the past two years, will start his new duties as principal 
of grades Kindergarten through four at the Kathleen E. Goodwin School. 


As a result of closing a portion of the Junior High School the Board of 
Education has reached agreement with tenants who will be leasing those parts 
_ of the building not used for educational purposes. As of this date five three-year 
leases have been signed. All money generated by these rentals will be returned 
to the town’s general fund. 


The system addressed a number of curriculum issues during the 1982-1983 
school year. Among them were an intensive review of the Middle School 
concept, a pilot program in social studies at Main Street School, computer 
literacy for all schools and a shift in the focus of the foreign language program 
at the elementary level. The Board approved anew coursein Psychology for the 
high school and created new standards for graduation which will put new 
demands on high school students. Credit requirements, to be phased in overa 
three year period, will be: English 4 credits, Mathematics 3 credits, Social 
Studies 3 credits, Science 3 credits, Physical Education 1 credit and Health 4 
credit. The Board will continue to review requirements in computer literacy 
and in the near future will make a decision on the feasibility of a credit 
requirement for computer study. 


Two contracts with professional staff were negotiated. A new three year 
agreement was reached with the teacher’s organization and a two year 
contract with the principals was ratified. 


Major repairs completed during the year included repairs to the roof and 
exterior painting at Main Street School, exterior painting at Kathleen E. 
Goodwin School and installation of a new sewer pump at the high school. 
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An expanded self-supporting adult education program, coordinated by 
Alice Gerber, offered a wide range of courses and was very well attended by 
local citizens and people from neighboring communities. Among the course 
offerings were: language, typing, introduction to computers and painting. 


As we look back on the accomplishments of the past year we are grateful for 
the support offered by the community, proud to be associated with an 
extremely capable teaching and administrative staff, encouraged by the 
results of the educational program and humbled by the magnitude of the job 
facing us during the future. As critics of public education offer quick fixes for 
the problems facing education it will be incumbent on all of us to work together 
in determing how we can make a fine school system better. We can accomplish 
this through well-reasoned dialogue, patience with the points of view of others 
and by keeping clearly in mind thesole purposeof the schools: preparing young 
people for a productive and happy future.

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REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Old Saybrook Environmental Health Department has continued its 
efforts to preserve and protect the public health of the community. We have 
continued inspection programs for all food service establishments in Town. 


An oddity noted is that we have apparently reached a saturation point for 
restaurants, etc. The number of food service establishments has remained in 
the mid sixties for the last five years even though there has been a relatively 
high turnover rate for ownership and/or location. All food service establish- 
ments including markets, stands, and vendors have with short term 
exceptions, maintained acceptable levels of sanitation. There have been no 
outbreaks of food born illness of any significance this year. 


Weather had a significant impact on well water quality and septic system 
operation again this year. 


Ground water levels rose to record heights, flooding many basements and 
septic systems, generating complaints that were difficult to resolve. The 
unusual rainfalls have enabled us to gain data that will serve well in reviewing 
new septic system installations. 


We have issued permits for 107 repairs and new systems this year, and 
permits for 26 wells. 


We have responded to several oil or chemical spills and work withthe D.E.P. 
to correct the hazards. 


Our monitoring program for swimming areas, including pools, ponds, and 
the sea indicates that all areas enjoy good quality bathing waters. 


We have continued to monitor septic systems installations, repairs, and 
expansions, and work closely with the Planning and Zoning Commissions, 
and Zoning Board of Appeals to regulate development and changes of usein a 
manner that will not endanger the public health of the community. 


As a support agency for the Old Saybrook Water Pollution Control 
Authority, we have endeavored to comply with the D.E.P.’s orders and work 
with consultant engineers to provide long term solutions to waste water 
problems.

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REPORT OF THE ESTUARY TRANSIT DISTRICT 


The Estuary Transit District was officially convened for the first time as an 
operating district under the provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes on 
February 18, 1981, with all nine towns of the Estuary Planning Region 
participating. 


The original nine members of the board, one from each town, consisted of 
Jeanne Simmons of Chester, Virginia Zawoy of Clinton, Russell McNutt of 
Deep River, Richard Riggio of Essex, William Jerome of Killingworth, Carlton 
Dickerman of Lyme, Kinsley Twining of Old Lyme, Raymond Kelly of Old 
Saybrook and Tom Gable of Westbrook. 


In the ensuing months the transit district board set about organizing itself 
as a functioning unit. It established a bylaws committee and a finance 
committee to prepare a set of bylaws for adoption and initiate a Section 18 
funding assistance application to the Connecticut Department of Transporta- 
tion. Mr. Twining chaired the bylaws committee and Mr. Riggio the finance 
committee. 


By May, 1981 the bylaws werein place and the first permanent officers were 
elected. Ms. Zawoy was elected chairman, Mr. Dickerman vice chairman, Ms. 
Simmons secretary and Mr. McNutt treasurer. At the same meeting the 
chairman was authorized to file the district’s first grant application. 


The first two vacancies on the board occured in mid-summer, 1981 with the 
resignations of Mr. Gamble and Mr. Kelly because of work commitments. 
These remained unfilled until late fall when Mr. Kelly was reappointed and Ms. 
Handel replaced Mr. Gamble. 


By January, 1982 the primary organizational steps had been taken andthe 
Estuary Transit District was able to look ahead. It established a proposed 
budget for the 1982-83 fiscal year, which was set at $86,400, and began the 
negotiation of service contracts with the local providers of public transit. They 
are the towns of Chester, Deep River and Essex, which provide transportation 
for their residents via the “Tri-Town Bus” and the Estuary Council of Senior 
Clubs, which provides dial-a-ride service, primarily to the elderly and 
handicapped in all nine towns. Together they provided an estimated 35,000- 
37,000 passenger trips in 1982. At the same time as these negotiations were 
underway, an open door policy was being worked out between the district and 

the Estuary Council to make service available to the general public. 


A second application for federal funding assistance was filed in May, 1982 
to cover a two-year fiscal period beginning on July 1, 1982 andendingJ une 30, 
1984. In the meantime the district awaited the finalization of its contract with 
ConnDOT for the first Section 18 grant. 


By August, 1982 the district was in a position to approve the reimbursement 
requests from the service providers for the services provided during the 1981-82 
fiscal period and to establish its internal accounting system. It had by then 
received small appropriations from seven of its nine member towns totaling 
$1,464.00 to cover the local share of the district’s administrative expenss. 


By year’s end the district awaited the receipt of the first requisition of 
Section 18 grant funds in the amount of $29,948.96 with which to reimburse its 
contractors for services provided in the 1981-82 fiscal year and the receipt of an 
executed contract with ConnDOT for 1982-83 financial assistance. 
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REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK FIRE CO., NO. 1, INC.

This was a good year for the Old Saybrook Fire Department. The total 
number of fire calls was 245, involving 1845 man-hours, and there were only a 
few major fires and just a couple of minor injuries caused by fire. 


Our biggest event was the change of command at the Firehouse. Ronald 
Baldi stepped down after ten years as chief, and the members elected Wayne 
Wysocki to command the fire company. Chief Baldi continues to serve as an 
active firefigher, but he gave up the commanding officers’ position to devote 
more time to his job as Town Highway Supervisor. Chief Wysocki held the 
ranks of rescue squad commander and Lieutenant before his election as Chief. 
A Testimonial Dinner, attended by more than 300 people was given for Chief 
Baldi at Dock N’ Dine Restaurant at Saybrook Point on January 29th, 1982 
and he was presented with many citations and gifts commemorating his 10 
years as Chief, including acommission from the Department of Police Services 
naming him as an Honorary Chief of Police. 


The town’s biggest fire of the year occurred at Brockway’s Marinain Floral 
Park. Although it started at night and was not discovered until an entire 
wooden work shed and several boats were fully involved, firefighters 
extinguished the blaze quickly, protecting the other buildings and boats in the 
area. Westbrook firefighters stood by at our station while we extinguished the 
blaze. 


Our aerial ladder truck proved very effective at two fires in neighboring 
towns. On November 18, a water curtain operated from our aerial ladder helped 
contain the disastrous fire that destroyed several buildings in the Old Lyme 
Shopping Center, and on February 6 firefighters operated from our aerial 
ladder to ventilate the top floor and roof at a fire that heavily damaged the 
Ivoryton Inn in Essex. 
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Our department is extremely proud of our aerial truck and our other 
specialized units. Three of these units, the Diving Rescue Team, Mask Service 
Unit, and Training Building, are financed almost entirely through fund- 
raising events such as the annual raffle and Pancake Breakfasts conducted by 
the Volunteers with generous support from residents, business people, and 
visitors to our town. Since our department, including officers and drivers, is an 
entirely volunteer company, our town does not pay any salary to any fire 
fighter, and we are proud of this tremendous tax saving. 


Firefighters improved their proficiency at weekly drills. This training 
included several sessions under simulated fire conditions at our training 
building at Clark Fireman’s Field, Elm Street and six “live fire’ exercises 
conducted at two abandoned houses. 


We faced a potential crisis on May 28th because of a minor chemical spill at 
a house on Fenwood Grove Road. Nine firefighters, three ambulance 
technicians, and two occupants of the house had to be examined at a hospital 
for possible poisoning but fortunately there were apparently no harmful 
effects. There were no injuries caused by fire except very minor problems 
involving two persons; the occupant of a home on Walker Avenue with minor 
hand burns from a malfunctioning stove on September 19 and the occupant of 
a home in Fenwood with smoke inhalation from a malfunctioning chimney on 
Christmas Eve.

Note: The “Miscellaneous” category includes seven mutual aid responses to 
other towns. Eight of our calls for the year included incidents in which other 
towns provided us with mutual aid. 


As we reflect back on our year, we are also proud of the close relationship 
existing between our company and t} 2 town’s other emergency services: 
Police, Ambulance, and Civil Preparedness. Our Firefighters work side-by-side 
with police officers in operating the two police boats during marine 
emergencies. Many of our personnel serve on the Rescue Squad together with 
Old Saybrook Ambluance Association technicians. Civil Preparedness 
personnel drill together with firefighters and mutually share equipment 
during emergencies such as floods and storms. Our ambulance technicians are 
very generous in providing training to members of the other emergency 
services. 


Our department’s most urgent need is the necessity of replacing Engine #2, 
a 1958 pumper. Because of age and rust, this truck may break down at any time, 
but it is critically needed because of the rapid expansion of subdivisions and 
houses in areas without “city water’. Areas with no hydrants include 
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Schoolhouse Road and Ingham Hill north of I-95, as well as Otter Cove, most of 
the Essex Road area, and the borough of Fenwick. The department has 
requested a 1,000 gallon tank truck to replace Engine #2, but this involves 
budgetary problems. Although some water is available in ponds or streams or 
private pools, drafting water from these sources is frequently ineffective, and 
waiting for mutual aid trucks to arrive from other towns involves a ten minute 
delay. 


We would like to commend another all-volunteer agency, the Old Saybrook 
Ambulance Association for their excellent service. We thank the Department 
of Police Services for working so closely with us and doing such excellent work 
in dispatching emergency calls. We also thank our good neighbors from across 
the river, the Old Lyme Fire Department, and our fellow companies in the 
Valley Shore Mutual Aid Association for their very valuable and constant 
service.

REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
FIRE MARSHAL 


To improve the level of service provided through the Office of the Fire 
Marshal a number of administrative changes were enacted which have 
enhanced the Office’s operation. Perhaps the most visible change was the 
creation of a Fire Inspector’s position and the appointment of Michael J. 
Laraia to this position by the Board of Selectmen in November, 1982. Once 
appointed, Fire Inspector Laraia attended the mandatory State Fire Marshal’s 
Certification Program, an intensive and comprehensive 140 hour course 
spanning 17 weeks given at the Public Safety Complex in Meriden. Inspector 
Laraia officially assumed his duties as Inspector on May 4, 1983, after 
graduation form the Fire Marshal’s Academy. With the addition of Inspector 
Laraia to the Office an operations policy was developed in conjunction with the 
State Fire Marshal clearly identifying the duties and responsibilities of the 
Fire Marshal, Deputy Fire Marshal and Fire Inspector as specified by Statue. 
Briefly the Fire Marshal maintains the Office through his direction in concert 
with other State and local agencies, inspects for all required permits/licenses, 
conducts plan reviews and handles the National Fire Incident Reporting 
System; the Deputy Fire Marshal remains on staff to serve in an emergency or 
at the direction of the First Selectwoman; while the Fire Inspector is 
responsible for all required routine fire safety inspections. 


Other administrative changes included the adopting of Office policy for 
addressing State permit inspections, issuance of Blasting Permits and the 
installation of flammable liquid/vapor tanks. A number of mandated permit 
inspections are required annually for occupancies serving liquor: State Liquor 
Control Commission, health care facilities: State Department of Health, and 
day care centers: State Department of Education. To facilitate scheduling 
these inspections in an expedient fashion all permittees/administrators were 
advised to contact the Office 48 hours in advance of the requested inspection 
date, thereby eliminating scheduling conflicts. Issuance of Blasting Permits 
has been facilitated by the cooperation of the Building Inspector, who 
coordinates this process during the business day. This format also applies to 
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the installation of below grade flammable liquid/vapor tanks. In this manner 
developers or property owners are not interrupted in their scheduling of work. 

During the Fiscal Year the Office of the Fire Marshal conducted many 
activities as mandated by the Connecticut General Statutes, Chapter 541. 
These activities are as follows: 214 routine fire safety inspections of 
occupancies, with the exception of one and two family dwellings, including 
buildings under construction or renovation; 41 inspections for establishments 
renewing or applying for Liquor Permits; 2 inspections for the renewal of State 
Health Care Licenses; 4 inspections for renewal of Day Care Licenses; 41 
Building Plan Reviews were conducted; provided the Zoning Enforcement 
Officer with 15 Life Safety Plan Reviews; 57 reports to the Building Inspector 
concerning possible Building Code violations or unsafe conditions; issued 3 
reports to the Town Sanitarian involving situations concerning public health; 
and filed 40 reports with the Old Saybrook Department of Police Services 
pertaining to Code violations, hazardous conditions, fire investigations or 
other such matters. Finally a total of 19 Abatement of Hazard Orders were 
issued citing serious Fire Code violations which required immediate action. 
Only 2 of these Abatement Orders were forwarded to the Prosecuting Attorney 
for Middlesex County for court action. 


In the interest of publicsafety and based upon compliants received from the 
public and the Police Department two operations were undertaken to check 
businesses for illegal kerosene space heaters in the fall/winter and fireworks 
offered for sale in the summer. A number of businesses were found to have 
kerosene heaters in violation of the Code, which were ordered removed in the 
presence of a Police Officer. In fact several gasoline stations were found to have 
such heaters, an extremely hazardous condition. Checking various businesses 
within the community a large volume of low level fireworks were confiscated 
with the assistance of the Police Department and destroyed by the State Fire 
Marshal. 


During the year all of the Public Schools were inspected for compliance with 
the State’s Fire Safety Code. Many problems were detected, but utilizing the 
appeal process Modification/Relief Applications were filed with the State Fire 
Marshal to allow for alternative life safety measures to be offered in lieu of full 
compliance. A total of 21 such applications were filed with only one being 
denied. In fact under the Code the entire basement areas of the Main Street 
School was to have been protected by a sprinkler system, however through 
alternatives offered this requirement will be modified at a significant savings 
to the community. Since the enactment of the retroactive Fire Code in 1981, 
only two instances havesurfaced where the State Fire Marshal has ordered full 
Code compliance. The Modification/Relief Application process will be 
continually utilized to ensure life safety through means ammenable to building 
owners and the State Fire Marshal. Perhaps it should be noted that the State 
Fire Marshal’s approval has allowed the Town’s most historic building, the 
General William Hart House, home of the Old Saybrook Historic Society, to 
maintain it’s colonial charm without disturbing architecture or beauty. With 
the cooperation of the Socities Governing Board a fire/emergency plan was 
enacted to ensure that this important reminder of our past is available for 
future generations to appreciate. 


Training is an important aspect of any code related work and towards this 
end the Office attempted to upgrade it’s expertise in many areas through 
several programs sponsored by the State Fire Marshal. New legislation now 
requires the Fire Marshal to review all plans submitted to the Building 
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Inspector for any structure with the only exception being one and two family 
dwellings. Therefore the Fire Marshal has attended two classes which will lead 
towards certification as a fire code plan reviewer enhancing the inspection of 
submitted materials. To improve investigative capabilities both the Fire 
Marshal and Fire Inspector attended the State Fire Marshal’s Explosives 
Recognition Seminar andthe Fire Marshal also enrolled in the Investigation of 
Electrical Fires Program. Finally the Fire Marshal and Fire Inspector 
attended the State Fire School’s Sprinkler Course. 


Fire in Old Saybrook accounted for approximately $97,861 of damaged or 
destroyed property. Again it is true tribute to the Officers and men of the Old 
Saybrook Fire Company No. 1, Inc. that the dollar valueof saved property well 
surpassed 12 million dollars. A total of 276 National Fire Incident Reports were 
filed with the State Fire Marshal’s Office. The following indicates the number 
of fires investigated involving vehicles, residential and commercial property, 
along with the number of arson fires and dollar value of damaged property.

Upon the recent purchase of the town’s first fire engine, an American LaFrance 
chemical engine, by a contribution of $4,000 from Finley J. Sheppard; the Misses 
Acton likewise donated $600 for the purchase and installation of the town’s 
necessary fire alarm system. 
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RERORT OF THE 
FORT SAYBROOK MONUMENT PARK ASSOCIATION 
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The late Frank Tinsley’s dream of restoring Connecticut’s first military 
fortification is nearer reality than ever, thanks to the continued close 
collaboration of the Town and the Association. At their December, 1982 
meeting, Association directors unanimously voted to adopt the concept of an 
historical park as developed by William Stewart and to retain him as its 
designer. In addition, a fund-raising goal of $400,000 was set to complete the 
first phase and a campaign committee headed by Jack Soper appointed. 


Phase I development will concentrate on filling, grading and planting the 
original fort site, the location of which was determined by the three-year 
archeological project finished last year. There will be apromenade around this 
site, with benches and a sitting wall, from which visitors will have a 
commanding view of the entire park area and the Connecticut River. At the 
northeastern end there will be parking, a boardwalk overlooking the marsh 
and an historical display. Phase I also calls for a new driveway off of College 
Street to curve between the fort site and the foundations of the old engine 
roundhouse built a hundred years ago by the Valley Railroad. 


Altogether, only six acres—about one-third of the total area—are usable for 
park purposes, but they contain most of the historic assets and provide the only 
access to the river. 


At the Association’s annual meeting in March the following officers were 
elected: Ellsworth S. Grant, president; Barbara Maynard and John W. Soper, 
vice-presidents; William Coe, treasurer; and Donald A. Eldridge, secretary. 
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New directors since our last report are: Elsie-Ilves Bakewell, Nancy 
Buebendorf, Mary Decker, and Oliver Jensen. 


As of June 30, 1988, the Association had a bank balance of $16,271.31. 


If our fund-raising is successful, the Association will fulfill its objective of 
completing Phase | in time for Old Saybrook’s 350th anniversary in 1985. Not 
only will the Park give proper recognition to a unique historical asset, it will 
upgrade and beautify along neglected and virtually useless area. In the light of 
the Saybrook Point master plan the Park will complement the redevelopment 


of the the Town’s riverfront.

The present members of the Inland Wetlands Commission are listed under 
“Names of Old Saybrook residents serving in elected or appointed Municipal 
positions during fiscal year 1082-1983 and as of September 1, 1983.” 


Jack Milkofsky serves as Field Engineer and Attorney Thomas A. Cloutier 
as legal counsel. 


The Commission is responsible for implementing, administering and 
enforcing the Inland Wetlands and Water Courses Regulations of the Town of 
Old Saybrook and regular meetings are scheduled for the third Thursday of 
each month. 


During the 1982-83 fiscal year the Commission held four regular meetings 
and issued three permits. The Field Engineer issued two orders for violation of 
Inland Wetland Regulations; the orders were upheld by the Commission. 


One order has been fully complied with. 
One order is being held in abeyance. 


The Field Engineer has responded to 123 inquiries into wetlands 
delineations, complaints and permit inspections.

REPORT OF THE MOSQUITO CONTROL PROGRAM 


The Gypsy Moths are gone but the mosquitoes are very bad this season. 


Debbie Corning and I have been swamped with calls and we did get behind 
in our work. We wish to thank you for your patience and understanding. The 
problem has been very severe this year due to unusually heavy rains in the 
spring causing large and many inland pools which are perfect breeding areas. 
The State of Connecticut sent bulletins predicting an epidemic year but the 
early summer brought us hot and dry days reducing the mosquito population. 


The ticks were not as numerous this spring and were found only in scattered 
areas. Diazinon is very effective against ticks and malathion against 
mosquitoes. These pesticides are very good at the moment of application and 
will last for only a few weeks and are biodegradable making them very safe but 
not long lasting.

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REPORT OF THE 
PARK AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


Regular meetings of the Park and Recreation Commission are held the 
second Tuesday of every month at 8:00 p.m. at the Recreation Building. 


The Park and Recreation Commission is responsible for developing and 
maintaining Old Saybrook’s parks, beaches and facilities, and for providing 
varied recreational opportunities for the people of the town. In discharging 
these responsibilities the members of the Commission spend a minimum of 
three hours atthe monthly meetings. In addition, Commissioners can expect to 
put in about thirty extra hours during the year for special meetings, facility 
tours, and special events. Between meetings, the Vice Chairman and the 
Chairman are more closely in touch with the department, the Chairman 
spending several hours a week on commission matters. 


At present a number of facilities are maintained and programmed through 
the Parks and Recreation Department, and they are as follows: Parks and 
Recreation Department offices, maintenance operations and a variety of 
recreational activities. 


Schoolhouse Road Town Park is a 180-acre park and contains a playground 
area, skating shelter, comfort stations, multipurpose playfield, the Dr. Milton 
Clark Amphitheatre, and a picnic area, as well as five miles of hiking trails. 
Maps of all trails and applications for group outings at Town Park are 
available upon request at the Parks and Recreations Department office. 


Saybrook Acres Town Park, located on Trask Road, is a family activity park 
encompassing four tennis courts, timberform play apparatus, anda 
multipurpose play court area featuring outdoor basketball facilities. Rotary 
Field is located within the park for youth ball games. 


Veterans Memorial Park, located on Main Street, is dedicated to those who 
died while serving our country. Benches and landscaping provide a pleasant 
oasis in the center of town. In addition, the Lion’s Club Gazebo is located in the 
park, and numerous free band concerts are held there annually. 


The town administers two beaches on Great Hammock Road which are 
staffed for community safety for months of June through Labor Day. 
Available at the Town Beach are comfort stations, recreation shelter, and 
swimming area. Harvey’s Beach offers, in addition to swimming area, 
picnicing, large sunbathing area, and bathhouse with changing facilities. 
Information on daily admissions or season’s passes may be acquired by calling 
the Recreation Department (388-3557). 


McMurray Field, located adjacent to Main Street School, is a youth ballfield 
dedicated to the late local police officer, Raymond McMurray. 


School Facility Usage—major recreational program offerings take place in 
our school gymnasiums. 


As in the past years, a significant part of the department’s ability to provide 
recreation programs is the unselfish dedication and commitment of time and 
effort to these individuals, agencies, and organizations who so greatly 
benefited their community. It would be difficult to individually list all such 
participants, but it is only fitting that in an annual report we express sincere 
appreciation to those who have helped in the past, and to encourage other 
citizens in the year to come to provide their ideas and talents to truly make this 
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a community recreation program shared by all. In particular, two community 
projects were provided by the Lion’s Club in their annual sponsorship of the 
children’s Easter Egg Hunt and Jaycees beach clean up day. 


In projecting for 1983-84, we will continue to provide the town with all the 
activities and facilities that can be done with the new budget. 


The main objective of the Parks and Recreations Department is to provide 
quality recreation opportunities to all who live in our community, but our 
efforts can best be realized through your active participation in programs, 
improvement projects, and supplying new and fresh ideas that will benefit the 
entire community. 


To better inform the general community, the Parks and Recreations 
Department published asummer brochure and a fall and winter program guide 
which is distributed through the school assemblies and other public facilities. 


Monthly notices are delivered to youth at Old Saybrook schools, keeping 
them abreast of new activities. In addition to public announcement programs 
on W.L.I.S., the following area newspapers frequently publish listings of 
department programs and commission activities: Hartford Courant, New 
London Day, Middletown Press, New Haven Register and the Pictorial. 


It is our sincere hope that community residents will participate and enjoy 
our facilities and programs in the year to come.

As of June 30, 1983, the market value of plan assets were values at 
$1,209,848 by the plan trustee, Connecticut National Bank. During the 1982-83 
fiscal year, the plan investments generated areturn of $109,972 or a9.3% onthe 
cost of ourinvestments.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING COMMISSION 


Regular meetings of the Planning Commission are scheduled for the first 
and third Wednesday of each month. During the past fiscal year the 
commission held twenty-one meetings, including eight public hearings, and 
two special meetings one of which was a field inspection of tidal marshlands. 
One meeting was canceled. In addition, the commission held ten meetings and 
two public hearings on the Plan of Development/Municipal Costal Program. 


The commission approved nine Subdivisions, five Re-subdivisions, ten 
applications for Special Exception Use, twelve Municipal Improvements, 
twelve Coastal Site Plans, two referrals from the Zoning Boardof Appeals and 
one Zone Change. Two Subdivision applications and two Coastal Site Plans 
were denied. The commission adopted the Coastal Area Management 
boundary map and the Municipal Coastal Program as part of the Plan of 
Development, and approved amendments to the Subdivision Regulations and 
the Zoning Regulations, and construction of a second bridge between Old 
Saybrook and Old Lyme. 


Discussions were held during the year with Robert S. Bryan, Planner, and 
Dana Pumphrey of the Coastal Area Management Program, concerning the 
Municpal Coastal Program, and with Clinton S. Brown, the Zoning 
Commission’s consulant for the Third Year Phase of the Municipal Coastal 
Program. 


During the past year four members resigned: Barry O’Nell, N. Heath 
McDowell, Charles Stone and Elwood Koontz, alternate, Mildred Ploszay, an 
alternate, replaced Mr. O’Nell as a regular member; alternate Gerald N. Van 
Atta was appointed a regular member to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Stone; 
Edward Marcolini was appointed a regular member of the commission and is 
completing Mr. Stone’s unexpired term. Allan Breault, Richard Daniele and 
Shirley Annunziata were appointed alternates to replace Mr. Van Atta, Mr. 
Koontz and Mrs. Ploszay. Mr. Marcoliniis the commission’s representative to 
the Connecticut River Estuary Regional Planning Agency. 


The present members of the Planning Commission are Kathryn Meyer, 
Chairman; Gerald N. Van Atta, Vice Chairman; C. Brian Piontkowski, 
Secretary; Mildred Ploszay and Edward Marcolini, and alternates Allan 
Breault, Richard Daniels and Shirley Annunziata.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF POLICE SERVICES 


The Board of Police Commission gratefully acknowledges the commitment 
of the community in the support and assistance rendered to our department 
since our last report. 


It is important to note that for the first time in the history of our 
organization over 15,000 incidents were handled. This translates to 
approximately an 18% increase in work volume over the previous year. We 
publicly thank our professional staff for the manner in which they absorbed 
this workload. 


The most important responsibility of police officers is to protect the civil 
rights guaranteed in the Constitution which are the foundation of our 
democratic society and the rule of law. The most critical aspect of this respect 
for the law is in the officers’ willingness to abide strictly by the legal 
requirements for arrest, the use of force, searches and seizures of persons and 
property, and stop and frisk situations. Such a willingness is grounded in the 
officers’ understanding that the ends do not justify the means in law 
enforcement, that they cannot break the law in order to enforce it, nor can they 
succumb to community pressures to violate suspect’s rights in order to solve a 
crime or to abuse citizens’ rights to freedom of assembly to solve a public 
nuisance problem. While this fundamental principle of insuring due process 
may make the job of controlling crime more difficult, it is the hallmark of 
professional and competent officers. 


Our department’s foundation rests within the patrol division. This division 
is the primary enforcement arm of The Department of Police Services, 
absorbing the majority of calls for service. Our personnel is assigned 
throughout the community in clearly marked vehicles and is constantly 
available to assure maximum and timely response to all incidents and 
emergencies. Moreover, this division also responds to all motor vehicle 
accidents, traffic problems, and through the delivery of selective enforcement 
programs, is a visible deterrent to the incidents of traffic mishaps and 
fatalities. The Department’s posture in this regard, while flexible, is one which 
is determined largely by the number of accidents and their severity. Currently, 
and for the past several years, the psychology of the use of aggressive versus 
passive motor vehicle enforcement strategies has produced areputation for the 
community which has led to a dramatic decrease in fatal accidents as well asa 
stabilization of overall traffic accidents. This has been achieved in the face of 
increased traffic volume. 


Moreover, as time permits, patrol personnel also provides business security, 
vacant house checks, medical assists and many other services of a non- 
regulatory nature. 


Our Detective Division, in the midst this year of a climate of crime increase 
of the type which is more serious and time consuming, has performed 
admirably. Many hundreds of hours beyond the normal workday were 
expended in pursuit of burglary, robbery, narcotic and serious crime 
investigations. 


We have long underscored the need to guide youngsters in their behavior. 
During the past year our Juvenile Division has maintained a posture with 
parents, schools and the youth that has produced support and cooperation. We 
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agree that the youth of today are the leaders of tomorrow, and no effort should 
be spared in providing necessary guidance in hopes of averting confrontation 
with the Criminal Justice System. | 


The Commission continues to encourage and provide opportunities for 
personnel to maintain a state of readiness and competence to carry out the 
complicated and multifarious business of Law Enforcement. Changes in the 
law and procedures are received almost daily, andit is difficult to disseminate 
material in a meaningful way. Indeed it is almost a full-time assignment. 
Several thousand hours have been expended in various training needs. Our 
officers have attended in-service training in the following areas: Investigating 
Sudden Infant Deaths, Auto Theft, Intoximeter Use, Communications, Arson, 
Driving While Intoxicated, Narcotics, Interview and Interrogation, Crime 
Scene Investigation, Accident Investigation, Search and Seizure, Crime 
Prevention, Stress, Armor School, Use of Firearms and Other Schools in the 
Allied Fields. Moreover, all personnel received refresher training in Firearms 
and as Emergency Response Technicians. 


Our Communication Division is responsible for receiving all emergency 
and non-emergency phone calls relating to Police, Fire and Ambulance 
Activity. This is a non-stop operation which exists 24 hours a day, seven daysa 
week, 365 days a year. 

All calls are prioritized and dispatches are made. Communication 
technicians also handle walk-in complaints and disseminate general 
information as requested. They are truly the Heart and Soul of the Emergency 
Services of the Community.

October 4, 1898 — Town Meeting 


The town’s first “special police force” was established consisting of 5, or more 
if necessary men, they were charged with arresting all persons found intoxicated 
on the public streets, or who disturbed by fast driving, or by profane, scurrillous, 
indecent language or noise, night or day, against the peace, of evil example and 
contrary to the laws of the state. 


All the expenses incured in enforcement was paid from the town treasury from 
the license for the sale of intoxicating liquors. 


The Selectmen appointed the special policemen and paid them $7 including 
legal fees for each arrest and conviction. 
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REPORT OF THE PROBATE COURT

During the past year the Court has served the townspeople not only in 
matters concerning the distribution of decedents estates, but in guardianships, 
adoptions, trust matters, changes of name, waivers of the waiting period as 
required for marriage licenses, and the processing of passport applications. 


As part of a continuing education program the Probate Court Admini- 
strator, who oversees the doings of Connecticut Probate Courts, and the 
Probate Assembly, of which I am a member, have arranged many seminars 
throughout the year. These seminars include those conducted by state agencies 
for the mentally retarded, directors of private agencies that are involved in 
providing support systems for the elderly and state agencies that regulate 
various assistance grants. I have attended these seminars and completed a 
University of Connecticut law course in civic procedure during the past year. 


Please feel free to contact us if we may answer any question or be of any 
assistance to you. I am honored to be your Judge of Probate and want your 
Court torespond to your needs as efficiently and compassionately as possible. I 
wish to thank the clerks Norma Yeager and Dorothy Rhodes for their help in 
making this possible.

The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Board administers the provision 
of comprehensive health services in the Town of Old Saybrook for the 
individual, the family, and the community to attain and maintain optimum 
health. This is accomplished through three major programs: Home Care, 
School and Community. 
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Offices are maintained in each of the four schools. Administrative offices 
are located at the “Kirtland House” (next to the firehouse). Official working 
hours are 8:00 a.m. - 4:00 p.m. during the week with extended hours from 4:00 
p.m. - 7:00 p.m. weekdays and 8:00 a.m. - 7:00 p.m. weekends and holidays. 


The Nursing Board meets the second Thursday of each month except July 
and August. Meetings are held at the Kirtland House at 7:30 p.m. 


Our able and dedicated Board officers continued with their leadership for 
another challenging term. Our new member, Linda Gifford has most 
effectively continued the fulfillment of Board responsibility set by her 
predecessor, Alma Reveley who had served for over 12 years. The varied 
backgrounds and expertise of the board members which include business, 
finance, law, nursing, consumer and citizen knowledge are vital for and most 
helpful in meeting the increasingly sophisticated and diverse challenges and 
decisions we are facing: the growth of the Home Care “Business” with the 
demands and needs for increased health careskills, bothin intensity andtime 
and the competition for t heseskills; the interpretation of and compliance tot he 
everpresent governmental regulations; the continuous concern for t he quality 
and cost effectiveness of our services andthe move ofthe administrative office 
to the Kirtland House. 


The designated committees fulfilled their various responsibilities of 
evaluating the Agency programs, assuring quality care, reviewing and 
revising policies, addressing financial and budgetary concerns and dealing 
with public relations, all contributing to the overall functioning ofthe Agency. 
The School Health Program was studied and found to be adequately meeting 
the needs and requirements. The first annual nursing Audit of patient charts 
using the patient rehabilitation classification system revealed that most basic 
criteria were met indicating good quality care. The Board Manual was 
completely revised and updated. A new salary scale concept was adopted. More 
public relations activities and articles have been scheduled for the coming 
year. 


Much of the remaining board activity was directed toward (wo)manpower. 
Another service was added, contracted personnel were supplemented and 
replaced and we were blessed with another pair of part-time hands. To provide 
our patients and families with counseling services to aid them in underst and- 
ing, accepting and coping with their illnesses; to guide them toward alternate 
courses of care and to assist them in investigating community resources for 
financial aid or other needs, Medical Social Worker Jonni Sage signed a 
contract with the Agency. Contractural arrangements were also made with 
Occupational Therapist Patricia Parmelee to fill in for Emily Rosenthal while 
she is on maternity leave; with Public Health Nurse Kathy Handtotakeover . 
the Extended Hour Nurse position vacated by Ann Marie Devaney’s 
resignation; and with Pediatric Nurse Practitioner Edith Frankel to 
supplement the Child Health Conference medical examinations and 
counselling services replacing Dr. Paul Pierson, who had moved from the area. 
Kay Cunningham has just completed a year of invaluable and greatly 
appreciated volunteer office assistance averaging a loyal 18 hours per week. 


Loan Closet donations allowed the purchase of several pieces of hospital 
equipment to increase the supply available for loan to Old Saybrook residents. 
Two Scholarships were also awarded. Debbie Wysocki, a graduating Old 
Saybrook High School senior received $1,000, $500 upon entering her first year 
in the Southern Connecticut State College School of Nursing and $500 for t he 
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2nd year. Patricia Termini was awarded the $500 George Svec Scholars hip for 
her second year at the St. Vincent’s Medical Center School of Nursing. 


The Professional Advisory committee participates in the agency’s Quality 
Assurance Program, recommends and reviews policies, monitors agency 
standards of care, and advises on professional issues. There weretwo meetings 
held during the year. 


HOME CARE PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive, intermittent nursing services to the 
patient and the family in the home setting includes: direct skilled nursing, 
counselling and teachin g to the ill (acute and chronically), elderly, mentally ill, 
pre and postnatal and growing family members; the coordination and 
supervision of services rendered by other members of the health team such as 
physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, and homemaker/ 
home health aide assistances; and referrals to other community resources. 


Patient Census: Home Care—192 Office— 15 Total—207 

Our home care activities remained remarkably similar to last year’s with 
the usual peak demands in July and April. Our total visits decreased by about 
two visits per week. Our patient load continues with 75% over 65 years of age; 
however, there was a shift to a 12% increase in the 65-74 year range. Slightly 
over half of the total patients were female; 70% of the over 75 year olds were 
female. Very few patients were receiving treatment for only one diagnosis. 
There was a 40% increase in patients receiving care for cancer and a 40% 
decrease in heart related diseases. Several new procedures have been 
incorporated as our patients are being discharged from the hospitals sooner 
with newer ty pes of treatment measures which can be used in the home. The 
use of Home Health Aide assistance was less by 20% while our contracted 
therapies remained the same. Although physical therapy was utilized mainly 
for CVA and fracture related problems, patients with respiratory, neuromus- 
cular, arthritic, and circulatory concerns also benefitted. 


EXTENDED HOME PROGRAM 

A sharing of two privately contracted nurses with the Public Health 
Nursing Agencies of Clinton, Lower Valley (Essex and Chester) and 
Westbrook enable our town residents to receive Home Care Services beyondthe 
regular work day. They provide skilled nursing care and Home Health Aide 
supervision (nursing consultation and/or supervision must be avail able while 
a Home Health Aide is on duty). The service hours are extended to weekends 
and holidays 8:00-7:00 p.m. and weekdays to 7:00 p.m. This program has 
proven to beself-sustainin g and has saved much in time andenergy that would 
have been spent by staff working overtime. 


This is the second year for the program. Althou gh the number of patients 
served remained the same, the visits were nearly dou bled. Thenumber of HHA 
cases supervised increased by half. We saved 3% weeks of staff overtime. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive nursing services to the student and family 
in the school setting includes: direct skilled nursing for the injured and ill 
student; health guidance, counseling and teaching to the student and family; 
postural screening; screening for visual and hearing defects; mainten ance of 
an up-to-date cumulative health information record for each student; and 
collaboration with school personnel health in providing a healthful 
environment, physically and emotionally. The services have been furt her 
enhanced by the additional skills of School Nurse Practitioner Cathy Custer. 


82 OLD SAYBROOK TOWN REPORT 


Total daily student office visits increased by almost 2'/ per day with March 
and May again setting records for needs and treatments. With fewer student 
physical examinations required by the State (State Law 80-440 mandates a 
comprehensive health assessment before entry into the school system and in 
grades 6 and 10), private exams are more affordable resulting in half as many 
requests for the school physical. 


The students continue to take advantage of the Dental Health Programs. 
92% of the school population in grades K-6 particip ated in the weekly swish and 
spit program and there was a 20% increase in t he beneficiaries of the Flouride 
treatment. 


According to our records, all students are now adequately protected against 
tetanus, polio, measles, mumps and rubella. 


The individual school nurses participated in twice as many Pupil 
Placement Team meetin gs indicatin gt he concern t heschool system has for t he 
pupil’s total needs andthe comprehensiveteam involvement in meetingthem. 
A similar approach was used for the pre-school Kindergarten registration 
where each potential student was screened for school readiness, medical and 
social history and background and vision and hearing. This involved five full 
days for School Nurse Practitioner Cathy Custer working with the school 
personnel and periodic scheduling of other nursing staff with our trained 
vision and hearing mothers. (The State had provided aspecial class prior tothe 
registration to enable us to provide the skilled personnel.) 


COMMUNITY HEALTH 

Provision of comprehensive nursing services to the community for the 
prevention of disease and the promotion and maintenance of health and well- 
being through screenin g, monitorin g, counseling and teaching included: child 
health conferences, flu immunizations clinic, blood pressure screenings, 
Health Day and other community oriented activities addressing pertinent 
health needs and issues. 


Child Health Confer ences 

A monthly health clinic is held at Goodwin School for Old Saybrook 
residents 0-5 years of age who are not under the care of aregular physician to 
ensure ongoing health care and supervision. Physical examinations are 
provided by a pediatrician or pediatric nurse practitioner. Immunizations are 
given, various screening tests are administered and health guidance and 
counseling are provided by the nurses at the clinic and in the home. The clinic 
‘is licensed annually by the Maternal Child Health Section of the State 
Department of Health. There is no fee and we are reimbursed for services 
provided to Title XIX recipients. 


Our client census decreased by nearly 20% resulting withsimilar declines in 
the related Child Health Clinic activities. This was due to the lesser number of 
clinics (because of scheduling problems) and the lower town birth rate trend. 
Clinic attendance ranged from 7-10 clinics with an average of 7 physical 
examination and 8 immunizations administered at each. Five youngsters were 
referred for further medical follow-up. Dr. William Irving attended two clinics 
and acted as preceptor/consultant for the remaining eight for Pediatric Nurse 
Practitioner Edith Frankel. The program was administered by Val Milardo, 
R.N. with assistance from Cathy Custer, School Nurse Pratctitioner and Wyn 
Cook and Barbara Schreiber, Public Health Aides. 
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Flu Clinic: 417 particip ated. 

The annual Flu Clinic held in cooperation with the Westbrook Public 
Nursing Service at the Senior Citizen Estuary luncheon site at St. John’s 
School provided immunization for the B/Sin gapore, A/Bangkok and A/Brazil 
strains. A reasonable rate from the pharmaceutical company allowed a lesser 
charge of $2.00 and probably was the reason for the 15% increase in 
attendance.

The lunch site clinic is held from 12:00-1:00 p.m. every third Wednesday 
throughout the year. The average monthly attendance increased by three to 
forty-seven. The national referral guidelines have been reduced to 140/90 
which accounts for the five times greater referral rate. Because of the regular 
attendance of most participants, the nurses (usually a staff nurse and one or 
two Blood Pressure certified volunteer nurses) are able to work in conjunction 
with the screenee’s physician and complement the counseling regarding 
medication, diet, exercise and life style.

This annual event for reassurance of good health or early detection of 
potential health problems is cosponsored withthe Westbrook, Old Lyme and 
Lyme Public Health Nursing Services, the Shoreline Junior Women’s Club and 
the Old Saybrook Lionesses. It was held Saturday April 16, at the Old 
Saybrook High School as part of the Health Expo ’83, which en abled us again 
to providethe popular battery of bloodtests andtotake advantage of state wide 
publicity, which along with no competition from the weather were probably 
responsible for the 60% increase in attendance. Health Education was 
emphasized through our theme Life Be In It and with assistance from Old 
Saybrook Park and Recreation Department, Old Saybrook Youth and Family 
Service Bureau, Old Saybrook Ambulance Association, Westbrook YMCA and 
Middle Elementary School students from the Old Saybrook and Westbrook 
Schools. The over ninety volunteer health services were provided by local 
nurses, physicians, dentists, optometrists, podiatrist, phlebotomosts, dietitian, 
pharmacist and area residents with materials and inspiration from the 
Connecticut High Blood Pressure Program and American Cancer Society. Our 
preliminary contact with those screenees with abnormal results indicatethat 
most have consulted with their physicians. 
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FEE ANALYSIS 

The agency fee is determined by actual agency cost. A fee is charged for all 
medical services ordered by a physician. This may be met by third party payors 
(medicare, Medicaid insurances) and may be adjusted to meet individual 
circumstances.

The Nursing and Self-Funding returns remained at the same ratio as last 
year: 54% Nursing and 46% Self-Funding (this latter account includes all the 
other contracted services.) 


We are looking forward to the coming year with excitement and readiness 
for the known and unknown changes and challenges ahead. Our administra- 
tive office is being moved to Kirtland House at 322 Main St. where the Home 
Care and Community Health Programs will be located. This will be a most 
beneficial setting for health care provision for our Old Saybrook residents 
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because in this convenient location, we will be able to expand and coordinate 
our services with the social and mental health expertise of the Youth and 
Family Service Bureau which will be sharing the lovely site with us. Nursing 
offices and services will be at each of the remaining three schools (Senior High, 
Main St. and Goodwin) to continue the same level of care to the students and 
personnel. With the space, accessibility and convenience of the new location, 
we will have a greater ability to increase our community service offerings and 
hope that many more of our Old Saybrook folks will stop by and take 
advantage of our preventive health services. With the closer proximity to the 
Town Hall, Ambulance Association and Police Department, we foresee an even 
better coordination of services to the sick at home and the homebound. And in 
anenvironment of less confusion and more working space, we feel we can more 
effectively continue toward our goal of meeting the needs of the community 
and providing the best possible progams.

SENIOR HOUSING CORPORATION 


Old Saybrook Senior Housing reached a first milestone on September Ist, 
1982 when the first residents moved into their apartments in Saye Brooke 
Village, 55 Sheffield Street. 42 Residents were selected for the 36 apartments. 
They have settled in well, and have organized their own association to plan 
and carry out social activities in the Community Room. Somethingis going on 
there almost every day. A number have flourishing vegetable gardens on an 
adjoining plot of land, donated by Mr. McGuire. Thus, our goal of creating a 
real community in Saye Brook Village is being realized. 


On October 23rd the Village was formally dedicated with a number of 
community leaders taking part. 


In April, 1983 Thomas P. Burke became administrator of the project under 
the direction of Elderly Housing Management, Inc. Tom was Controller of the 
project and a member of the Board of Directors before taking on this 
responsibility. 


At the annual meeting in June, Edward L. Wilcox was replaced as President 
by Herbert E. Pickett, Jr. Ed’s tireless devotion to the Corporation, his 
leadership and the uncounted hours he gave to it over several years have made 
it all possible.

REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH COMMISSION 


The Old Saybrook Shellfish Commission in its second year of operation, 
continued to work on a management plan for the Town’s resource. The plan 
accepted by the Connecticut Department of Agriculture Aquaculture division 
has accepted and approved the plan submitted. The plan calls for a balance 
that would allow commercial endeavors to finance recreational activities. 


Our second attempt at recreational transplanting was again unsuccessful. 
For reasons we have not been able to pinpoint, transplanted shellfish did not 
depurate as ex pected. This unusual occurance was not limited to Old Saybrook 
transplants alone; other towns experienced similar difficulties. 


To maintain our parent stock of oysters, approximately 1000 bushels of 
shell cultch was placed in the Oyster and Back River. 
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A statistical analysis of the oyster set indicates that our 1000 bushels of 
shell will yield in excess of 8000 bushels of adult oysters in three years. 


We continue to work with Old Lyme to develop a joint program for the 
Connecticut River. We ex pect that a plan allowing use of the Connecticut River 
will be in place sometime during next year. 


The Commission will continue to work with the Marine Advisory Service 
and the Aquaculture Division of the Department of Agriculture to make this 
program work. 


Jack Milkofsky has worked diligently to perfect this program. Our thanks 
to him for his many hours spent in raking oysters, transplanting oysters, 
spreading shell and doing all the other things necessary, usually on the 
weekends in very inclement weather.

WATER POLLUTION CONTROL AUTHORITY 


The Water Pollution Control Authority in its continuing effort to strike a 
balance between State and Federal requirements and the needs of our 
community, has accomplished the following activities: 


1. Implemented a water quality monitoring program, sampling selected 
wells and surface bodies of water throughout our community. 


2. Conducted sanitary surveys in Designation I and II areas. 
3. Maintained a tracking system for septic system effluent. 
4. Continue an informal education program for home owners. 


5. Assisted Malcolm Pirnie, Inc. our consultant engineers in identifying 
and testing proposed disposal sites for possible community septic system. 


6. Work with citizen groups to attempt to resolve differences in 
understanding the program and proposals. 


The W.P.C.A. will continue to meet its legal committments and will 
continue to work to resolve the waste water problems. 


We must accept the fact that clean ground water is a necessity to the well 
being of all.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


In Connecticut, the cities and towns are designated by Statute with the 
responsibility for the provision of General Assistance in accordance with 
mandatory standards set by the Commissioner of the Connecticut State 
Department of Income Maintenance. 


General Assistance is a form of aid to families and individuals who haveno 
resources or insufficient resources to meet essential maintenance and other 
needs and who have no immediate eligibility for assistance under a State or 
Federal Program. 


The assistance is generally for a short period of time, until recipients are 
accepted for State assistance or until their financial situation improves and 
they are no longer eligible for assistance. 


In the past year the town did assist, for varying periods of time, 44 families 
with a total of 165 people and 40 adult individuals. 


During last winter this office assisted in administering two State sponsored 
heating assistance programs which benefited over 100 households in Old 
Saybrook. Also, an anonymous source supplied heating assistance for several 
more families who did not technically qualify for the State programs but whose 
emergency at the time was just as real. 


Again the Old Saybrook Welfare Department had the opportunity to 
cooperate with Church and civic groups in the distribution of food and 
clothing, especially during holiday seasons. This activity is made possible by 
the unselfish efforts of many people and the generosity of our residents.

Old Saybrook’s first public health nurse was Florence Burton in 1924, followed by 
Miss Winnifred L. Davis and in 1931, Miss Ruth MacLean. 


During the hurricane of 1938, the town’s Grand List was reduced by $200,000 with 
a loss of taxes, approximately $3,700. It was during that gale that 400 trees were 
uprooted or destroyed, many of which were known as historic elms. 


The first post office in Saybrook was established in 1793. Mail was carried by 
stage coach from New Haven to New London and Providence through 
Killingworth and Saybrook in 1794. 
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REPORT OF THE 
YOUTH AND FAMILY SERVICES COMMISSION 


Regular meetings of the Youth and Family Services Commission are held 
the first Wednesday of every month at 7:30 p.m. at the Youth and Family 
Services office, 334 Main Street. In August, Youth and Family Services will be 
moving to a new location at 322 Main Street. The “Kirtland House’, which was 
purchased by the town, is presently undergoing renovations to house our 
agency along with the Public Health Nurses. The new offices will help 
facilitate a more expansive and professional delivery of services. 


Youth and Family Services continually strives to provide needed social 
services to the citizens of Old Saybrook. It is our goal to develop, coordinate, 
and provide services for youth and their families in order to improve social 
functioning and to strengthen the family unit. 


This year’s Youth and Family Services budget was supplemented by a 
$8,763.00 grant award from the Department of Children and Youth Services. 
Next year’s award has already been approved for $8,945.00. In addition, for the 
first time Youth and Family Services will be receiving funds from the Social 
Service Block Grant in the amount of $2,584.00. 


In another effort to help offset town expenses, Youth and Family Services 
incorporated a fee system for “ongoing counseling” services in October. The fee 
system, which is flexible and based on one’s ability to pay, has been very 
successful. A total of $7,912.00 was deposited into the General Fund this fiscal 
year. It should be noted that no resident will ever be denied services because of 
their inability to pay. 
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1982 - 1983 SERVICES 


COUNSELING PROGRAMS: The major emphasis of the agency continues 
to be in the area of counseling, to assist youth and their families in dealing 
effectively with their problems. 


Individual and Family Counseling 

Youth and Family Services works not only with the identified client, but 
also with the other family members that interact and are a significant 
part of the individual’s problem. During 1982-83, we served a total of 349 
clients in over 2772 counseling sessions. 


Group Counseling 

e Drugand Alcohol Awareness Group: meets weekly to work on drug and 
alcohol use/abuse issues. 16 youngsters served. 

e Parent Support Group: meets weekly for parents of children with drug 
and alcohol problems and/or related behavioral problems. 18 parents 
served. 

e Single Parent Support Groups: meet weekly to discuss issues affecting 
parents raising children alone. 12 parents served. 

e High School Groups: meet at the high school during the school year. 
This year a Drug and Alcohol Education class served 10 youths. 


Crisis Intervention 

Another component of our program involves providing immediate 
intervention when appropriate. Flexibility on the part of our staff has 
allowed us to respond to many emergencies. 


Student Intern Program 

This year Youth and Family Services staff provided case supervision for 
two graduate degree students. Both students helped with our increasing 
caseload by providing more than 975 volunteer hours as a part of their 
intern programs. 


COMMUNITY SOCIAL WORKER/MUNICIPAL AGENT FOR THE 
ELDERLY: The Community Social Worker provides casework duties 
including the coordination of services for families in need. The Social Worker 
works closely with other agencies to provide families with financial assistance, 
energy assistance, emergency food and assistance for drug and alcohol related 
problems. The worker also serves as Municipal Agent for the Elderly and 
provides linkage to such programs as Weatherization, Social Security and 
Meals for the Elderly. In addition our agency was responsible for providing 
information and referral services to over 620 people. 


HOST HOME PROGRAM: The Host Home Program provides an alternative 
to youth who have run away or are experiencing a conflict at home. Four 
volunteer families provide homes for youngsters for up to 21 days while family 
problems and conflicts are being worked out through the guidance of Youth 
and Family counselors. In 1982-83, -four placements were made. 


PEER ADVOCACY PROGRAM: Under the supervision of Youth and Family 
Services staff, youth are trained in various counseling skills during a ten week 
program. The purpose of this group is to enhance self-esteem, self-understan d- 
ing, and to improve communication and decision-making skills. Once trained, 
Peer Advocates can provide a positive support group for other high school 
students and also aid in referring students to needed services. During 1982-83, 
23 students and 2 high school teachers were trained. 
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COMMUNITY EDUCATION: Through community education programs an 
effort is made to promote the welfare and best interests of youth and their 
families. This year we assisted in the coordination of Drug and Alcohol 
Awareness Week, offering two days of drug and alcohol education with Dick 


Schaefer. We also assisted in the coordination of the educational component of 
the 7th Annual Health Day. 


JUVENILE DIVERSION BOARD: This Board consists of seven youth- 
serving professionals from the community and meets once every two weeks. 
Cases involving juveniles who are in trouble with the law or who are 
experiencing problems within the community are referred to the Board. The 
Board’s goal is to divert youth from the judicial system when appropriate by 
recommending and setting up alternatives at the community level. Alterna- 
tives such as restitution or community service projects, anti-shoplifting 
programs, drug and alcohol classes, counseling and positive youth programs 
have been found to be very successful in helping many youngsters. The 
statistical breakdown of the Juvenile Diversion Board’s activities is as follows: 


Number of referrals: 67 
Number of cases diverted: 53 
Number of cases closed: 59 


WILDERNESS PROGRAMS: The basic philosophy of our Wilderness 
Programs is that individuals can learn about themselves and others through 
the successful completion of graduated challenges. By succeeding at such 
stressful tasks as rock climbing, canoeing and hiking, students learn how to 
work together, feel good about themselves, tolerate different points of view and 
resolve problems through communication. This year, ten junior high school 
students successfully completed a 5-day course led by the Great Hollow 
Wilderness School of Wesleyan University. Also, a 21-day course coordinated 
with the State Wilderness School was successfully completed by a high school 
student. Youth and Family Services has received $1,600.00 in scholarship 
money to support this program in the last two years. 


YOUTH EMPLOYMENT SERVICE: Y.E.S. gives youths the opportunity to 
earn money by doing odd jobs for community residents. More importantly, it 
helps young people develop jobskills, gain better economic understanding, and 
learn job negotiation skills in an employment setting while giving local 
residents an opportunity for positive interaction with the teenage population. 
This year we served a total of 77 youths and received 94 job calls, many of 
which turned into more permanent positions. 


Youth and Family Services offers a broad range of services. It must be noted 
that without the dedication of its staff, volunteers, and the fine cooperation and 
networking between local agencies and departments, many of these programs 
would be nonexistent.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING COMMISSION 


Meetings of the Zoning Commission are scheduled for the first and third 
Monday of each month except during July and August when the commission 
meets only once amonth. When a meeting date falls on a holiday, the meeting 
is usually held on the following Monday. Fourteen of the meetings this past 
year were public hearings. 


The commission held discussions with Attorney George J. Kinsley 
concerning various legal matters; with James Gardella regarding develop- 
ment of his property between the Boston Post Road and the railroad line east of 
Mulcahy Crossing; with Dana Pumphrey of Coastal Area Management on the 
third year phase of the Municipal Coastal Program; with Louis F. Tagliatela 
on his plans for Saybrook Point Marina, and with Robert S. Bryan, 
Consultant, and representatives of Senior Housing, Inc. concerning accessory 
apartments. 


Lane, Frenchman and Associates, Inc. of Boston, were retained by the 
Board of Selectmen to prepare a study of the Saybrook Point area. Mr. Bryan 
prepared amendments tothe Zoning Regulations to establish a Saybrook Point 
District, which amendments were adopted by the commission. 


Clinton S. Brown of DiCesare-Bentley Engineers, Groton, was engaged as 
consultant for the Third Year Phase of the Municipal Coastal Program. 
Several workshops were held in order to obtain input from the public anda 
public hearing was scheduled for July 18, 1983 on changes to the Zoning Map 
and Zoning Regulations. 


During the past fiscal year the commission approved eleven applications 
for Special Exception Use, thirteen Site Plans and eighteen Coastal Site Plans. 
One Special Exception application, one Site Plan and two petitions for a Zone 
Change were denied. 


The annual gravel pit inspections were conducted on June 15th; four 
permits were renewed at the meeting of June 27th and the decisions on two 
others were postponed until the next meeting. 


Members of the Zoning Commission are: Phyllis P. Folsom, Chairman; 
Edward F. McSweegan, Jr., Vice Chairman; Mario Sapia, Secretary; Betsy 
Ranelli and Charles Ficker. Alternate members are Olive Pedinelli, John W. 
Soper and Charles Monte. George J. Kinsley of Madison is the commission’s 
legal counsel and Marion Carpenter serves as Clerk.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The Zoning Enforcement Officer (ZEO) has the responsibility of ensuring 
that the land use, ground coverage area, and height of all structures conform to 
the current Zoning Regulations of the Town of Old Saybrook. Those 
regulations were established to ensure that individuals or business firms, 
presently using the land and conforming to the regulations, would be protected 
from those who seek to do otherwise. If there is a hardship in conforming to 
current regulations, it may be possible to obtain relief through the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


The ZEO also actsin an administrative/advisory capacity for the Planning 
Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals concerning all of the 
aforementioned regulations and attends evening meetings of those commis- 
sions. The ZEO is also responsible for ensuring that all applications submitted 
under the Coastal Management Program and the National Flood Insurance 
Program conform to all applicable local, state and federal regulations. 


During the past year 276 applications for Certificate of Zoning Compliance, 
95 Coastal Site Plan Reviews and five Flood Plain Area Permits were 
processed. Records are not maintained for applications which were not 
accepted because they failed to conform to various regulations. During evening 
meetings, assistance was provided to the Zoning Commission in the 
processing of twelve applications for Special Exception Use, fourteen 
applications for Site Plan Review, two applications to amend the regulations 
and two applications for Zone Change; to the Planning Commission in the 
process of ten applications for Special Exception Use, eleven Subdivisions, five 
Resubdivisions and twelve Municipal Improvements; and, tothe Zoning Board 
of Appeals in the processing of 58 applications for variances. 


I served as a member of the Saybrook Point Study Committee and worked 
with Clinton S. Brown of DiCesare-Bentley Engineers on the Third Year Phase 
of the Municipal Coastal Program. 


On occasion, as many as thirty individuals have visited or telephoned the 
office during a single morning. It is during those hours that I rely on the 
secretary of the Zoning Department, Marion Carpenter, for her assistance and 
cooperation. Her skills and attention to detail are very much appreciated.

MINUTES OF A SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 16, 1983 


A Special Town Meeting of the electors and citizens qualified to vote in 
Town Meetings of the Town of Old Saybrook, Connecticut. was held atthe Old 
Saybrook Senior High School, Boston Post Road in Old Saybrook, Connecticut 
on Thursday, June 16 1983 at 8:00 P.M. with approximately 53 interested 
citizens in attendance. 


Mr. Patrick Crowley was chosen as Moderator of the meeting. 


The Town Clerk, Jeanne D. Kelly, read the notice for the meeting which was 
_ published in the Middletown Press on June 10, 1983, and which is recorded in 
these records immediately preceding these minutes. 


ITEM 1. 

The report of the Board of Finance was presented recommending an 
appropniation of $650,000 for various school improvements, the purchase of a 
fire truck and the repair and installation of jetties at Old Saybrook Beach, and 
the issue of serial bonds or notes and temporary notes to defray said 
appropriation. The report of the Planning Commission was presented 
approving the proposed school improvements; and Old Saybrook Beach jetty 
projects was withdrawn due to lack of plans. 


Mr. Joseph Roy, Chairman of the Ad Hoc Committee answered the many 
questions asked concerning the $400,000.00 appropriated for repairs of the 
schools. 
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Discussion followed for about an hour. 


Mrs. Maynard spoke to the citizens present about a study by the Army 
Corps of Engineers that have permission to do a study on Harvey Beach and 
Town Beach. She said perhaps we will be given some Federal money to help 
defray expenses of the study. 


The Moderator stated that pursuant to Chapter 9, Section 6 (b) of the Town 
Charter, it will be necessary to order a referendum on the resolution presented 
under Item 1 of the Notice and adjourn this meeting after a reasonable 
discussion. 


Mr. Patrick Crowley, Moderator then presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED 

(a) That the Town of Old Saybrook appropriate SIX HUNDRED AND 
FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ($650,000) for the following purposes: (1) 
FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS ($400,000) for improvements at 
the Junior High School, the Main Street School, the Goodwin School and the 
Senior High School, including roof, driveway, sidewalk, parking lot and 
miscellaneous building repairs, fire code compliance modifications at the 
Senior High School, boiler replacement at the Main Street School and athletic 
field improvements at the Junior High School andthe Senior High School, (2) 
ONE HUNDRED FORTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($145,000) for the 
purchase of a pumper fire truck, (3) NINETY THOUSAND DOLLARS 
($90,000) for repair and installation of jetties at Old Saybrook Beach and (4) 
FIFTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($15,000) for financing costs and other 
expenses incidental to the projects. The appropriation may be spent for design 
and construction costs, equipment, furnishings, materials, architects’ fees, 
en gineering fees, legal fees, net temporary interest and other fin ancing costs, 
and other expenses related to the projects. 


(b) That the Town issue its serial bonds or notes, in an amount not to 
exceed SIX HUNDRED FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ($650,000) or such 
lesser amount as together with the proceeds of grants will be sufficient to 
defray the appropriation for the projects. The bonds or notes shall be issued 
pursuant to Section 7-369 of the General Statutes of Connecticut, Revision of 
1958, as amended, and any other enabling acts. The bonds or notes shall be 
secured by the irrevocable pledge of the full faith and credit of the Town of Old 
Saybrook. The bonds or notes may be issued in one or more Series, and any 
series may be sold as a single issue or consolidated with any other bonds or 
notes of the Town. The treasurer shall keep a record of the bonds or notes. The 
Selectmen, or a majority of them, andthe Treasurer of the Town shall sign t he 
bonds or notes by their manual or facisimile signatures. The bonds or note 
shall bear the seal of the Town or a facsimile of the seal. Thel aw firm of Day, 

Berry & Howard is design ated as bond counsel to approve the legality of the 
bonds or notes. The Selectmen, or a majority of them, and the Treasurer are 
authorized to determine the amount, date, interest rates, maturities, form and 
other details of the bonds or notes; to design ate a bank or trust company to be 
certifying bank and paying agent for the bonds or notes; to sell the bonds or 
notes at public or private sale; to deliver the bonds or notes; and to perform all 
other acts which are necessary or appropriate to issue the bonds or notes. The 
final maturity of the bonds or notes or temporary notes are first issued 
pursuant to this resolution. 
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(c) That the Town issue and renew its temporary notes from timetotimein 
anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds from thes aleofthe bonds or notes for 
the projects. The amount of the notes outstanding at any time shall not exceed 
SIX HUNDRED FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ($650,000). The notes shall 
be issued pursuant to Section 7-378 of the General Statutes of Connecticut, 
Revision of 1958, as amended, andshall besecured by theirrevocable pledge of 
the full faith and credit of the Town. The Town shall comply with the 
provisions of Section 7-378a of the General Statutes if the notes do not mature 
within the time permitted by said Section 7-378. The Selectmen, or a majority of 
them, and the Treasurer are authorized to determine the amounts, dates, 
interest rates, maturities, form, and other details of thetempor ary notes; tosell 
the notes at public or private sale; to execute and deliver the notes; and to 
perform all other acts which are necessary or appropriate to issue the 
temporary notes. 


(d) That the Board of Selectmen, the Treasurer and other proper officers of 
the Town are authorized tot ake all other action which is necessary or desir able 
to construct and complete the projects and to issue bonds or notes to defray the 
aforesaid appropriation. 


The Moderator stated that the meeting was open for discussion of the 
foregoing resolution. After discussion, Mr. Crowley made a motion seconded 
by Mr. Burton Chapmen to move the question on the floor. 


Mr. Crowley presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED, 

That this town meeting adjourn and the resolution considered pursuant to 
Item 1 of the Notice be submitted to vote upon the voting machines on 
Thurs day, June 23, 1983, between the hours of 12:00 noon and 8:00 P.M. in the 
normal polling places in the Town. 


The foregoing resolution was adopted unanimously by an “aye” vote. 


The Moderator stated that in accordance with the aforesaid resolution, the 
resolution considered pursuant to Item 1 of the Notice would be submitted to 
vote upon the voting machines on Thursday, June 23, 1983, between the hours 
of 12:00 noon and 8:00 P.M., to which time and place this meeting would 
adjourn at its conclusion tonight; and that said resolution would be placed 
upon the voting machines under the following Heading: 


“SHALL THE TOWN OF OLD SAYBROOK APPROPRIATE 
$650,000 FOR IMPROVEMENTS AT VARIOUS TOWN 
SCHOOLS, THE PURCHASE OF A PUMPER FIRE TRUCK 
AND REPAIR AND INSTALLATION OF JETTIES AT OLD 
SAYBROOK BEACH: AND AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
BONDS AND NOTES TO DEFRAY SAID APPROPRIATION?” 


Voters approving said resolution will vote “Yes” and those opposing said 
resolution will vote “No”. Electors will vote at the Old Saybrook Fire House, 
Main Street, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. 


Persons qualified to vote in town meetings who are not electors will vote at 
the Old Saybrook Fire House, Main Street, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. 


3. To approve an “Easement and Maintenance Agreement” concerning 
Chalker’s Mill Pond between the Town of Old Saybrook and Joseph Gleason, 
Lucia Gleason, Robert Gleason and Benjamin Gleason. Also, pursuant to said 
Agreement, to act upon the recommendation of the Board of Finance to 
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appropriate a sum not to excee $20,000.00 for the purpose of repairing the “Mill 
Pond Dam”, said monies to be taken and paid out of the Unappropriated 
Surplus Account. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
without consideration, a parcel of landfrom the Estate of Frederick W. Burgey, 
said premises being shown as a portion of “Burgey Road” on the Burgey 
Subdivision at Chalker Beach, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. Said property is not 
to be accepted by the Town for highway purposes. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


5. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
without consideration, a parcel of land consisting of approximately 7 acres on 
the westerly sideof North Cove from Nell Carneal Drew. Said property consists 
primarily of tidal wetlands. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously 
accepted. 


6. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
without consideration, a parcel of landin the Mallard Drive areaofthe Town of 
Old Saybrook, shown and designated as Lot #91, Map #63 of the Old Saybrook 
Assessor’s Records from Joan A. VanEpps, Roy R. Christensen, Anthony B. 
Cacase and Everett Farley. Said premises are located within the “Betsy Hatch 
Hill Subdivision” and is comprised primarily of wetlands. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously 
accepted. 


7. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
without consideration, a parcel of land in the Chalker Beach area of the Town 
of Old Saybrook, shown and designated as Lot #75-1 on Map #18 of the Old 
Saybrook Assessor’s Records from the Estate of Aleen C. Gagnon. Said 
premises consist of approximately .48 acres and is primarily wetlands. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


8. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, as 
Town roads, those roadways known as Overlook Drive and Drummer Trail in 
the “Lemay Subdivision”. Overlook Drive extends southerly and south- 
westerly, a distance of approximately 950 feet, from its intersection with 
Springbrook Road. Drummer Trail extends approximately 600 feet south- 
easterly from its intersection with Overlook Drive. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


9. Toact upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept, as 
a Town roadway that portion of Wood Pond Lane which extends westerly and 
northwesterly, a distance of approximately 1,150 feet from its intersection with 
Rock Ridge Drive. Said roadway is located within the “Wood Pond 
Subdivison’”’. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


10. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept a 
strip of land for possible future use by the Town, 50 feet in width, extending 
northwesterly from the terminus of Wood Pond Lane, approximately 400 feet to 
the southeasterly line of Schoolhouse Road. 
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On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted. 


11. To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept 
that roadway known as “Holly Drive” as a Town roadway. Said roadway 
extends southwesterly, a distance of approximately 650 feet, from its 
intersection with Wood Pond Lane. Said roadway is located within the Wood 
Pond Subdivision’’. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this item was unanimously accepted.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL BUDGET MEETING

May 19, 1983 


Minutes of the Annual Budget Meeting and Special Town Meeting held at 
the Old Saybrook Senior High School, Boston Post Road, Old Saybrook, 
Connecticut, May 19, 1983 at 8:00 P.M. with approximately 135 interested 
citizens present. 


The meeting was called to order by First Selectwoman BarbaraJ. Maynard 
who then called for the nomination of a Moderator. Philip Ranelli was 
unanimously chosen as Moderator. The Moderator then requested Town Clerk 
Jeanne D. Kelly to read the Legal Call of the meeting. The Legal Call was read 
and voted to be the Legal Call of the meeting. 


The Town Clerk presented the Moderator with two (2) petitions. The 
mandatory petition on file in the Town Clerk’s Office with seven (7) signatures, 
(6 certified), and the petition that was circulated by a group of citizens with two- 
hundred forty-three (243) signatures, (226 certified). 


The First Selectwoman addressed the meeting and stressed the hope that 
the citizens would vote for approval of the budget. The Moderator then asked 
for discussion from the floor. After considerable deliberation and proposals 
from the floor, Mrs. Maynard moved that the Referen dum bein g petitioned for 
be held on June 1, 1983 atthe Old Saybrook Fire Houseon Main Street, between 
the hours of 12:00 P.M. and 8:00 P.M. 


The motion was duly made and seconded. It was unanimously voted that 
the Referendum be held at that time. 


The Moderator then asked Mr. Carlo Viggiano, Chairman of the Board of 
Finance to go over the budget presented on April 26th once more, and several 
questions and discussions came from the floor concerning certain line items. 
Mr. Viggiano urged the citizens present to vote in favor of the proposed budget 
as he thought it was a “good” and a “fair” budget. 


Mrs. Maynard addressed the people a second time. This time reminding the 
citizens of Old Saybrook of Clean-up Weekend next week. She said free trash 
bags would be available, and that pick-up would be on every street corner. She 
asked all the Old Saybrook citizens to take part in this clean-up effort. 
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Michael Cronin, Town Attorney moved we proceed to Item 2 on the Legal 
Call of the meeting. 


On a motion duly made an dsecon ded it was unanimously approved that t he 
meetin g proceed to Item 2. 


ITEM 2 

To authorize and empower the Board of Selectmen to borrow such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the appropriations of the budget for the 
fiscal year July 1, 1983 to June 30, 1984, until sufficient tax revenues are 
received by the Town of Old Saybrook. 


On a motion duly made and seconded this item was unanimously accepted. 


Charles L. Doherty, Jr., former Town Clerk, expressed his feeling that the 
cost of a referendum should be considered, and said that he thou ght that the 
200 names needed to call a referendum was too low and should be increased to 
at least 600. He directed his question to Michael Cronin, Town Attorney, who 
said that the figure of 200 sign atures required was too difficult, and therefore 
the last Charter Revision Commission mandated that the petition inthe Town 
Clerk’s Office require only 100 signatures. He agreed with Mr. Doherty that 
other towns had increased the number of signatures required, but it would 
remain that way until such time that future Charter Revision Commissions 
acted on a change. 


Jane George, President of S.O.S., spoke to the citizens present, urged the 
people voting in the Referendum to support the budget. 


“Our elected boards listened to us andresponded, they deserve our thanks. 
Old-fashioned democracy is alive and well and living in Old Saybrook” she 
said. She ended her talk with a motion that t he meetin g be adjourned. Someone 
from the audience seconded the motion. Mr. Raymond Varley objected to the 
motion because he said he had his hand raised for a question, but the 
Moderator said a motion to adjourn must be voted on without any debate. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:50 P.M.

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MINUTES OF A SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


January 11, 1983 


Minutes of the Special Town Meeting held at the Old Saybrook Senior High 
School, Boston Post Road on Tuesday, January 11, 1983 at 8:00 P.M. with 
approximately 140 interested citizens present. 


Also attending were approximately 16 students from the Junior High 
School; students of Mr. Thomas Shea. 


The meeting was called to order by First Selectwoman BarbaraJ. Maynard 
who then called for the nominations for a Moderator. On a motion duly made 
and seconded, Michael Cronin was unanimously chosen as Moderator. The 
Moderator then requested Town Clerk Jeanne D. Kelly to read the Legal Call of 
the meeting. The Legal Call was read and voted to be the Legal Cail of the 
meeting. 


ITEM 1. 

To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Finance and the Board of 
Selectmen to approve the purchase of that parcel of land and improvements 
known as “‘Harvey’s Beach” situated on the westerly side of Plum Bank Road, 
Old Saybrook, Connecticut, from Violet A. Harvey, for the purchase price of 
$240,000.00. Said premises has a total area of approximately 5.68 acres and has 
approximately 700 feet of frontage on Long Island Sound. The purchase price 
is to be paid by cash at closing in the amount of $40,000.00, said funds to be 
taken from and paid out of Unappropriated Surplus, and the balance in the 
amount of $200,000.00 to be paid in 6 equal consecutive yearly installments of 
$33,333.33, together with interest at the rate of 7% per annum on the unpaid 
balance. 


The Moderator called Barbara J. Maynard, First Selectwoman, to address 
the floor. 


Mrs. Maynard gave an indepth talk on Harvey’s Beach and what it will 
mean tothe Town, both present and future, and the fact that federal money will 
be available for an engineering study to stabilize the sand and repairing the 
jettys. 


The Moderator then called for discussions from the floor. Mr. Charles Ficker 
said he thought it was the “biggest bargain that has come along”; but 
questioned whether or not the beach would also be available to non-residents 
as well as residents of Old Saybrook. Mrs. Maynard said she believed it would 
be opened to non-residents for a few years to help defray the cost, andfelt thata 
year’s experience of operating the beach should tell us the true story. 


Robert Jensen spoke for the Old Saybrook Land Owners Association; he 
said he was not opposed to the purchase of the beach, but wondered whether if 
it were to be opened to all residents of the State, if we would be opening upa 
“can of worms” so to speak. He also thought it could be privately funded 
through local businessmen and private citizens. Other citizens spoke out in 
favor of purchasing the beach, along withsome citizens having reservations as 
to the cost of operating and lifeguard salaries. These questions were answered 
by both Mrs. Maynard and Mr. Cronin. 


A motion was made to move the question, and seconded. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, Item #1 was unanimously accepted. 
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ITEM 2 

To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to approve a99- 
year lease to the Old Saybrook Ambulance Association for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining and using a garage andsupport facility for the Old 
Saybrook Ambulance Association. Said premises are situated on property 
owned by the Town of Old Saybrook located on the easterly side of Main Street, 
to the rear of those premises known as the “Kirtland House”. A copy of said 
lease is on file in the Old Saybrook Town Clerk’s Office. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to accept 
this item. 


On a motion duly made andseconded it was unanimously voteto adjourned 
this Special Town Meeting at 8:45 P.M.

Minutes of the Special Town Meeting held at the Old Saybrook Senior High 
School on Thursday, January 6, 1983 at 8:00 P.M. with approximately 64 
interested citizens present. 


The meeting was called to order by Michael Cronin, Jr., who then called for 
the nominations of a Moderator. On a motion duly made and seconded William 
Tucker was unanimously chosen as Moderator. The Moderator then requested 
Town Clerk Jeanne D. Kelly to read the Legal Call of the meeting. The Legal 
Call was read and voted to be the Legal Call of the meeting. 


The proposed geographical area of said District is as follows: 


All that area of the Town of Old Saybrook included within the geographic 
perimeter of that subdivision known as “Otter Cove Estates”, which such 
subdivision is shown on a map entitled: “Otter Cove Estates, Old Saybrook, 
Conn. Developer H. R. Kinhardt August 29, 1962 Radcliffe & Ross, Civil 
Engineers & Surveyors, Centerbrook, Conn.’’, which map was approved by the 
Old Saybrook Planning Commission on October 3, 1982 and was recorded in 
the Old Saybrook Town Clerk’s Office on October 16, 1982. Said subdivision 
map is comprised of four sheets designated as maps #1182, #1183, #1184 and 
#1185 of the Old Saybrook Land Records. 


Also included in said geographical area and added to the description set 
forth in the preceding paragraph are those properties known as Lots #65-5, #65- 
4, #69-1 and #65-3 as shown on Map 63 of the Old Saybrook Assessor’s Records. 


Before the Resolution was read comments and discussions from the floor 
were called for on the Amendment. 


Also included in said geographical area and added to the description set 
forth in the preceding paragraph are those properties known as Lots #65-5, #65- 
4, #69-1 and #65-3 as shown on Map 63 of the Old Saybrook Assessor’s Records. 


OLD SAYBROOK TOWN REPORT

On a motion duly made and seconded Resolution #1 was accepted. 


2. It is hereby RESOLVED: 
that the Annual Meeting of the District of Otter Cove be held on the 2nd 
Saturday of January and that the first such Annual Meeting occur on 
January 14, 1984. 


Mr. Arnold Benak asked to be recognized from the floor and requested that 
the Annual Meeting be held on the Ist of July when the fiscal year would begin. 
After some discussion it was unanimously voted to accept Resolution #2 as 
read. 


3. It is hereby RESOLVED: 
that the fiscal year of the District of Otter Coveshall begin on the first day of 
July and shall end the following June 30, the first such fiscal year to begin 
on July 1, 1983. 


On a motion duly made and seconded Resolution #3 was accepted. 


4. It is hereby RESOLVED: 
that the following officers and directors are elected to serve for the District 
of Otter Cove from the date of this meeting until the date of the first Annual 
Meeting:

A copy of said contract between the 
parties was filed in the Old Saybrook Town Clerk’s Office on November 30, 
1982. The voting on said contract by the legislative body of the Town of Old © 
Saybrook is established and allowed under the provisions of Section 10- 
153d(b) of the General Stautes of Connecticut, as amended. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to accept 
this item. 


A motion was made from the floor to amend the vote on Item A, and vote bya 
show of hands rather than a voice vote. The Moderator explained that it was 
not possible to amend the vote already taken and accepted. 


The Moderator then read Item B. 


b) To vote on the Old Saybrook Schools three Principals and one Assistant 
Principal’s salary and fringe benefit contract as approved by the Board of 
Education and the Old Saybrook Administrators Organization.

To receive and act upon the reports of Town officials as printed in the 
Annual Report. 


After some discussion, such as the Annual Report being discussed and 
accepted at a Town Meeting before it is printed and greater detail of finances 
from various town officers; a motion was made and seconded to unamimously 
accept this item. 


ITEM 2. 
To elect two (2) members to the Old Saybrook Waterfront Commission, each 
to serve for a term of two (2) years. 


James Cahill, Chairman of the Republican Town Committee, nominated 
Peter Frederickson, incumbent, to be re-elected. This nomination was duly 
seconded. 


Louis Sugland, Chairman of the Democratic Town Committee nominated 
David Shannon, incumbent, to be re-elected. This nomination was duly 
seconded. 


Robert Jensen’s name was placed in nomination from the floor by Raymond 
Varley, and duly seconded. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was noted to elect by secret ballot.

Peter Frederickson and David Shannon were duly elected. 


ITEM 3. 

To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Finance to appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $8,000.00 to the River Patrol Capital Outlay Account for the 
purpose of re-powering the Town’s river patrol boat, said monies to be taken 
from and paid out of the Contingency Account. 


On a motion duly made and seconded it was unanimously voted to accept 
this item. 


ITEM 4. 

To act upon the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen to accept 
Custom Drive as a Town road. Said roadway extends westerly from its 
intersection with Spencer Plains Road, a distance of 850 feet. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to accept 
this item. 


At this point, Selectman Ranelli asked to be recognized to address the 
audience. He thanked all the members of the various boards and commissions, 
the Old Saybrook Volunteer Fire Department for their devotion to duty and 
dedicated service to our Town.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1983 


Note 1: 
SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Old Saybrook was incorporated July 8, 1854, under the 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes, as amended. The Town 
operates under a Selectmen, Town Meeting, Board of Finance form of 
government and provides the following services as authorized by its charter: 
public safety (police and fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and 
social services, culture-recreation, education, public improvements, planning 
and zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Old Saybrook conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The followingis 
a summary of the more significant policies: 


A. Fund Accounting: 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
ex penditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated 
to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which 
they are to bespent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. 
The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
two generic fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund—The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds—Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust and Agency Funds—Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, 
private organizations, other governments, or other funds. These include 
Expendable Trust and Agency Funds. Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for in essentially the same manner as governmental funds. Agency Funds are 
custodial in nature (assests and liabilities) and do not involve measurement of 
results of operations. 


B. Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed 
assets) are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group, rather 
than in governmental funds. No.depreciation has been provided on general 
fixed assets. 


Fixed assets are valued at historical cost or estimated historical cost if 
actual historical cost is not available. Donated fixed assets are valued at their 
estimated fair value on the date donated. 
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Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


The two account groups are not funds. They are concerned only with the 
measurement of financial position. They are not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 


All Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for so that all assets and all 
liabilities (whether current or non-current) associated with their activity are 
included on their balance sheets. 


C. Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis 
of accounting relates tothe timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 


All Governmental Funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
when they become measureable and available as net current assets. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include: (1) accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other 
employee amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and interest on 
general long-term debt which is recognized when due. 


D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting: 

The Town establishes its budget in accordance with its Charter and 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes. The budget reflected in the 
financial statements was adopted at the regular Annual Town Meeting. 
Transfers and supplemental appropriations were approved during the year in 
accordance with the Charter and the Connecticut General Statutes. 


1. Annual budgets are prepared and employed for management control 
for the General Fund. Non-lapsing project budgets are employed for the 
Capital and Nonrecurring Expenditures Fund (a Special Revenue Fund). 


2. The budgets for the General Fund and Capital and Nonrecurring 
Expenditures Fund are adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP). 


E. Investments: 
Investments consisting of bank certificates of deposit and repurchase 
agreements are stated at cost, which approximates market value. 


F. Inventory: 

Inventory is valued at the lower of cost or market using the first-in, first-out 
(FIFO) method. Inventory in the School Cafeteria Fund (a Special Revenue 
Fund) consists of expendable supplies and food held for consumption. Food 
donated to the School Cafeteria Fund is recognized as revenue and purchases 
in the year received, and charged to cost of sales in the year used. 


G. Advance to Other Funds: 
All interfund balances are considered current assets (due from other funds) 
or current liabilities (due to other funds). 


H. Comparative Data: 

Comparative total data for the prior year have been presented in the 
accompanying financial statements in order to provide an understanding of 
changes in the Town’s financial position and operations. Comparative data 
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(i.e., presentation of prior year totals by fund ty pe) have not been presented in 
each of the statements since their inclusion would make the statements unduly 
complex and difficult to read. Certain amounts have been reclassified for 
comparative purposes. 


I. Total Columns on Combined Statements—Overview: 

Total Columns on the Combined Statements—Overview are captioned 
Memorandum Only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate 
financial analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position, 
results of operations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such datacomparabletoa 
consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been made in the aggregation 
of this data. 


Note 2: 
PROPERTY TAX: 

The Town levies taxes on real estate, motor vehicles and personal property 
based on its grand list as of October 1, 1981 (for the year ended June 30, 1983) 
and legal additions and deductions during the year. The Report of the Property 
Tax Collector is included in the Supplemental Information Section of this 
Report.

RETIREMENT PLANS: 


The Town of Old Saybrook maintains a contributory defined benefit 
retirement plan covering substantially all employees except teachers covered 
under the State Teachers’ Retirement Plan. 


It is the Town’s policy to fund current pension costs as incurred and past 
service costs over thirty years through the year 2001. The Town’s contributions 
to the plan for the years ended June 30, 1983 and 1982, were based on the 1981 
actuarial valuation. 


As of June 30, 1981, the latest actuarial valuation date, the actuarial present 
value of accumulated plan benefits was:

The actuarial present value of nonvested benefits, required for disclosure by

A 6% rate of return is assumed in determining the actuarial present valueof 
vested and nonvested accumulated plan benefits. 


Note 5: 
FEDERALLY ASSISTED GRANT PROGRAMS: 

The Town participates in a number of Federally assisted grant programs, 
principal of which are the General Revenue Sharing, Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Programs. These programs are subject to program 
compliance audits by the grantors or their representatives. The audits of these 
programs for or including the year ended June 30, 1983 have not yet been 
conducted. Accordingly, the Town’s compliance with applicable grant 
requirements will be established at some future date. The amount, if any, of 
expenditures which may be disallowed by the granting agencies cannot be 
determined at this time although the Town expects such amounts, if any, to be 
immaterial.

THE NATURES OF THE GREAT DEPRESSION 


During the Roaring Twenties people becamerichon paper inthestock market. 
With human nature the way it is alot of people who had never had money before 
spent money too freely in nightclubs, restaurants and on expensive cars. 
Everything was O.K. while stock prices rose but things got bad when t hey started 
to slide down. 


On “Black Thursday”, October 24, 1929, the stock market plummeted andon 
the following Tuesday called “Black Tuesday”, it crashed. President Herbert 
Hoover tried to convince people that business andthe market was sound, but he 
was wrong. It was on “Black Tuesday” that 16 million shares weresold for aloss. 
One stock dove from 100 to 3 dollars. This happened because people bou ght 
stock on credit and paid one tenth the actual cost. When stock prices went up 
peo ple sold their stock for a profit and paid the rest of the cost ofthe stock. The 
stock market crashed becausetoo many people bou ght toomany stocks on credit 
(or margin). People weretrying to be instant million aires. When the stock market 
brokers asked for the other nine tenths of the money owed, peoplerus hed tot he 
banks to get enough money to cover their debts. About 5,000 banks closed up 
becuase while money in banks is put to work through loans and investments in 
normal times, no bank could survive the panic run by its depositors. All at once 
while the investments and loans it made in thesetrou bled times wereturningsour 
as the market sank further and businesses were failing right and left, loans could 
not be paid back and money truly dis appeared. 


This was one step in the start of the long bad Depression in the U.S. We not 
only had bad financial trouble, but Mother nature put salt on the wound by giving 
us very bad weather. There were floods and windstorms. They destroy ed homes, 
businesses and farm produce. 


First floods were a big problem. The people whose homes weretaken were fed 
and helped by the Red Cross volunteers. Some rivers that flooded were the 
Mississippi, Ohio, Potomac, Tennessee, Delaware, Connecticut, Missouri, 
Susquehanna, Columbia, Alleghany and Merrimack. The worst flood was the 
Ohio River. lt washed away 500,000 homes. Inthis decade, floods andwindstorms 
took 3,678 lives and made the Great Depression more depressing. 


Finally Mother Nature’s dust storms made the Depression even worse! They 
struck and destroyed farms. In 1931-1932 dust storms rampaged from South 
Dakota to Texas including Oklahoma. In 1933 the hars hest dust storms came and 
on Armistice Day morning, Farms in South Dakota blew away. Almost everything 
was covered with sand. In 1934 and 1935 howling wind storms continu ed. Cattle 
and sheep died of thirst or got buried alive in sand. 


The Great Depression was a rough time for this country, made worse by 
human nature and Mother nature.

The seal of Old Saybrook was adopted from the College Arms of Saybrook 
College, of Yale University. The seal is heraldically described as follows: 


“Quarterly Land IV azure, 
three lions rampant, or; 

II and III sable, and engrailed 
cross within a border 
engrailed, both or, and five 
roundels sable on the cross. 


The significance of the seal and its relation to the Town of Old Saybrook is as follows: 


“Quarters Land lV are for Fiennes, the family of the Lord Save and Sele; 
I] and IIl are for Greville, the family of Lord Brooke. These ancient 
coats recall two of the seventeenth-century English proprietors of land 
at the mouth of the Connecticut River. Their names were combined in 
the name of the town of Old Saybrook, which was the site of Yale 
University before its removal to Neu: Haven.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
July 1, 1983 - June 30, 1984 


We reported last year that for the past few years we have been experiencing 
an increase in activity involving the Board of Selectmen’s office. This last year 
has shown yet another increase in all areas in which the selectmen are 
involved. Every year sees the completion of projects but also the start of 
necessary new plans and projects. This past year we experienced a great surge 
in the growth of the town in the areas of residential building, new commercial 
establishments, and expansion of existing industrial complexes. Expansion of 
this type, while very beneficial for the town’s tax base, brings with it certain 
obligations. The town’s Building Department, Zoning Office, and Environ- 
mental Health Department have experienced business above any previous 
year’s history. The Police Department is called upon to provide more services 
than ever before, and activity for our volunteer Ambulance Association and 
Fire Department also increased. The growth in our grand list this past year 
was very encouraging, especially after several years of minimal growth due to 
economic factors. This increase is above expectations and will reflect 
favorably on the grand list of October 31, 1984. 


A few of the important projects and programs the Board of Selectmen has 
instituted or been involved with are as follows: 


.. In July ’83 we received lower-than-anticipated bids for the TOWN’S 
INSURANCE PROGRAM for the next three years. 


.. The SAYBROOK FORT SITE PROJECT received a grant of $60,000 for 
development of this valuable town-owned land at Saybrook Point. 


.. The CONN SAVE PROGRAM proved to be very successful, with 
participation by approximately 200 town residents. This program provided 
lower-than-usual costs for installing insulation and purchasing storm 
windows and other energy-effective measures. 


.. In the fall a training session and, subsequently, the MILLSTONE 
EXERCISE for which the town received high marks was held to prepare town 
emergency officials in the event of a nuclear emergency. This is a requirement 
of the federal government. 


.. This past year we were able to upgrade and expand the TOWN-WIDE 
COMMUNICATION SYSTEM by purchase of new radios and receipt of five 
other units from FEMA at no charge to the town, enabling us to comply with 
Millstone emergency requirements. This equipment will also assist greatly in 
the event of a major storm or power outage. 


.. A program to continue the UPGRADING of the approximately 70 miles of 
TOWN ROADS was continued; a new method of paving, called chip sealing, 
was adopted which is approximately one-third the cost of bituminous paving 
which was formerly used. It is still necessary to use bituminous paving on 
certain roads; however, a substantial savings can be realized in the future by 
chip sealing roads which are adaptable to this method. 


.. The project involving the EXTENSION of CONNOLLY DRIVE, from the 
end of the cul de sac over the Valley Railroad tracks to Route 154, advanced. 
The Department of Transportation approved an at-grade crossing due to a 
Special Act which was introduced by Senator Schneller. The actual land 
purchase took place this summer, and the town will now proceed with its 
applications for federal grants in the amount of 90% of the total cost. The town 
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has put aside funding necessary to cover its share in this project in the capital 
outlay budget. 


.. The agreement with the owners of the MILL POND AREA was 
completed. The town repaired the dam on the Mill Pond, as prescribed by the 
Department of Environment Protection. That area will be able to serve as a 
source for water in the event of a fire in the Ingham Hill Road area of town— 
also, as an informal recreational area allowing canoeing, fishing, and ice 
skating. 


.. It was necessary to make repairs to the SCHOOLHOUSE ROAD 
BRIDGE over the railroad tracks due to a bi-annual state inspection which 
brought to light some new deterioration in the bridge structure. These repairs 
were made in excess of D.O.T.’s recommendations at a minimal cost. It was not 
necessary to reduce the weight limit, and we now have scheduled yearly 
inspections which will provide information for necessary maintenance until 
such time as it can be repaired or replaced under the new D.O.T. Bridge 
Program. 


.. This past year the Army Corps of Engineers responded to a request from 
the selectmen’s office and scheduled MAINTENANCE DREDGING for the 
NORTH COVE MOORING AREA. A dredging program was also carried out 
by the Army Corps which deepened areas of the Connecticut River where 
dangerous shoals had begun to build up. 


.. This past year we shared the pride felt by all residents when our high 
school girls won the SHORELINE HOCKEY CHAMPIONSHIP and the boys 
won STATE CHAMPIONSHIPS in SOCCER and TENNIS and were also 
SHORELINE CHAMPS in TENNIS. 


.. In December thousands of people lined Main Street and enjoyed the 
largest CHRITMAS TORCHLIGHT MUSTER ever in its 14-year history.iGood 
weather prevailed, and many corps showed up in Christmas finery, making ita 
very festive occasion. Many thanks to Bill Reid, the coordinator of the muster! 


.. We were pleased during the winter season by not being hit as hard as we 
might have been, thereby saving many dollars for snow and ice removal costs; 
these dollars, subsequently, went toward paving projects which we were able to 
accomplish in the past fiscal year. 


.. Many DRAINAGE IMPROVEMENTS were also made this spring, with 
more scheduled for the summer and fall of ’84. High water tables caused 
problems in many low-lying areas which had not been experienced for many 
years. Heavy rains and limited drainage ability due to low-lying areas caused 
flooding and standing water in many areas. Most of Old Saybrook’s drainage 
is directed into the ground through catch basin systems or piped into the tidal 
streams. The combination of high tides and high water tables inhibits good 
drainage. 

.. Under the BEAUTIFICATION PROGRAM we were able to replace many 
trees and plant trees in areas where it is known trees will have to come down 
within a few years. We are thankful for the assistance of Mark Newgarden, 
Laurelwood Landscaping, and Bombaci Tree Service for their reeommenda- 
tions, guidance, and voluntary assistance. An effort is being made to plant 


trees that will be, basically, free from disease and provide good growth 
patterns. 


.. The KIRTLAND HOUSE was renovated for approximately $15,000 under 
the supervision of Bob Kelly, Old Saybrook’s Building Inspector. Bob’s plan 
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has provided very comfortable offices and an environment conducive to the 
type of services rendered by the Public Health Nurses and the Youth & Family 
Services Agency. With these agencies occupying the Kirtland House, all 
human services and emergency services are now centralized. The exterior 
painting of the house will be completed in October of 1984. 


.. Town-owned HARVEY’S BEACH experienced a very successful first 
year. The income derived from fees charged for admittance to Harvey’s Beach 
more than offset the expenses involved for the operation and maintenance of 
both Harvey’s and the Town Beach during the summer season. Plans for 
upgrading of the Harvey Beach parcel are now being executed by the Army 
Corps of Engineers under a completely funded study. It appears that federal 
funding will be available to upgrade the swimming and picnic areas, which 
will provide for a better use of this valuable property. 


.. We were disappointed this past year to find that the Town of Old Saybrook 
was ineligible for a Small Cities grant of $250,000 to provide funding for 
moderate-to-low income families for the purposes of UPGRADING and 
REBUILDING SEPTIC SYSTEMS. However, a new grant application is 
being submitted for funding which will be made available October 1, 1984. 


.. Old Saybrook and other area towns were able to join the MID- 
CONNECTICUT GARBAGE-TO-ENERGY PROJECT which is now under- 
way at the old CL&P building in Hartford under the auspices of the 
Connecticut Resource Recovery Authority. For years the area towns have 
pursued a long-term solution for disposal of solid waste as all landfills 
available to us within the next few years will be closed due to environmental 
concerns. As other alternatives in any other areas were not feasible at this 
time, we felt very fortunate in being considered for this project. Hopefully, late 
1987 will be the starting date, and all the estuary towns will be shipping many 
tons of solid waste per day from one centrally-located transfer station to the 
Mid-Connecticut Project at what is anticipated at this time to be a very 
reasonable cost per ton. 


. . In searching for a solution to ABATE the POLLUTION of GROUND 
WATER, Old Saybrook has joined with the Town of Westbrook to institute a 
state-funded engineering study which will define the problems and propose 
solutions for areas experiencing septic tank failures. Unfortunately, because of 
polluted ground waters in some areas, well failures have been evident. This 
problem points out the need for corrective action. 


.. The need for MASS TRANSIT was again addressed by Old Saybrook, as 
well as the other estuary towns, and the result was to institute bus service from 
Old Saybrook to Clinton, tying into service now available from Clinton to New 
Haven. If this experimental program proves successful, it will be continued. 


.. A proposal by AMTRAK to expand its land area around the OLD 
SAYBROOK RAILROAD STATION is under way. Stores, a restaurant, a 
modern station, and a small railroad museum (the former switch tower) are 
planned. This will certainly be an asset to the northen section of town. 


.. Anew road to provide access south of the railroad tracks to property along 
the riverfront is being constructed at this time, the cost to be fully covered by 
federal and state funding. This will eliminate the dangerous at-grade crossing 
in the area now known as Mulcahey Crossing. This new road will also open up 
valuable industrial and residential property for future development. 


.. The NEW FIRE TRUCK has been delivered and meets the pumping needs 
of our department. 
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.. A group of students who call themselves S.A.D.D. (Students Against 
Driving Drunk) needed town sponsorship. The Board of Selectmen reviewed 
the program and decided to sponsor this group. 


.. The town engaged in the FIGHT to PREVENT DUMPING of RAW 
SEWAGE into the CONNECTICUT RIVER. This effort was successful, and 
the City of Springfield, Massachusetts had made other provisions. 


.. This summer we received the good news that the INGHAM HILL ROAD 
BRIDGE over the railroad tracks will be designed and repaired or recon- 
structed, with the cost being covered under a special legislative program 
entitled “Town Roads Over Bridges”. It is anticipated that the work will begin 
in 1985. 


.. Plans for the Saybrook Colony’s gala celebration to commemorate its 
350th anniversary are well under way. Everybody will want to take part, but 
more help is needed. Any resident wishing to assist in any way is asked to 
contact Don Eldridge, chairman of Celebration 3'4, or the selectmen’s office. 


We would be remiss if we did not extend a sincere thank you to all the volun- 
teers from both political parties who unselfishly give many hours on various 
boards and commissions. We would not be able to enjoy the town meeting form 
of government without these volunteers. 


Many thanks also to Old Saybrook’s very active civic organizations who 
contribute funds on a yearly basis and expend much energy to worthwhile 
projects that will benefit all of the town’s residents. 


Special recognition must be given to the volunteers of the Old Saybrook 
Ambulance Association and the Fire Department for the hundreds of hours 
given to the town through schooling and service. 


It is a pleasure to serve this office. We greatly appreciate the support of all 
our townspeople and their valuable suggestions and comments.

REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Acton Public Library continued to provide a full range of services to the 
community throughout the year. Much of the Board’s activity was centered on 
achieving the many small improvements in operating efficiency needed to help 
offset rising costs. The current energy reduction plan was fully implemented 
during the year and selected library purchasing methods were revised to lower 
long-term costs. Increases in labor productivity were achieved through 
methods such as the acquiring of a small computing device which automatic- 
ally transmits book orders to the supplier. The Board will continue the search 
for improved management methods in the coming year. 


Responsibility for copier services at the library was assumed by the Friends 
of the Acton Public Library in December. The Board is very appreciative of the 
role that the Friends played in providing a new, high quality copy machine for 
library patron use. 
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Studies were begun this year to evaluate the role of the electronic computer 
in our library. The approach selected involves first gaining an understanding 
of what computers can do in a library and then deciding what functions at 
Acton should be automated. In support of these objectives, a detailed study of 
library systems and procedures is now underway. Future work will include 
evaluating available computing equipment and related software. 


An area of increasing concern to the Board is the aging and gradual 
wearingout of our physical plant and equipment. Although maintenance costs 
to date have been quite modest, the building will soon be 20 years old. An 
objective of our 1984-1985 program will be to examine this situation with the 
thought that a well planned preventative maintenance program may be an 
attractive course of action. 


During the year Ann Marzano, Frances Neustadt and Sherman Mitchell 
joined the Board, replacing Ellen Hare, Wilhelmina Newfield and Lou Tucker. 
We welcome these new members and extend thanks to those who have left for 
their loyal support and hard work.

REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Use of the Acton Public Library has once again exceeded expectations with 
circulation of 104,000 items during the past year. We are able to add 2,600 
volumes to the collection and increase our hours open, at no extra cost, by 
expanding our Sunday hours into March and April. The success of this trial 
expansion has lead to a planned increase in Sunday hours in the next fiscal 
year. 


The Children’s Room was an active place this year with youngsters of all 
ages enjoying story hours, films, special programs and activities. Our Land of 
Nod night time stories were again popular and the “Grand - Parent’ kits kept 
young and old busy during stormy weather. The teenage CRABS group has 
been enjoying a summer discussion series with various members of the town’s 
business community to acquaint them with the opportunities available and 
training needed for various fields of employment. This has been a very popular 
program and will be continued in the summers to come. 


The Friends of Acton Public Library sponsored informative luncheon 
programs and were able to provide a stimulating discussion series of 
“Contemporary Voices” through the Connecticut Humanities Council. The 
annual Book ’n Bake Sale was a great success and allowed the Friends to 
purchase a photocopy machine for public use at the library. Our volunteer 
forces were a big help to us this year and a special Thanks goes out to them and 
all our supporters. 
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Local civic groups were most helpful this year with the Old Saybrook Lions 
Club purchasing Talking Book cassettes for visually handicapped patrons; the 
Old Saybrook Lionesses purchased Large-type books; the Old Saybrook 
Garden Club did a major clean-up and pruning of our shrubbery; the Old 
Saybrook Women’s Club Literary Group donated books in memory of deceased 
members; the Old Saybrook Historical Society Garden Club perfumed the air 
with scented geraniums during the winter months. We also received numerous 
donations from friends and relatives in memory of deceased members of the 
community. 


During the next year, the library will be participating in a region-wide 
project for faster interlibrary loan processing and uniform cataloging. We will 
also be re-evaluating our holdings and shelving to make more room for new 
additions to the collection. The staff will be participating in more workshops on 
computers and automation and participating in studies on how it will affect the 
library and the community. 


As we increase our participation with area libraries and in regional and 
state wide projects, we forsee nothing but better service for the town.

AMBULANCE ASSOCIATION, INC. 


In May of 1984, the Old Saybrook Ambulance Association, Inc., marked its 
tenth anniversary. 


Our membership has reached record levels. We now have over 2400 
individuals, families and businesses that belong to our organization. In 
addition, we provide ambulance service to non-members on a fee-paying basis. 
During the last year, we had 599 requests for ambulance service. Fortunately, 
the number of trained volunteers available to respond to these requests has 
also increased. Old Saybrook remains the only town in the Valley Shore area 
with assigned, three person ambulance crews available 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 


A major effort has been made to provide the best possible support for our 
personnel. We have now been in our new headquarters for over one year and 
have taken advantage of our improved facilities. Training programs are much 
easier to conduct now that we have adequate space. For the first time, we have 
been able to open a business office with regularly scheduled hours (Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings from 9:00 to 12:00). We appreciate the assistance of 
Virginia Smith and Fran Howrath who have staffed the business office for us 
during the past year. 


A new ambulance was purchased this year, and we have plans to renovate 
our second vehicle in the near future. Additionally, steady progress has been 
made on up-dating our communications equipment. The leadership of our 
volunteer members remains the same, with Bill Rochette and Nancy 
Patenaude serving as assistants to Dot Koehler, our coordinator. 


At our tenth anniversary party, many of the volunteers were recognized for 
lengthy periods of dedicated service to our organization; however, “first place” 
went to Dot Koehler who has made over 1100 ambulance runs since our 
organization was founded. 


We are fortunate that Richard Nigosanti has agreed to head our Board of 
Directors for the up-coming year. Dick has a fine group of Directors to work 
with, and we are all looking forward to a successful year. The people of Old 
Saybrook can be assured that we will continue to make every effort to provide 
the best possible emergency medical care to those in need of our services.

During his tenure he served the town with dedication and a high degree of 
professionalism. In so doing, he gained distinction in the assessment field on 
both state and national levels. Wein Old Saybrook are indeed fortunate to have 
had a person of his ability as assessor. 


The period of transition in this office has been eased by the generous 
assistance and cooperation of many departments: Tax Collector, Building 
Department, Zoning, and Town Clerk. My thanks go to them and, above all, to 
my clerk Dorothy Bean and to Lucille Kelley, my new assistant, whose capable 
efforts have contributed to the fulfillment of the responsibilities of this office.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Construction activity within the town reached an all time high this year 
and it is expected to increase. This year marked the first time the department 
exceeded 7 million dollars in estimated construction costs. Plan review and the 
field work involving various types of inspections has become more time 
consuming and complex. This is based on changes in applicable codes, 
techniques in construction methods and coordination with other town 
government agencies. 


In the capacity of Building Official for the town as well as the Borough of 
Fenwick, it is Mr. Kelly’s responsibility to review all construction plans, 
discuss permit applications with the homeowner and or contractor, and 
conduct numerous inspections including structural, mechanical, electrical and 
plumbing. Additional non-routine inspections are often required in order to 
solve problems or answer questions that arise. Mr. Kelly also serves as one of 
the rental housing code and rooming house inspectors. 


We proposed to the Board of Finance, an allocation for the addition of a part- 
time inspector during peak times to assist in the work load for the next fiscal 
year but this request was denied. We will repeat this request in the next 
proposed budget for it is increasingly difficult to cover all facets of plan review, 
customer contact and field work. Also, the arrangement we had in the past, 
with area building officials to cover for one another during vacation and sick 
times is no longer available. This presents a serious problem when the 
department’s daily function cannot be fulfilled. It-is very seldom that 
inspections can be delayed or postponed. For that reason alone, a part-time 
inspector is needed. 


To date, the clerical and office work is maintained with a minimum amount 
of delay in issuing permits. However, a part-time clerk will be needed in the 
near future (as outlined in our financial forecast to the Board of Finance in 
1982). 


For 14 years we have been in the same size office and the physical layout is 
crowded. We not only need more floor space for staff and the public, but an area 
for the storage and filing of plans, maps and records is needed. This is a 
situation that many of the offices in the town hall have and we believe long 
range planning should address a solution to that need at the present time.

Many talented and interested people from Chester, Deep River, Essex, 
Lyme, Old Lyme, and Westbrook, as well as from Old Saybrook, are 
collaborating on these and numerous other projects, details of which will be 
announced before Christmas, with something major scheduled for each month 
from February through November, 1985.

REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
CIVIL PREPAREDNESS DIRECTOR 


The 1983-1984 year was a busy and exciting year for the Old Saybrook Civil 
Preparedness Team. During the year we received two more portable radios, a 
portable generator, a two meter transceiver and five outdoor speakers for 
emergency vehicles. All of this equipment was purchased with money 
allocated to the state from Northeast Utilities. For the second year in arow, we 
have continued to update our equipment at no cost to the Town. 


Probably the most important question is why so much expensive equipment 
is needed when we never seem to have any disasters. The equipment is used on 
.a day to day basis by many departments when needed. For example, when the 
building department radios failed, they used Civil Preparedness equipment 
until repairs were made. During winter storms when additional equipment is 
used, Civil Preparedness radios are used so that vehicles may be in contact 
with the town foreman at all times. The important fact is that the equipment is 
available when it is needed on a day to day basis or for a natural or man-made 
disaster. 


During the year, we had three drills to test the effectiveness of the Old 
Saybrook Emergency Operations Plan. In the fall we had a mock disaster at 
Millstone; in July we had a tornado drill at Saybrook Convalescent Hospital; 
on July 28th we had a federal test of our Siren warning system. Within two 
weeks we will be having our annual Hurricane meeting. As you can see, your 
Civil Preparedness team is always working for a safer Old Saybrook. 
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Robert Mosher has joined our Radiological Team and will be instructing 
volunteers on the use of Radiological Monitoring Equipment. We are still 
looking for volunteers to become radiological monitors. Once again, I want to 
thank all of the town emergency agencies for their continued support. It is the 
job of Civil Preparedness to keep a group of top-trained personnel ready for any 
emergency. Due to the continued effort of all departments, the Old Saybrook 
Emergency Operations Plan is ready to be put into operation at any given 
moment.

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REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT RIVER ESTUARY 
REGIONAL PLANNING AGENCY 


The Connecticut River Estuary Regional Planning Agency (CRERPA) is 
one of fourteen regional planning agencies in Connecticut. It was formed to 
address the common problems of its nine member towns: Chester, Clinton, 
Deep River, Essex, Killingworth, Lyme, Old Lyme, Old Saybrook and 
Westbrook, and to develop plans and programs designed to solve these 
problems on a multi-town basis whenever that seemed to be the most cost- 
effective and environmentally sound approach. 


There are two representatives on the Agency from each town, one appointed 
by the Selectmen and one appointed by the Planning Commission. The 
CRERPA headquarters are at 60 Sheffield Street in Old Saybrook, in the 
administrative building of the former Junior High School. 


Over the years CRERPA has assisted in the establishment of a number of 
joint activities for the social, economic and environmental benefit of the 
residents of the Region. 


Since 1974, the Connecticut River Gateway Commission has been the 
guardian of the “scenic, ecological, scientific and historical values” of the 
Lower Connecticut. CRERPA continues to house and staff the Commission, 
providing both technical and administrative assistance. 


CRERPA was instrumental in the formation of the Estuary Council of 
Senior Clubs which since 1975 has provided transportation, nutrition, health 
and social services for senior citizens. CRERPA continues to provide staff 
assistance to the Estuary Regional Committee on Aging, which identifies the - 
needs of the elderly and establishes project priorities. 


The Estuary Transit District was formed in 1981 by all nine towns to bring 
federal rural transit funds into the Region for the first time in support of local 
services already provided by the towns. CRERPA provides technical and 
administrative assistance to the district by contract. 


CRERPA has provided the Lower Connecticut River Valley Selectmen’s 
Association with staff assistance since both organizations were established in 
the late sixties. 


CRERPA sponsored three major education sessions during FY 1983-84. All 
workshops were held in Old Saybrook. 


In November, noted Attorney Tom Byrne led a two session workshop on 
statutory requirements for local planning and zoning commissions. He was 
joined by Charles Evans from the Coastal Area Management office of DEP. 


A Municipal Finance workshop held in January featured Professor George 
Hill of UConn and was attended by representatives of eight towns. 


Attorney Dwight Merriam addressed the subject of controlled growth 
management at a CRERPA sponsored conference in March. 


CRERPA secured a $25,000 grant from DEP and negotiated a contract with 
C. E. Maquire, Inc. to carry out a feasibility study for the disposal of Solid 
Waste for the Estuary towns. Barbara Maynard serves diligently on the Solid 
Waste Advisory Committee. 


CRERPA updated the Region’s Transportation plan and provided local 
input to Conn. DOT. An outgrowth of the plan was the establishment by the 
Estuary Transit District of a trial bus route along Route 1 on Saturdays. The 
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bus connects with service to New Haven and allows transit dependent 
residents freedom of movement. 


CRERPA assisted local towns in surveying the status of their roads, bridges 
and municipal buildings as part of the Governor's Infrastrusture Task Force. 


CRERPA represents the area on the Eastern Connecticut Resource 
Conservation and Development Council and on the Environmental Review 
Team. 


CRERPA staff has participated in sessions of the Jobs Training 
Partnership Act and secured speakers to explain the program locally. 


CRERPA officially reviewed and commented upon twenty-four separate 
zone changes or subdivisions that had potential intertown effects. CRERPA 
notifies local administrators of availability of federal funds. 


CRERPA is the official conduit for Census information. It is a repository of 
United States Census data and staff members are trained to assist residents in 
retrieving information. 


The FORUM is mailed to 1400 present and former participants in local 
government. 


Area leaders gathered at The Dock in Old Saybrook in May to enjoy 
listening to Ellsworth Grant discuss the history of the area at the Annual 
CRERPA Spring banquet. 


All this is done for 90 cents per capita which is 3/10% of the general 
government costs, excluding education. It brings $400,000 to $550,000 of 
federal revenue into the region annually and helps preserve the quality of life 
in the region. 


Old Saybrook is represented by William B. McGhee and Allen Breault. 
Officers include: Chairman, Virginia Zawoy, Clinton; Vice Chairman, W. 
Campbell Hudson III, of Essex; Secretary, Jane Marsh, of Old Lyme and 
Treasurer, Loren Kahle of Essex.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission serves as a voice for the natural assets of the 
Town, insuring that our waters, air, soil, open spaces, marshes and wildlife 
receive adequate protection as continuing demands are placed on the 
environment. The Commission provides public information and makes 
recommendations to Town, State and Federal agencies regarding activities 
and proposed legislation that may have an impact on the natural environment. 


The State Department of Environmental Protection, the Army Corps of 
Engineers and other agencies notify the Commission of applications for 
regulated activities which may have adverse environmental impacts such that 
we may offer information, comments or testimony. The Commission has a 
member who sits on the Inland Wetlands Commission which regulates 
activities in inland marshes and streams. Residents are encouraged to ask the 
Conservation Commission to investigate any situation that appears to be 
harmful to the Town’s natural resources and/or contrary to laws and 
ordinances affecting them.

Since our last report, the Economic Development Commission has spent 
much time and effort trying to help a growing local company remain in Old 
Saybrook. We regret we were not successful, but as a result of the effort, and of 
our having completed an inventory of vacant industrial and commercial land 
available, the Economic Development Commission recommended to the 
Planning and Zoning Commissions that they consider the possibility of 
planning for and developing regulations for a Research and Development type 
zone. This would allow Old Saybrook to attract and hold desirable companies 
while assuring the townspeople of future development and land use consistent 
with their desires. 


We have entered into renewed cooperation with the Old Saybrook Chamber 
of Commerce in order to maintain a close watch on the Town’s economic health 
and well-being. Along with the Chamber of Commerce, the Economic 
Development Commission co-sponsored a seminar presented by the Meriden 
Middlesex Private Industry Council. Their staff spoke to area employers about 
new government/ private sector programs for job training. 


The year 1984 began with the appointment of Wilma Asch to succeed 
Edward Wilcox as Executive Director to the Commission. Mrs. Asch will 
continue to enlarge on the work so ably done by Ed Wilcox. We are grateful for 
this opportunity to publicly thank Ed for many years of valuable service.

Old Saybrook’s newly consolidated school system experienced its first year 
during the 1983-1984 academic session. Although a few minor problems 
existed, the closing of a major portion of the former Junior High School, the 
conversion of Main Street School to a middle school and the transfer of grade 4 
to the Kathleen E. Goodwin School were effected with a minimum of confusion 
and with some significant improvements in the instructional program. The 
highlight of the change was undoubtedly the introduction of the team teaching 
concept at the middle school level. In addition, a sum of approximately $80,000 
was realized by the move. An equal amount will be saved each year that a 
major portion of the Junior High School building is closed. The town general 
fund also received some funds resulting from the lease of the unused facilities 
by a number of community agencies and private enterprises. An agreement 
was reached with the Park and Recreation department whereby the 
department will have use of one of the pods for a community center. In return, 
the Board of Education will use storage space in quarters vacated by the Park 
and Recreaction department. 


Several changes in the instructional program were introduced throughout 
the system and a comprehensive objective-based curriculum guide for every 
subject area was in use for the first time. The New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges conducted its 10 year evaluation and copies of that report 
are available from the Board of Education office. 


A series of informational meetings on educational issues proved of great 
value. Well respected national and regional authorities addressed a number of 
issues of importance to educators, parents and other citizens. Although not 
heavily subscribed, these meetings sparked considerable dialogue by those in 
attendance. 


A five year capital improvement program was presented to the town fiscal 
authorities, fire code modifications were negotiated successfully with state 
officials and asbestos removal program was approved by the town. 


Significant advances in the introduction of computers in the schools, the 
addition of a course in Psychology at the high school level and a concentrated 
program on the improvement of writing skills by all students stand out among 
the many items given attention. 
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Conclusion 


Regrettably, the year was marred by internal strife and by apparent 
political interference which prevented the Board of Education from 
concentrating fully on its major responsibilities. We are optimistic however, 
that these problems are now in the past and we look forward to a new year with 
confidence. 


Among major issues to be faced by the Board during 1984-1985 will be a 
final resolution of the asbestos removal program, a review of the reeommenda- 
tions made by the New England Association and the successful completion of 
contract negotiations with the professional organizations representing the 
teachers and administrators of the district.

Appointment of the first school principal was made on 7-7-1892. F. A. Curtiss 
hired at a salary of $1,000 per year. There were 269 pupils enrolled in the new 
graded school. 3 terms of education offered in 37 weeks. 


6-10-1895—voted that “any pupil having a perfect record of attendance for a

whole term, be allowed a half-day holiday as a ‘Reward of Merit’. 


2-9-1914—"“‘Athletic sports” (forerunner to physical education) started in the 
local school system. 


4-9-1917—A scholarship to the State Normal School in New Haven was 
awarded to Mary Morrow. Later, Miss Morrow taught in the elementary school for 
many years. 


The high school class of 1931, held a farewell dance at the Old Saybrook Town 
Hall on June 17, 1931 from 9 p.m. until 1 a.m. Admission was 75¢ and an 
unescorted lady had to pay 35¢. 


The class of 1902 graduated 10 students on 6-13-1902. They included Jennie 
E. Larson, May M. Smith, Jennie A. Wickstrom, Anna D. Sheffield, Julia U. Dibble, 
Cora S. Denison, Frederick O. Faulk, Arthur E. Dibble, George E. Sheffield and 
Thomas R. Harding. 
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REPORT OF THE ESTUARY TRANSIT DISTRICT 


The Estuary Transit District was officially convened as an operating 
district under the provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes on February 
18, 1981, with all nine towns of the Estuary Planning Region participating. 


The nine members of the board, one from each town, include Jeanne 
Simmons of Chester (Secretary), Virginia Zawoy of Clinton (Chairman), 
Russell McNutt of Deep River, Richard Riggio of Essex, Theodore Machold of 
Killingworth, Carlton Dickerman of Lyme (Vice Chairman), Kinsley Twining 
of Old Lyme (Treasurer), Raymond Kelly of Old Saybrook and William Daly of 
Westbrook. 


The District provides funding support to local public transportation 
services by contracting for such service with the towns of Chester, Deep River 
and Essex (Tri-Town Bus Service) and with the Estuary Council of Senior 
Clubs, Inc. for dial-a-ride service throughout the nine-town area. Administra- 
tion and technical services to the District are provided by The Connecticut 
River Estuary Regional Planning Agency. Hence, the District engages no staff 
of its own. 


These services cost the District a total of $42,779.12in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1984. The towns appropriated $1,575 for the local share of the 
District’s administrative expenses in that same period. 


According to ridership records maintained by the operators of the 
transportation services funded with district support, some 43,306 passenger 
trips were provided during the fiscal year.

REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK FIRE CO., NO. 1, INC. 


This was an active and progressive year for the Old Saybrook Fire 
Department. The yearly statistics, 281 calls involving 2541 man-hours, were 
about average. There were few serious fires and just a few minor injuries 
caused by fire. The volunteer fire company conducted a very active training 
program. It was also a time of mourning; former Chief Clifford L. Patterson 
passed away from a heart attack on June 28. 


The Old Saybrook Fire Department is an entirely volunteer company. No 
persons, including officers and drivers, receive any pay for emergency duties. 
There are seventy-five active members. 


Among the 51 structure fires, only seven resulted in serious building 
damage. Fire forced McDonald’s Restaurant to close for several days 
(8/21/83), a wing of “The Paint Shop” was severely damaged (9/5/83), and 
Johnny Ad’s Restaurant closed for alterations because of a fire on September 
16, 1983. A one-room building containing the Borough of Fenwick office was 
destroyed (10/11/83), and two rooms in a barn on Spencer Plain Road were 
ruined (2/18/84). Structure fires wrecked two homes, one on Clinton Avenue on 
February 23rd and the other on Middletown Avenue on April 3rd. 


Fortunately, the four injuries occuring at fires were so minor that 
hospitalization was not necessary. These occurred at a dumpster fire on 
Coulter Street (8/26/83), a smoke condition at a home on Fenwick Grove Road 
(12/1/83), and two persons with smoke inhalation at a house on Cromwell 
Court (5/25/83). 
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The false alarm statistics are very encouraging: all of the 61 false alarms 
occurred because of “good intent.” Most of these happened when automatic 
alarms functioned because of a sudden power surge or someone accidentally 
tripping the alarm, or persons calling the emergency dispatcher because they 
misinterpreted some common occurrence such as automobile exhaust or 
chimney smoke. The town should be proud of the absence of deliberate false 
alarms. 


Old Saybrook’s firefighters conducted extensive training, including drills 
at ““The Smoke House,” the two-story, five-room cinder block building at Clark 
Firemen’s Field on Elm Street. During ‘‘smoke house drills” firefighters 
operated under simulated fire conditions, wearing self-contained breathing 
apparatus. We participated in several mutual aid exercises with other 
departments, including a nine-town drill at a Deep River factory. The 
Connecticut Light and Power Company sent personnel to instruct us in safe 
handling of electrical emergencies. Other exercises involved personnel from 
the Department of Police Services, Civil Preparedness, and the Old Saybrook 
Ambulance Association. The extensive training program enabled our 
members to win an impressive number of awards, including several first-place 
trophies, competing with nine other departments in the Valley Shore Mutual 
Aid Association Field Day last September. 


The new truck arrived on July 28, 1984. The Pierce truck—with a 1500 gallon 
per minute pump and a 1000 gallon tank—replaces a pumper broken down 
after 26 years of service. The primary purpose of the new Pierce is to carry 
water to those areas of town without hydrants, such as the northern sections of 
Ingham Hill Road, Schoolhouse Road, Essex Road, and Otter Cove and 
Fenwick. Approved at a September town meeting, the new Pierce cost $145,000, 
including equipment. Our company operates a total of three pumpers, an aerial 
ladder truck, rescue truck, and brush truck. 


First responders to medical calls in town are the police officers and 
ambulance technicians. In addition, our Fire Department carries oxygen and 
other medical supplies, and we respond to major emergencies since our rescue 
truck carries the “Hurst Jaws of Life” and-other extrication equipment. We also 
assist our police officers by running the town’s two police boats during marine 
emergencies and by maintaining a Rescue Diving Team with SCUBA 
equipment. 


The death of past Chief Clifford L. Patterson is a great loss to the town. He 
was a cheerful, quiet gentleman, very dedicated to his family. A deacon in the 
Congregational Church, he gave countless hours of dedicated community 
service. Cliff was an excellent firefighter, an outstanding leader, and an expert 
mechanic who helped keep the fire trucks running. Cliff was our chief from 
1948 to 1961, a past chief of the Middlesex Country Fire Chief’s Association, 
and was serving as vice president of the Connecticut State Firemen’s 
Association at the time of his death.

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REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
FIRE MARSHAL 


Fulfilling the duties and responsibilites of the Connecticut General 
Statutes, the Office of the Fire Marshal attempts to enhance community fire 
safety through inspection of buildings, with the exception of one and two 
family dwellings, investigation of fires and review of building plans for new 
structures or those undergoing renovation. While available resources preclude 
the inspection of all code required premises, the Office concentrates upon those 
areas with high pedestrian traffic or areas presenting possible inherent 
hazards. Buildings within these classifications include shopping centers, 
marinas, gas stations, repair shops, two story buildings and places of public 
assembly along with all Town buildings. During the year a total of 213 
inspections were conducted by the Office; 149 were routine annual fire safety 
inspections, while an additional 64 inspections represented monitoring of new 
construction/renovation or follow-up inspections to check for correction of 
noted violations. Beyond these routine fire safety checks a total of 59 
inspections were conducted to ensure Code compliance in structures under 
joint jurisdiction of the Fire Safety Code and other State agencies. Such 
inspections are noted as follows:

Beyond these inspections 9 new installations of underground flammable 
liquid containers were conducted as well as 6 inspections for vehicles which 
deliver flammable liquids. Finally 17 Blasting Permits were issued by the 
Office in cooperation with the Building Department. 


Concerning fire code violations 8 formal Abatement of Hazard Orders were 
issued to correct serious threats to public safety. One such abatement 
concluded in the issuance of an arrest warrant application. However with the 
assistance of the Prosecutor’s Office of Middlesex County, the violations were 
immediately rectified. To involve other Town Offices in a cooperative effort to 
impact situations of mutual concern 67 Reports to the Building Inspector were 
forwarded along with 2 Reports to the Sanitarian and 2 Reports to the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer. Also 2 Housing Code Violation Reports were filed with 
the Board of Selectmen. Many of these situations arose from the Office’s 
handling of 26 complaints which were received from the Department of Police 
Services, Selectwoman’s Office or the public. To resolve many of these 
situations a total of 48 Modification/Relief Applications were filed with the 
Bureau of the State Fire Marshal. This process allows property owners to offer 
alternatives to the Fire Safety Code rather than fully complying with the 
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Code’s intent. Over 80% of these applications were approved by the State Fire 
Marshal. Lastly the Office of the Fire Marshal filed 45 case incident reports 
with the Department of Police Services. 


Several noteworthy efforts undertaken by the Office included the planning 
for a full scale mock disaster drill at the Saybrook Convalescent Hospital; 
development and preliminary acceptance of a “‘self-inspection” program for 
small businesses; successful resolution of the fire code problems within the 
school system; and the installation of a sprinkler system within a place of 
public assembly which otherwise would have been closed due to violations. 
Also the Office conducted the annual fireworks “sweep” of mercantile 
establishments checking for the sale of illegal fireworks, and for the first time 
in three years none were found in the 20 establishments inspected. Lastly the 
Office assisted the Westbrook Fire Inspector at the scene of a fatal fire. 


During the past year fires within residential occupanies, businesses and 
involving motor vehicles resulted in the loss of $156,226 as a total of 93 such 
fires were investigated. A total of 265 National Fire Incident Reports were filed 
with the Bureau of the State Fire Marshal, with additional 5 reports filed 
reflecting the relative minor injuries to 4 civilians and 1 firefighter. A total 10 
suspicious/arson fires were detected through investigation with 2 concluding 
in arrests. Again this year’s low dollar loss stands as a tribute to the volunteer 
Fire Department. The fire activity has been tabulated as follows:

REPORT OF THE 
FORT SAYBROOK MONUMENT PARK ASSOCIATION 


It is a great thrill to report that the town-wide campaign for the development 
of Fort Saybrook Monument Park had almost reached its goal as of June 30th. 
Several favorable inputs made it possible to reduce the amount needed from 
$400,000 to $228,000. The scope of the work was modified by our landscape 
architect William Stewart and our Planning Committee without losing any of 
the essential features of the original master plan. Through the efforts of Vice- 
President Jack Soper we were able to obtain thousands of cubic yards of fill at 
extremely low cost, and by the end of June all of it was in place ready to be 
graded. 


The campaign’s apparent success is due to the enthusiastic support of 
government, business and industry in Old Saybrook and Essex, professionals, 
garden and service clubs, local schools, and numerous individuals. Especially 
significant were three large grants: $60,000 from the Land & Water 
Conservation Fund administered by the Department of Environmental 
Protection; $19,800 from the Coastal Area Management Program of D.E.P. for 
the walkway and marsh overlook platform; and $20,000 appropriated by the 
Town of Old Saybrook. 


The appointment of Elsie Ives Bakewell as campaign director last February 
enabled the Association to mount and conduct an efficient drive which had to 
be compressed within a few months in order to have the wherewithal to obtain 
bids from contractors and to begin construction in the early fall. Mrs. 
Bakewell, as expected, proved to be a zealous administrator. We are also deeply 
indebted to Dr. Donald Cook for filling the post of campaign chairman. “Don” 
assembled a team of solicitors who canvassed various groups. Special thanks 
are due William Tucker and Richard Johnson, who handled major companies; 
Osmun Fort, Ellsworth Grant and Jack Soper, special gifts; and Nancy 
Buebendorf, clubs. 
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A complete campaign report is appended. 


At our annual meeting on February 24th Dr. Cook and Carol Skelly were 
elected to the Board of Directors. The officers and other directors were re- 
elected. On May 19th a second cruise was made to Gardiner’s Island as the 
guests of Mr. & Mrs. Robert Goelet. As before, the Deep River Navigation 
Company ship was filled to the limit of 30, who enjoyed both good weather and 
a superb tour of the island. 


In accepting the final plans for the Park, the directors have decided not to 
move the statue of Lion Gardiner. Upon the suggestion of Elaine Staplins, it 
was also agreed that a Founders Monument will be placed on the site. 
Designated contributions have been received to date as follows: $1500 from 
Florence Farnham of Fenwick for a flagpole; $1000 from Rockfall Foundation 
toward the historic display area; $4,500 for paving from Tilcon/Tomasso 
Company; $3,000 for planting from the Old Saybrook Garden Club; $3,000 for 
campaign printing from City Printing Co. of New Haven; and $900 for 
planting from H. Varonne, Jack Watson and two out-of-state donors.

REPORT OF THE MOSQUITO CONTROL PROGRAM 


The spring season started with a low insect population. Ticks were found 
only in a few scattered areas. Then we had eight inches of rain followed by 
frequent wet and humid weather all summer. Many insect pests became very 
numerous with the mosquito high on the list, making this season a most 
challenging one. Constant flooding in the beach areas just aggrevated the 
whole situation. 


The same basic pesticides approved by Department of Environmental 
Protection and by the State are used: Diazinon against ticks and malathion 
against mosquitos. These chemicals are very safe and efficient at the moment 
of application, but break down and last only a few weeks and then sgraying 
must be repeated. Residents could help themselves by cutting back brush and 
thinning trees. Also containers with long standing water should be disposed of, 
especially tires holding water indefinitely. These are good mosquito breeding 
places.

The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Board administers the provision 
of comprehensive health services in the Town of Old Saybrook for the 
individual, the family, and the community to attain and maintain optimum 
health. This is accomplished through three major programs: Home Care, 
School and Community. 


The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Service administrative offices are 
located on the first floor of Kirtland House, 322 Main Street. Official working 
hours are 8:00 a.m. - 4:00 p.m. Monday through Friday. The Nursing Board 
meets once a month except July and August. Meetings are held at the Kirtland 
House at 7:30 P.M. We were able to hold our lst meeting in September 1983 in 
the Kirtland House. The move of administrative and Home Care related 
materials, equipment and personnel had been accomplished in August. The 
Kirtland House conference room lent itself well to Board functions. We took 
advantage of the environment to devote one Board meeting to getting to know 
staff, nursing and ancillary, and their particular duties and to acknowledge 
and celebrate Senior Nurse, Val Milardo’s 25th year of service for the Agency. 
At another meeting all our contracted therapists described their roles on the 
Health Team. 


In November, an Open House was held, over 50 people attended, old and 
new friends, who were impressed by our bright and cheerful surroundings and 
very interested in the many services which are provided by both agencies. 


Our Board committees have been working hard and productively. The 
quality of nursing care is being constantly monitored: programs are evaluated 
annually; a new and updated brochure is being designed; policies are 
continuously reviewed and revised and issues related to home care in general 
and the Agency in particular are always being addressed. Twenty four hour 
coverage, Hospice Care and IV Therapy are the items of concern and 
concentration at present. 


Loan Closet donations have allowed us to maintain an adequate supply of 
hospital equipment to meet the normal requests from our Old Saybrook 
residents. These are now stored at Kirtland House. We were also able to award 
a $1000 scholarship to graduating Old Saybrook High School senior, Judy Van 
Ostrand, who is entering the four year Nursing Program at St. Joseph’s 
College in West Hartford, Connecticut. 


The Professional Advisory Committee met twice during the year. This 
committee provides the professional consultation and expertise to assure 
quality of care of the agency services and programs; recommends and reviews 
policies, monitors agency standards of care, and advises on medical and 
ethical issues. 


HOME CARE PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive, intermittent nursing services to the 
patient and the family in the home setting. This includes direct skilled nursing, 
counselling and teaching to the ill (acute and chronically), elderly, mentally ill, 
pre and postnatal and growing family members; the coordination and 
supervision of services rendered by other members of the health team such as 
physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, medical social 
services and homemaker/home health aide assistances; and referrals to other 
community resources. 
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Our patient caseload for skilled nursing care in the home was 189, the same 
as last year. 68% of the total were female; 34 patients were seen for health 
guidance and teaching; 75% receiving services were over 65 years of age, of 
these 70% were female. There were 162 Admissions and 116 discharges. Care 
requests for patients with the primary diagnoses of arthritis, diabetes, and 
heart disease doubled; CVA (cerebro-vascular accident) remained the same 
and cancer and fractures decreased by 1/3. We are now making more visits per 
month than ever before. This is due to the hospital prospective payment system 
now in effect which motivates earlier discharges with patient’s needing more 
intense care. 


All contracted services experienced slight increases as would be expected. 
The pattern for the services of Physical Therapy and Home Health Aide 
assistance was similar to that of nursing. 


Extended Hours Program 


Services during the hours of 4:00 P.M. to 7:00 P.M. weekdays and 8:00 A.M. 
to 7:00 P.M. weekends and holidays are currently being offered. By the Fall of 
1984 we anticipate being able to offer 24 hour coverage 365 days per year. 


Our third year in the program has proven its worth. We served the same 
number of patients (23) but used 20% more time. The cost of the services was 
$2,330.79 and the income was $4800. A self sustaining program, it also saved 
four weeks of staff overtime. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive nursing services to the student and family 
in the school setting. This includes direct skilled nursing for the injured and ill 
student; health guidance, counseling and teaching to the student and family; 
postural screening; screening for visual and hearing defects; maintenance of 
an up-to-date cumulative health information record for each student; and 
collaboration with school personnel health in providing a healthful 
environment, physically and emotionally. The services are further enhanced 
by the additional skills of School Nurse Practitioner Cathy Custer. Each of the 
three school nurses is responsible for about 500 students and the needs and 
demands are great in each school although they differ in emphasis; the 
physical problems being somewhat greater in the lower grades. As would be 
expected, more students from Goodwin School were counted in the increased 
number of exclusions. 


Response to our dental programs was better: a slight increase to 93% of the 
K-6th grade pupils took advantage of the flouride mouthriase program and 257 
(up 20) of the K-8th grade students benefitted from the flouride treatment 
provided by our dental hygienist. 


Some health education activities were introduced at the high school: the 
junior and senior girls were instructed in breast self exam and the male 
students were informed about testicular self-exam; all senior class members 
were checked and counseled regarding their blood pressures and a Stop 
Smoking group was guided through the steps of behavior change with a 
reported 40% success rate. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH 

The provision of comprehensive nursing services to the community for the 
prevention of disease and the promotion and maintenance of health and well- 
being through screening, monitoring, counseling and teaching. These include 
child health conferences, flu immunizations clinic, blood pressure screenings, 
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Health Day and other community oriented activities addressing pertinent 
health needs and issues. 


Child Health Conferences 

A health clinic is held each month (or more, depending on clients’ needs) at 
Kirtland House for Old Saybrook residents 0-5 years of age who are not under 
the care of a regular physician to ensure ongoing health care and supervision. 
Physical examinations are provided by a pediatric nurse practitioner under the 
preceptorship of Dr. William Irving, pediatrician. Immunizations are given, 
various screening tests are administered and health guidance and counseling 
are provided by the nurses at the clinic and in the home. The clinic is licensed 
annually by the Maternal Child Health Section of the State Department of 
Health. There is no fee and we are reimbursed for services provided to Title XIX 
recipients. Our client census decreased by 12% to 57. A separate clinic was held 
for vision and hearing screening of 3 and 4 year olds. 


Flu Clinic: 

480 participaants were immunized for the A/Philippines, A/Brazil and 
B/Singapore strains at the annual flu clinic jointly sponsored by the the Old 
Saybrook Public Health Nursing Service and Westbrook Public Nursing 
Service. It was held at the newly established Senior Citizen Estuary luncheon 
site at the Junior High School. 


Blood Pressure Clinics: 

Blood pressure clinics are provided free of charge at vaious sites. Staff 
nurses and certified volunteer nurses augment the reading of the blood 
pressure measurement with health teaching and counseling regarding 
physician supervision, medication, diet, exercise and life style. 


Estuary Blood Pressure 

This is held the third Wednesday of each month at the Senior Citizen 
Estuary luncheon site at the Junior High School. 460 elderly were 
screened. Because of the regular attendance of most of our participants, 
we monitor, counsel and help them maintain a safe level. We did feel that 
18 warranted referral for futher medical assessment. 


Kirtland House 

Each Tuesday from 1-2 P.M., a nurse is on hand for walk-ins desiring 
a blood pressure check. This service was started in April. We have seen 
45 people for 84 visits and advised physician consultation for three. 


Industries 

Nursing staff and certified volunteer nurses spent an early morning 
and two afternoons at two industrial sites. We screened 207 workers and 
referred 15. 


Community 

A public screening was held on a Saturday morning at the Old 
Saybrook Mall where 82 shoppers stopped for a reading, a fortunate 
decision for 19 who had elevations. 


Annual Health Day 

Our ninth annual Health Day was held the last day of March at the Senior 
High School. Co-sponsored with the Public Health Nursing Services of 
Westbrook, Lyme and Old Lyme, the Shoreline Junior Women’s Club, Old 
Saybrook Lions and Lionesses Clubs, its purpose is to prevent illness and 
enhance well-being through screenings and education. Our date coincided with 
Health Expo 84 which provided us with some broad publicity. 320 people 
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attended, the most ever. We were able to provide a very reasonable blood test 
which attracted 267 arms. Screenings for Blood Pressure, Vision, hearing; feet 
and glaucoma and breast, prostate and oral examinations were offered. Over 
125 volunteers (40 professionals and 85 lay persons) worked on screening, 
guiding, assisting, educating, tabulating and following-through. The Old 
Saybrook Park and Recreation Department, Old Saybrook Youth and Family 
Service Bureau, Old Saybrook Ambulance Association, Westbrook YMCA and 
State Department of Public Safety enhanced the Health Education component. 


Time Analysis 

The nurses worked a total of 8232 hours, a slight increase. 43% was spent in 
the home visiting program and 35% in the school program. An average disease 
visit continues to take 1.5 hours. Administrative and public health aide time 
increased by 1/3 mainly to meet the increase in “Business” demands. 


Fee Analysis 

The agency fee is determined by actual agency cost. A fee is charged for all 
medical services ordered by a physician. This may be met by third party payors 
(Medicare, Medicaid insurances) or may be adjusted to meet individual 
circumstances.

REVENUES 


All monies received are for charged services only and are returned to the 
General Fund. These are skilled nursing, physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, speech therapy, medical social work, and home health aide services. 
$124,640.87 was returned to the General Fund. The return to the General Fund 
was 55% of our expenditures. 


The The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Board and service providers 
have exciting challenges, plans and goals in the year ahead. The Home Care 
Program presents the biggest challenges with a predicted increase in patient 
needs and demands and more stringent regulations from the state and 
national government. We will be providing Hospice Care for our terminally ill 
in conjunction with Middlesex Memorial Hospital. To describe these and our 
other programs and services, we are designing a new brochure. In the schools, 
we will continue the same level of care for the students and personnel and hope 
to gradually increase pertinent health teaching at certain target grades. With 
its ease of accessibility we plan to use the Kirtland House for more community 
activities in addition to the Child/Health Conference and weekly blood 
pressure screening. Our major goal remains as always to meet the needs of the 
community and provide the best possible programs.

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REPORT OF THE 
PARKS AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


Regular meetings of the Parks and Recreation Commission are held the 
second Tuesday of every month at 8:00 p.m. at the Recreation Building. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission is responsible for developing and 
maintaining Old Saybrook’s parks, beaches and facilities, and for providing 
varied recreational opportunities for the people of the town. In discharging 
these responsibilities the members of the Commission spend a minimum of 
three hours at the monthly meetings. In addition, Commissioners can expect to 
put in about thirty extra hours during the year for special events. Between 
meetings, the Vice Chairman and the Chairman are more closely in touch with 
the department, the Chairman spending several hours a week on commission 
matters. 


At present a number of facilities are maintained and programmed through 
the Parks and Recreation Department, and they are as follows: Parks and 
Recreation Department offices, maintenance operations and a variety of 
recreational activities. 


Schoolhouse Road Town Park is a 180-acre park and contains a playground 
area, skating shelter, comfort stations, multipurpose playfield, the Dr. Milton 
Clark Amphitheatre, and a picnic area, as well as five miles of hiking trails. 
Maps of all trails and applications for group outings at Town Park are 
available upon request at the Parks and Recreations Department office. 


Saybrook Acres Town Park, located on Trask Road, isa family activity park 
encompassing four tennis courts, timberform play apparatus, and a 
multipurpose play court area featuring outdoor basketball facilities. Rotary 
Field is located within the park for youth ball games. 


Veterans Memorial Park, located on Main Street, is dedicated to those who 
died while serving our country. Benches and landscaping provide a pleasant 
oasis in the center of town. In addition, the Lion’s Club Gazebo is located in the 
park, and numerous free band concerts are held there annually. 


The town administers two beaches on Great Hammock Road which are 
staffed for community safety for months of June through Labor Day. 
Available at the Town Beach are comfort stations, recreation shelter, and 
swimming area. Harvey’s Beach offers, in addition to swimming area, 
picnicing, large sunbathing area, and bathhouse with changing facilities. 
Information on daily admissions or season’s passes may be acquired by calling 
the Recreation Department (388-3557). 


McMurray Field, located adjacent to Main Street School, is a youth ballfield 
dedicated to the late local police officer, Raymond McMurray. 


School Facility Usage—major recreational program offerings take place in 
our school gymnasiums. 


The Commission particularly acknowledges the untiring efforts and 
devotion of the staff under the supervision of our able Director, Roger 
Goodnow, and Assistant Director, Vicki Duffy, in planning and directing our 
fine programs and managing our physical properties. 


As in the past years, a significant part of the department’s ability to provide 
recreation programs is the unselfish dedication and commitment of time and 
effort to these individuals, agencies, and organizations who so greatly 
benefitted their community. It would be difficult to individually list all such 
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participants, but it is only fitting that in an Annual Report we express sincere 
appreciation to those who have helped in the past, and to encourage other 
citizens in the year to come to provide their ideas and talents to truly make this 
a community recreation program shared by all. 


In 1983 the Parks and Recreation Commission experienced its first summer 
of operation of the Harvey’s Beach as a general public beach/recreation area. 
In addition, to the revenues generated by non-resident fees, the new beach 
provided expanded recreation opportunities to community residents in 
attractive areas for beach picnics, and facility for launching carry-on small 
crafts, such as sailboards or sunfish. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission is looking forward to 1984 and the 
opening of the Old Saybrook Community Center which will be located in the 
former Unit #6 of the Old Saybrook Junior High School. The new center will 
include department administrative offices, lounge area, games and social 
recreation rooms, community meeting room, and fine arts facility. The Center 
is designed to meet both random and instructional recreation activities for 
residents of all ages. It is hoped that the Recreation Center will officially open 
during the month of September, 1984. 


To better inform the general community, the Parks and Recreations 
Department published asummer brochure and a fall and winter program guide 
which is distributed through the school assemblies and other public facilities. 


Monthly notices are delivered to youth at Old Saybrook schools, keeping 
them abreast of new activities. In addition to public announcement programs 
on W.L.I.S., the following area newspapers frequently publish listings of 
department programs and commission activities: Hartford Courant, New 
London Day, Middletown Press, New Haven Register and the Pictorial. 


It is our sincere hope that community residents will participate and enjoy 
our facilities and programs in the year to come.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The members of the Old Saybrook Planning Commission are: Kathryn 
Meyer, Chairman; Edward Marcolini, Vice Chairman; Mildred Ploszay, 
Secretary; Gerald N. Van Atta and C. Brian Piontkowski, and alternates 
Shirley Annunziata, Allan Breault and Richard Daniele. Legal counsel for the 
commission is Attorney George J. Kinsley of Madison, and Beverly Schwartz 
and Marion Carpenter serve as Clerks. 


Regular meetings are held on the first and third Wednesday of each month 
except July and August when only one meeting is held per month. During this 
past fiscal year the commission held two special meetings and public hearings 
on eleven applications. The commission reviewed five referrals for Special 
Exception Use from the Zoning Board of Appeals, seven referrals for Special 
Exception Use from the Zoning Commission, six petitions for Zone Changes, 
seven applications for Subdivisions, five applications for two Municipal 
Improvements and six Coastal Site Plans. The commission also approved 
amendments to the Zoning Map and Regulations, to the Subdivision 
Regulations and to the Plan of Development. 


Meetings were held with Stanley V. Greimann concerning the functions of 
the Connecticut River Estuary Regional Planning Agency; with Robert S. 
Bryan on amendments to the Subdivision Regulations and the Plan of 
Development; and on various subjects with Attorney Kinsley. A joint meeting 
was held with the Zoning Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals, at 
which meeting Arthur Rocque, Jr., Director of the Coastal Management 
Program, presented the town with a Certificate of Approval for the 
commissions’ efforts in establishing the Old Saybrook Municipal Coastal 
Program.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF POLICE SERVICES 


The Old Saybrook Police Commission believes that its men and women are 
truly the ambassadors of our community—shoppers, tourists, workers, and 
residents are more likely to come into contact with our officers than any other 
representative of our town government. We are proud of our ambassadors in 
blue. We have insured that they be well-trained, fair and professional, and 
deeply committed to our community. 


Quite often an encounter with the Police is thought of to be punitive or 
negative in nature. Unfortunately, this is a stereotype and not based on 
recorded facts. 


By-in-large, the majority of our activity is helpful in nature. Recognizing 
that, our department is the only governmental agency open for business 
twenty-four hours a day. We naturally are “there” whenever needed to perform 
a myriad of tasks that are requested of us; from unlocking car doors in 
shopping areas to aiding the sick or injured. 
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Certainly, we do perform law enforcement and deployment of man power. It 
must be noted that our rate of incidents have increased through the 16,000 per 
year barriers. 


Only a few, short years ago it was anticipated that we would level off at 
12,000 incidents per year. As this report is being drafted, it is probable that we 
will near or exceed 17,000 incidents by years end. We praise our personnel for 
coping with theses increases while our compliment of personnel has remained 
at the same level. We also praise the residents of our community for becoming 
more patient with our responses as there are now frequent times that our 
responses are slower than in the past due to the increased level of activity. We 
assure you that emergency services are not affected and are given a ‘Code 3” 
priority. 


If the overall purpose of the Police Service was narrowed to a single 
objective, that objective would be to preserve peace in a manner consistent with 
the freedoms secured by the Constitution. The Police alone do not bear the 
responsibility for preserving a peaceful society; that responsibility is shared by 
each element of society—each person, each institution, and each area of 
government. 


Maintaining order requires far more than making arrests for violations of 
the law. The Police must deal with many other situations where, although a 
crime may not have been committed, the safety and order of the community 
may be threatened. Conflicts between individuals, the failures of other social 
services, accidents, and natural disasters are among the many events that we 
are faced with within the community. 


It should also be noted that it is our responsibility to insure that our 
personnel maintain a readiness to address unexpected and sudden major 
occurences. This readiness is accomplished through our comprehensive 
training which is ongoing and contemporary. 


Incidents such as shootings, armed robberies, moral offenses, child abuse, 
and abductions occur in communities of all sizes and recently a number of 
offenses that were shocking and received national attention were committed in 
communities no larger than Old Saybrook. 


Again, we request the assistance of all residents in reporting suspicious 
activity and we encourage constructive criticism which will serve to maintain 
the high level of respect that our department has earned and enjoys.

Your Probate Court is ever mindful of the importance of responding 
efficiently and compassionately to the needs of of those of you requiring our 
services. I am honored to serve as your Judge of Probate and the clerks and I 
will do everything possible to be of help to you. Many of you have stopped in 
during the year to ask about Probate Court procedures and we welcome this 
opportunity to answer your questions. Two booklets prepared by the Probate 
Court Administrators are of great assistance to us by making it possible to give 
you, in booklet form, written answers to commonly asked questions, as well as 
a table showing how a deceased individual’s estate is distributed when there is 
no will (laws of intestacy) and succession tax tables. 


These booklets are not a substitute for professional advice concerning 
complex legal matters but are a guide and overview of Probate Court functions 
and fiduciary responsibilities in estate administration. 


The Court has also held one hundred eighty-eight hearings after notice to 
interested parties. These hearings give an opportunity to those interested in a 
specific matter to ask questions or let their views be known concerning that 
matter. In addition, many of you become more familiar with your Court when 
you make application for your passport. 


Your Court is here to serve you, so please feel free to stop by and to pick up 
the forementioned booklets or any of the available material. The regular Court 
hours are 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. daily and I am available at all times by calling 
my home telephone number, 388-2454.

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REPORT OF THE TAX COLLECTOR 


For the many new taxpayers in town who do not understand how my office 
operates, I would like to, at this time, help clarify it. 


There are 169 Towns in Connecticut and all taxes are collected 
throughout the State in the same manner, per State Statutes. 


Real Estate bills originate in the Assessor’s Office. Veteran or 
disability exemptions, pro-rates, circuit breaker or freeze credits, 
etc. are determined per State Statutes by the Assessor. 


Motor Vehicle bills originate from lists we receive from the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. If you do not turn in your plates 
when you sell or dispose of your automobile, they assume they are 
still on the automobile in your possession and this information is 
passed on to us. 


Information for Personal Property bills comes to the Assessor 
directly from the taxpayers who submit forms before the First of 
November each year. 


State Statutes determine when a tax bill becomes delinquent 
and the rate of interest that must be charged. 


The main function of the Tax Collector is to collect taxes and turn the money 
over to the Town Treasurer as efficiently and expeditiously as possible. In 
these aspects, we were able to maintain the high standards we have set in the 
past. Tax bills went our early this year and we were able to turn over to the 
Town Treasurer at the end of June $568,676.01 which we collected on the 
Current Warrant (1983) which met the obligations of the Town the first week in 
July without borrowing in anticipation of tax collections. All in all, we turned 
over to the treasurer this year $7,116,793.94. Of this, $230,936.99 was collected 
on Back Taxes, Interest and Lien Fees. 


As you can see, itis a very productive office. No way could Ido this allon my 
own, so I would like to recognize and publicly thank my fine staff, Dorothy 
Dempsey, Assistant Tax Collector and Phyllis Fowler, part time clerk. Also, I’d 
like to acknowledge the complete cooperation of the Assessor’s Office and 
welcome aboard our new Assessor, Ann Addis.

REPORT OF THE 
WATERFRONT COMMISSION 


The function of the Waterfront Commission is to oversee the town owned 
marine facilities. The Commission spends most of its efforts supervising the 
town docks at Ferry Road and the anchorage and dock facility at North Cove. 


The tranquil waters of the North Cove were disturbed this spring by the 
clamor of a bucket dredge. Delays occasioned by various factors, including 
flood and a sunken tug, held up the setting of moorings, upsetting the plans of 
the 150 boatmen who moor their boats there. Most accepted the delay 
philosophically. The anchorage which had begun to shoal badly, is now 
returned to the required 8 feet depth at mean low water (6 feet at the west end). 


The Commission presently includes Pat Barry, Ross Byrne, Pete 
Fredrickson and Bill Steinbuch. There is one vacancy. Marie Strecker is the 
clerk, and Jim Mitchell is dockmaster. The town road crew helps with 
maintenance of the facilities, and the Police Department supervises a patrol of 
the North Cove. 


Meetings are held on the second Tuesday of each month at the Town Hall at 
8:00 p.m. Any interested citizens are welcome.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


In Connecticut, the cities and towns are designated by Statute with the 
responsibility for the provision of General Assistance in accordance with 
mandatory standards set by the Commissioner of the Connecticut State 
Department of Income Maintenance. 


General Assistance is a form of aid to families and individuals who have no 
resources or insufficient resources to meet essential maintenance and other 
needs and who have no immediate eligibility for assistance under a State or 
Federal Program. 


The assistance is generally for a short period of time, until recipients are 
accepted for State assistance or until their financial situation improves and 
they are no longer eligible for assistance. 


In the past year the town did assist, for varying periods of time, 63 families 
with a total of 162 people and 78 adult individuals. 


During last winter this office assisted in two State sponsored heating 
assistance programs which benefited over 100 households in Old Saybrook. 
Also, an anonymous source supplied heating assistance for several more 
families who did not technically qualify for the State programs but whose 
emergency at the time was just as real. 


Again the Old Saybrook Welfare Department had the opportunity to 
cooperate with Church and civic groups in the distribution of food and 
clothing, especially during holiday seasons. This activity is made possible by 
the unselfish efforts of many people and the generosity of our residents.

According to the deputy inspector in 1817, 2194 barrels of shad were salted in 
the catch made between mid-April to mid-June. 


The common price of whitefish (caught in June and early July) was $12 per 
barrel. Extensively served as fertilizer in 1802 arid 1702. 8,000 were needed for an 
acre. Sold for $1.50 per thousand. 


The first post office established in Saybrook in 1793. In 1819 there were 11 post 
offices in Middlesex County.

Youth and Family Services continually strives to provide needed social 
services to the citizens of Old Saybrook. It is our goal to develop, coordinate and 
provide services for youth and their families in order to improve social 
functioning and to strengthen the family unit: 


This year, Youth and Family Services moved to the newly renovated 
“Kirtland House” at 322 Main Street. The facility has given our agency the 
necessary room to house our expanding services. 


As in the past, Youth and Family Services will continue to support many of 
its programs through the use of outside funding sources. Approximately 25% of 
out total operating budget has been supported by outside funds ie. grants, fees, 
etc. 


1983 - 1984 SERVICES 


COUNSELING: The major emphasis of the agency continues to be in the 
area of counseling; to assist youth and their families in exploring troubled 
areas, gaining better understanding and making appropriate changes. 
Services range from crisis intervention to on-going counseling. Counseling 
modalites include individual, family, couple, and group. During 1983-84 a total 
of 343 clients were served in 2,594 counseling sessions. Youth and Family 
Services also facilitates 2 on-going support groups. These groups are the Drug 
and Alcohol Awareness Group and the Parent Support Group. 


———————ee 
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POSITIVE YOUTH DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM: These programs are 
preventative in nature and involve building competencies which promote the 
positive development of youth in their families, schools, among peers and in 
the community. 


Youth Employment Service—Y.E.S. 
This service provided 52 youths ages 14-17 an opportunity for part-time 
employment. A total of 132 odd jobs were filled through this program. 


Wilderness Challenge 

Twelve youngsters participate in these year long programs. The 
philosophy of our wilderness programs is that through the successful 
completion of intense wilderness challenge youngsters can learn how to 
work together, feel good about themselves, tolerate differences and 
resolve problems through communication. 


Peer Advocacy 

Twenty-nine youngsters are involved in this program. A ten week 
counseling skills program helps participants to better understand 
themselves and to improve communications and decision making skills. 


Juvenile Diversion Board 

Fifty-three youngsters were served, thirty-eight of which were diverted 
from the Juvenile Court. The program’s goal is to provide alternatives 
for youngsters at the community level sparing them the negative label of 
the court system. Recommended alternatives allow young people to take 
responsibility for their actions and usually include restitution, 
community service, educational programs, counseling and positive 
youth development programs. 


Community Education 

This year, educational programs on stress reduction, babysitting skills, 
youth employment skills, anti-shoplifting and drug and alcohol 
prevention were offered. 


PROGRAM AND SERVICE COORDINATION: Youth and Family Services 
is the coordinator for many town and state programs. Our agency works 
closely with other organizations to provide families with financial assistance, 
energy assistance and emergency food. Our Municipal Agent for the Elderly 
provides linkage to such programs as weatherization, social security, and 
meals for the elderly. In addition, Youth and Family Services was responsible 
for providing information and referral service to over 675 people. 


Old Saybrook’s Youth and Family Services is highly respected throughout 
the state and is frequently consulted as new agencies are formed. The agency, 
however, can only function with the cooperation and networking of many 
other special community services (our schools, public health nurses, police 
department, park and recreation department, volunteers, etc.) It’s TEAM- 
WORK at its best! 


A special thank you to the agency’s staff who have been extending their 
special care to the Old Saybrook people for several years. 


One sad note: the departure of Iris Slotkin and Joanne Messner. They did so 
much for all of us and will be sorely missed.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING COMMISSION 


Regularly scheduled meetings of the Old Saybrook Zoning Commission are 
held on the first and third Mondays of each month except for July and August 
when the commission meets only once each month. Twenty-two regular 
meetings and one special meeting were held during this fiscal year. 


Public hearings were held on seventeen applications, and the commission 
reviewed ten applications for Special Exception Use, seven petitions for Zone 
Changes, thirteen Site Plans, nineteen Coastal Site Plans and three 
applications for amendments to the Zoning Regulations. Minor modifications 
to several previously approved Site Plans were approved, and seven gravel pit 
operations were inspected and permits renewed for another year. A 
subcommittee was appointed to consider regulations covering accessory 
apartments and protection of aquifers. 


The commission met jointly with the Planning Commission and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, at which time Arthur Rocque, Jr., Director of the Coastal 
Management Program, presented the town with a Certificate of Approval for 
the commissions’ efforts in establishing a Municipal Coastal Program for the 
Town of Old Saybrook. 


The present members of the commission are: Phyllis P. Folsom, Chairman; 
Edward F. McSweegan, Jr., Vice Chairman; Mario Sapia, Secretary; Betsy 
Ranelli and Charles Ficker, and alternates Olive Pedinelli, Margie Whipple 
and David Tiezzi. Alternates John W. Soper and Charles Monte did not seek re- 
election and their terms expired at the end of 1983. Mr. Ficker also did not seek 
re-election and Richard Jones was elected to replace him as a regular member, 
effective January 1, 1985. Mr. Tiezzi is the commission’s representative on the 
Inland Wetlands Commission. 


Attorney George J. Kinsley of Madison is the commission’s counsel and 
Marion Carpenter serves as Clerk.

REPORT OF THE ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The Zoning Enforcement Officer (ZEO) has the responsibility of ensuring 
that the land use, ground coverage area, and height of all structures conform to 
the current Zoning Regulations of the Town of Old Saybrook. Those 
regulations were established to ensure that individuals or business firms, 
presently using the land and conforming to the regulations, would be protected 
from those who seek to do otherwise. If there is a hardship in conforming to 
current regulations, it may be possible to obtain relief through the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


The ZEO also actsin an administrative/advisory capacity for the Planning 
Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals concerning all of the 
aforementioned regulations and attends evening meetings of those commis- 
sions. The ZEO is also responsible for ensuring that all applications submitted 
under the Coastal Management Program and the National Flood Insurance 
Program conform to all applicable local, state and federal regulations. 


During the past year 356 applications for Certificate of Zoning Compliance 
were processed, as compared to 276 in 1983 and 197 in 1982. Seventy-one 
Coastal Site Plan Reviews and ten Flood Plain Area Permits were also 
processed. Records are not maintained for applications which were not 
accepted because they failed to conform to various regulations. During evening 
meetings, assistance was provided to the Zoning Commission in the 
processing of ten applications for Special Exception Use, thirteen applications 
for Site Plan Review, three applications to amend the regulations and seven 
applications for Zone Change; to the Planning Commission in the processing 
of seven Subdivisions, five Resubdivisions, two Municipal Improvements and 
two applications for amendments to the Subdivision Regulations; and, to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals in the processing of 103 applications for variances. 


On occasion, as many as thirty individuals have visited or telephoned the 
office during a single morning. It is during those hours that I rely on the 
secretary of the Zoning Department, Marion Carpenter, for her capable 
knowledge and assistance.

Mrs. Maynard introduced Mr. Robert Murray from C. E. Maguire, Inc. and 
Mr. Robert Meyers from D.E.P. She then spoke to the citizens about our 
disposal of solid waste saying that by 1987 we must be looking for a more 
sensible way of disposal, because each year our tonage of waste is increasing, 
and land fill areas are becoming scarce. 


Mr. Murray then gave an indepth talk and showed slides explaining the 
Mid-Connecticut Project Plan for disposal of solid waste. He said that the plant 
would be built in the South Meadow area of Hartford, and would be able to take 
up to 624,000 tons per year of municipal solid waste. He said at this time the 
community is only signing for services. 


At this time the Moderator opened the meeting for questions from the floor. 
Several questions were asked and answered by Mr. Murray and Mr. Meyers.

department and all other necessary objects and purposes, and to fix the 
compensation of Town officials. Included in the above said total budget figure 
is the sum of $146,094.00 which is recommended by the Board of Finance to be 
taken from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund for general government tax 
reduction. 


In conjunction with said recommendation by the Board of Finance to 
conduct an actual use hearing with regard to the expenditure of said Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the said stated purposes. The Old Saybrook 
Federal Revenue Sharing Budget may be inspected at the office of the Board of 
Selectmen in the Old Saybrook Town Hall, Main Street, Old Saybrook, 
Connecticut. Voters and taxpayers shall have the right to make inquiries and 
comments regarding these proposed expenditures at this meeting. The Old 
Saybrook Federal Revenue Sharing Account has a present balance of $2,835.80 
unexpended funds. It is expected that the Town will receive the sum of

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ITEM I. 

To act upon an application dated August 15, 1983 by more than 20 
inhabitants of the Town of Old Saybrook qualified to vote at Town Meetings 
proposing that the Town of Old Saybrook adopt an ordinance entitled: ““Town 
Government Contracts.’ A copy of said application and of the proposed 
ordinance is on file and available for public inspection in the Office of the Town 
Clerk of the Town of Old Saybrook. Said proposed new ordinanceis offered “in 
lieu of Town ordinance #12” entitled: “An Ordinance Relating To Contracts In 
Excess Of $4,000.00” which would, by such action, be repealed. 


The Moderator called for a motion to move the question on the resolution. A 
motion was made and seconded. He then requested the clerk to read the 
proposed ordinance. 


“At any time other than a time of imminent danger to life, all goods, 
equipment, materials, supplies, contractual services, heating fuels, and engine 
fuels, the total cost of which is estimated to be in excess of $995.00, shall be 
procured by the Town of Old Saybrook through the process of competitive 
bidding; when awarded to the lowest responsible and qualified bidder as 
determined by said agency. As used herein, “lowest responsible and qualified 
bidder’’ shall mean the bidder whose bid is the lowest of those bidders 
possessing the skill, ability, and integrity necessary to faithful performance of 
the contract based on objective criteria considering past performance and 
financial responsibility. Except as otherwise specified herein the procedures 
for said competitive bidding shall be as established by resolution of the Board 
of Selectmen. Such competitive bidding shall be by public invitation to bid 
only. Any public invitation to bid shall be invited by advertisements inserted 
at least once in one or more newspapers having a circulation in Middlesex 
County, Conn. All bids received shall be publicly opened and read by the 
awarding authority at a time and place to be specified in such invitation. Such 
award shall be made within sixty days after the opening of such bids. If the 
bidder fails to perform his agreement to execute a contract in accordance with 
the terms of his bid, and award shall be made to the next lowest responsible and 
qualified bidder. In inviting bids, the awarding authority shall reserve the 
right to reject any or all such bids, if it is determined that the bidder or bidders 
involved are not competent to perform the services contracted for, or if the bids 
received are not reasonable for acceptance without further competition, or if it 
is determined by the awarding authority that the services contracted for are no 
longer needed. Every bid in excess of $10,000.00 shall be accompanied by a bid 
bond or a certified check in an amount which shall be at least ten per cent of the 
bid. Failure to execute a contract awarded as specified and bid shall result in 
the forfeiture of such bid bond or certified check.” 


This proposed ordinance shall become effective pursuant Section 7-157 of 
the Connecticut General Statues. 


The ordinance was read and the Moderator then called for discussion from 
the floor. 


Mr. Charles Ficker asked to be recognized, and said that he thought that 
adopting this Ordinance could be cumbersome. That a Purchasing Depart- 
ment, with a clerk, would have to be implemented and would only result in 
costing the town more money in the long run. He made the statement that he 
thought the Town Officials were doing a fine job as it is. 


Mr. Werner asked to be recognized. He proposed a mandate to Public 
Bidding, saying he thought it would benefit the town and lower property taxes. 
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Mr. John Soper then asked for a vote that the proposed ordinance be taken 
to a vote. The Moderator ruled saying it could not be done at this time becausea 
motion was still on the floor for adoption of the resolution. 


Paul Sullivan asked to be recognized. He said he was qualified to speak on 
the subject of public bidding, it being his life’s work for many years for the 
State of Connecticut. He indicated that if we adopted this ordinance, we would 
need a whole department of purchasing that would result in costing the town 
thousands of dollars. He said that Ordinance #12, which is in effect now is 
doing a fine job for our town. 


Mrs. Barbara J. Maynard, First Selectwoman gave an informative history 
of the Town’s Ordinances and changes that have taken place, including 
bidding ordinances dating back to 1966 and 1981 when they were updated. She 
explained that the town does solicit bids for work to be done; and expressed a 
desire that this proposed ordinance not be adopted. 


Mr. Pryor asked to be recognized from the floor. He said based on the expert 
opinions heard from Mr. Sullivan, and Mrs. Maynard, he moved to vote on the 
resolution. The motion was moved and seconded. Debate was cut off at this 
point. 


A vote on the resolution was called for by the Moderator stating that a “Yes” 
vote would be to adopt the Ordinance, and a ‘‘No” vote would be to defeat.

A hand vote was taken 
and Patrick Crowley won the nomination by a 30-28 vote. 


The Moderator then asked Town Clerk, Jeanne D. Kelly to read the Legal 
Call of the meeting which was published in the Middletown Press on July 25, 
1983. The Call was read, and voted to be the Legal Call of the Meeting. 


ITEM 1. was read. 
1. To consider a resolution. 


a) to appropriate $545,000.00 for the following purposes: (1) $302,615.00 
for improvements at the Junior High School, the Main Street School, the 
Goodwin School and the Senior High School, including roof, driveway, 
sidewalk, parking lot and miscellaneous building repairs, fire code compliance 
modifications at the Senior High School and the Main Street School; 
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(2) $145,000.00 for the purchase of a pumper fire truck; (3) $90,000.00 for repair 
and installation of jetties at Old Saybrook Beach; and (4) $7,385.00 for 
financing costs and other expenses incidental to the projects. The appropria- 
tion may be spent for design and construction costs, equipment, furnishings 
materials, architects’ fees, engineering fees, legal fees, net temporary interest 
and other financing costs, and other expenses related to the projects; 


b) to authorize the issued of bonds or notes of the Town in an amount not 
to exceed $545,000.00, and to determine, or authorize a majority of the 
Selectmen and the Treasurer to determine, the amount, date, interest rates, 
maturities, form and other particulars of the bonds or notes; the final maturity 
of the bonds or notes not to exceed four (4) years from the date bonds, notes, or 
temporary notes are first issued pursuant to the resolution; 


(c) to authorize a majority of the Selectmen and the Treasurer to issue 
temporary notes of the Town in an amount not to exceed $545,000.00 in 
anticipation of such bonds or notes; 


(d) to authorize the Board of Selectmen, the Treasurer and other proper 
officers of the Town to take all other action which is necessary or desirable to 
construct and complete the projects and to issue bonds or notes to defray the 
aforesaid appropriation. 


Mr. Crowley called upon Mr. Joseph Roy, Chairman of the Ad-Hoc 
Committee to speak to the citizens present, and to give them a breakdown of the 
Ad-Hoc Committee’s recommendations. 


He then called upon Mr. Donald Chapman, a member of the Board of 
Finance, who showed visual slides of the proposal, and explained each item 
recommended, and also what the cost will be to each taxpayer over a four year 
period. 


The Moderator then opened the Meeting for comments and discussion. 


After more than a hour of discussion and comments a motion was made to 
amend the resolution as written. Mr. Crowley ruled the motion out of order and 
more discussion followed. Mr. Cronin, Town Counsel, made a statement that 
this meeting was called to set the date of the referendum, and not to vote on the 
question.

A motion was made to hold the referendum on August 11, 1983. Mr. Ray 
Varley then made a motion to amend the motion, and hold the referendum on 
August 12, 1983. Mr. Bruno Werner made a motion to amend the amendment 
and extend the voting hours by opening the polls at six a.m. instead of twelve 
noon. The amendment and the amendment to the amendment were defeated by 
a hand vote 21-19. 


On a motion duly made and accepted, it was voted to hold the referendum on 
August 11, 1983, between the hours of 12:00 P.M. to 8:00 P.M. 


Items 3 and 4 were read by Mr. Crowley, and opened for discussion. 
3. To consider a resolution. 


(a) to appropriate $140,000.00 for the following purposes: (1) to upgrade 
athletic fields at the Old Saybrook Junior High School and the Old Saybrook 
Senior High School; (2) to reconstruct track at Old Saybrook Senior High 
School athletic field; and (3) to add storage space at the Old Saybrook Senior 
High School. The appropriation may be spent for design and construction 
costs, equipment, furnishings, materials, architects’ fees, engineering fees, 
legal fees, net temporary interest and other financing costs, and other expenses 
related to the projects. 


(b) to authorize the issue of bonds or notes of the Town in an amount not 
to exceed $140,000.00, and to determine, or authorize a majority of the 
Selectmen and the Treasurer to determine, the amount, date, interest rates, 
maturities, form and other particulars of the bonds or notes; the final maturity 
of the bonds or notes not to exceed four (4) years from the date bonds, notes or 
temporary notes are first issued pursuant to the resolution; 


(c) to authorize a majority of the Selectmen and the Treasurer to issue 
temporary notes of the Town in an amount not to exceed $140,000 in 
anticipation of such bonds or notes; 


(d) to authorize the Board of Selectmen, the Treasurer and other proper 
officers of the Town to take all other action which is necessary or desirable to 
construct and complete the projects and to issue bonds or notes to defray the 
aforesaid appropriation. 


4. Pursuant to Chapter 9, Section 6 (b) of the Town Charter, to adjourn said 
Town Meeting at its conclusion and to submit the aforesaid resolution to vote 
upon voting machines on a day to be set by the Town Meeting, not less than 
seven (7) nor more than fourteen (14) days thereafter, between the hours of 
12:00 noon and 8:00 P.M. In the absence of objection, said referendum shall be 
held on Thursday, August 11, 1983. 


Voting will be at the following polling place: 
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Old Saybrook Fire House, Main Street, Old Saybrook, Connecticut 


Persons qualified to vote in Town Meetings who are not electors shall vote 
eats 


Old Saybrook Fire House, Main Street, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. 


The aforesaid resolution will be placed on the voting machines under the 
following heading: 


“SHALL THE TOWN OF OLD SAYBROOK APPROPRIATE 
$140,000.00 FOR THE UPGRADING OF ATHLETIC FIELDS 
AT THE OLD SAYBROOK JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL AND THE 
OLD SAYBROOK SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL; TO RECON- 
STRUCT THE TRACK AT THE OLD SAYBROOK SENIOR 
HIGH SCHOOL; AND TO ADD STORAGE SPACE AT THE 
OLD SAYBROOK SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL?” 


Voters approving said resolution will vote ‘‘Yes” and those opposing said 
resolution will vote “No.” 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made and duly seconded to 
move the question. 


The question was accepted by a majority vote. 


On a motion july made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to adjourn 
the meeting at 10:40 P.M.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1984 


Note 1: 
SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Old Saybrook was incorporated July 8, 1854, under the 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes, as amended. The Town 
operates under a Selectmen, Town Meeting, Board of Finance form of 
government and provides the following services as authorized by its charter: 
public safety (police and fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and 
social services, culture-recreation, education, public improvements, planning 
and zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Old Saybrook conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The following is 
a summary of the more significant policies: 


A. Fund Accounting: 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated 
to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which 
they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. 
The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
two generic fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund—The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. Itis used to account for all financial resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds—Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust and Agency Funds—Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, 
private organizations, other governments, or other funds. These include 
Expendable Trust and Agency Funds. Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for in essentially the same manner as governmental funds. Agency Funds are 
custodial in nature (assets and liabilities) and do not involve measurement of 
results of operations. 


B. Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed 
assets) are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group, rather 
than in governmental funds. No depreciation has been provided on general 
fixed assets. 


Fixed assets are valued at historical cost or estimated historical cost if 
actual historical cost is not available. Donated fixed assets are valued at their 
estimated fair value on the date donated. 
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Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


The two account groups are not funds. They are concerned only with the 
measurement of financial position. They are not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 


C. Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis 
of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 


All Governmental Funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
when they become measureable and available as net current assets. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include principle and interest on general long-term debt which is 
recognized when due. 


D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting: 

The Town establishes its budget in accordance with its Charter and 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes. The budget reflected in the 
financial statements was adopted at the regular annual Town Meeting. 
Transfers and supplemental appropriations were approved during the year in 
accordance with the Charter and the Connecticut General Statutes. 


1. Annual budgets are prepared by the Board of Selectmen in 
conjunction with the Board of Finance and employed for management control 
for the General Fund. Non-lapsing project budgets are employed for the 
Capital and Nonrecurring Expenditures Fund (a Special Revenue Fund). 


2. The budgets for the General Fund and Capital and Nonrecurring 
Expenditures Fund are adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP). 


3. Budgetary control is maintained at the departmental level. 
However, the Board of Selectmen may make transfers between budget items 
and between departments, thus amending the budget, as long as total 
expenditures are not exceeded. 


4. If total expenditures are exceeded, additional appropriations must 
be approved as in the original process. 


5. Formal budgetary processes are not instituted for other funds. 
Informal guidelines are formulated for control purposes. 


E. Investments: 
Investments consisting of bank certificates of deposit and money market 
accounts are stated at cost, which approximates market value. 


F. Inventory: 

Inventory is valued at the lower of cost or market using the first-in, first-out 
(FIFO) method. Donated Federal commodities are valued at fair market value 
on a FIFO basis. Inventory in the School Cafeteria Fund (a Special Revenue 
Fund) consists of expendable supplies and food held for consumption. Food 
donated to the School Cafeteria Fund is recognized as revenue and purchases 
in the year received, and charged to cost of sales in the year used. 
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G. Advances to Other Funds: 
All interfund balances are considered current assets (due from other funds) 
or current liabilities (due to other funds). 


H. Comparative Data: 

Comparative total data for the prior year have been presented in the 
accompanying financial statements in order to provide an understanding of 
changes in the Town’s financial position and operations. Comparative data 
(i.e., presentation of prior year totals by fund type) have not been presented in 
each of the statements since their inclusion would make the statements unduly 
complex and difficult to read. Certain amounts have been reclassified for 
comparative purposes. 


I. Total Columns on Combined Statements—Overview: 

Total Columns on the Combined Statements—Overview are captioned 
Memorandum Only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate 
financial analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position, 
results of operations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data comparabletoa 
consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been made in the aggregation 
of this data. 


Note 2: 
PROPERTY TAX: 

The Town levies taxes on real estate, motor vehicles and personal property 
based on its grand list as of October 1, 1982 (for the year ended June 30, 1984) 
and legal additions and deductions during the year. The Report of the Property 
Tax Collector is included in the Supplemental Information Section of this 
Report.

RETIREMENT PLANS: 


The Town of Old Saybrook maintains a contributory defined benefit 
retirement plan covering substantially all employees except teachers covered 
under the State Teachers’ Retirement Plan. 


It is the Town’s policy to fund current pension costs as incurred and past 
service costs over thirty years through the year 2001. The Town’s contributions 
to the plan for the years ended June 30, 1984 and 1983, were based on the 1981 
actuarial valuation. 


The most recent actuarial data available to us is from a June 30, 1981, 
valuation. While the following information is not completely current it should 
provide a general indication of the status of the plan. As of June 30, 1981, the 
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latest actuarial valuation date, the actuarial present value of accumulated 
plan benefits was:

UNPRECEDENTED IN MANY WAYS... 


A record amount of building was experienced, with a total for estimated 
costs shown on building permits reaching $7,741,870. An obvious result of the 
amount of this boost to the economy was evident when we were able to reduce 
the mill rate by three-tenths of a mill—from 26.8 to 26.5. Although there are 
positive benefits from growth of this magnitude, there also are extreme 
demands made on governmental agencies, especially zoning and planning, 
building, the town clerk and the assessor. Every time a piece of property is 
transferred, subdivided or designated as a building lot these offices are 
intimately involved. Due to the favorable economy we feel this surge will 
continue. Most of this development is in areas north of the turnpike and is 
putting a definite strain on our feeder routes. A road study should be underway 
this fall for planning better traffic circulation than now exists. Demands are 
also placed on the office of Environmental Health, the Old Saybrook Police 
Department, Fire Department and Ambulance Association—even the dog 
warden. 


During the past year several more miles of roads were paved, in some cases 
using a fairly new process called chip sealing, which is proving to be very 
economical. Many drainage corrections were made, sidewalk repairs were 
made and new installations completed. Town trees were trimmed, fertilized 
and replaced. Through cooperation with the Highway Department, the High 
School Athletic Department and the Board of Education, the high school track 
and field events area was rehabilitated. This improvement now makes it 
possible for home events to take place. 


Old Saybrook’s emergency plan is renewed and updated each year. It is felt 
adequate protection can be provided for all town residents. The communica- 
tions system and emergency services are in place to meet all emergencies. Each 
year the town takes part in an exercise concerning a possible emergency 
occuring at the Millstone site. Federal evaluators have given Old Saybrook 
high marks for its ability to respond to possible emergencies. 


The BOARD OF SELECTMEN ... 


.. approved the initial proposal for shoreline bus service to serve the town of 
Saybrook, Westbrook, and Clinton. This program has subsequently been 
approved three times for three-month periods. It is hoped with the change of 
schedule and additional publicity, people will take advantage of this free bus 
service. 


.. contacted the Army Corps of Engineers to investigate the possibility of 
expanding the North Cove anchorage area. At the present time there is 
approximately a five-year waiting list. We have been informed that the Army 
Corps will conduct a preliminary study free of charge for the Town of Old 
Saybrook. The Army Corps of Engineers is also completing the preliminary 
phases of the study for improvements to be made to Harveys Beach and Town 
Beach. New jettys, stabilization of sand, and improved beach facilities are in 
the plan. 


.. applied to the Department of Housing for a Small Cities Block grantin the 
amount:-of $250,000 to help residents with the construction and renovation of 
septic systems in Designation II areas. This grant was approved and at this 
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time is being implemented. 


.. adopted shellfish regulations. The recreational shellfish harvesting 
program should become more active in 1985.

BRIDGE STATUS... 


. . Indiantown—improvements were completed during this fiscal year.

Department of Transportation as funding under a special bill, Town Roads 
Over Railroads, was made available to the Town of Old Saybrook for this 
project. During this fiscal year the area was surveyed, and at the time of this 
writing it is going through the design process at the Department of 
Transportation. 


.. Schoolhouse Road—funding is being set aside in the capital outlay 
budget to provide for replacement. This bridge now serves hundreds of families 
living north of the railroad and is inadequate for today’s demands. The Town 
of Old Saybrook will receive a percentage of the cost for this project from the 
state in the form of a grant.

.. adopted the Neighborhood Assistance Tax Credit Program which 
made it possible for local industries to contribute funding or equipment to non- 
profit governmental organizations and receive tax credit. 


. adopted a fire code Self-Inspection Program which enables small 
businesses to meet the requirements of the new state fire code on a voluntary 
basis. 


.. approved the expense of Removal of Asbestos from the Old Saybrook 
schools. 


.. approved establishment of the North Cove Historic District. 


.. accepted Ragged Rock Road as a town road. This road was built by the 
State of Connecticut for the purposes of eliminating the Mulcahey railroad 
crossing. 
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. voted, along with six other lower valley towns, to join the Mid- 
Connecticut Project. In 1987 this project will provide for the disposal of solid 
waste from the Town of Old Saybrook. It will be converted into energy at a 
plant located in Hartford, Connecticut. Disposal of solid waste has been a 
serious problem for Connecticut towns for many years. Transfer of the waste to 
the Mid-Connecticut plant will come just in time as it is predicted the Bozrah 
landfill now used by the Town of Old Saybrook will be closing down the 
following year. 


.. designated 1985 as a year of significant celebration with the reading of 
the Proclamation which established the events of Celebration 3% for the 
seven towns which were at one time known as the Saybrook Colony. 


.. accepted several Acres of Tidal Wetlands transferred to the town from 
various owners for their perpetual protection. 


.. approved an additional 1,000 Property Tax Exemption to qualifying 
veterans. 


.. Adopted an Amendment to the Canvassers and Solicitors ordinance 
giving the Board of Selectmen more control over this activity. 


. approved the Establishment of a Full-Time Fire Marshal due to 
complexities of the fire code violations. 


.. adopted a Total budget of $11,002,540 for fiscal year 84-85 and set the 
mill rate at 26.8. At the fiscal year’s end approximately $130,000 from unspent 
budgets was returned to the general fund 


HIGHLIGHTS... 


Officials from Antrak presented the selectmen’s office with a plan for 
acquiring additional property for building a small mall area at the location of 
the present railroad station. This project will do much to enhance, aesthetically 
and financially, the north end of town. 


The Towns of Westbrook and Old Saybrook formally joined together for the 
purposes of receiving a state-funded study to identify and find solutions for 
ground water pollution. This is an important project. Clean ground water is a 
valuable resource. 


The first phase for the development of Fort Saybrook Monument Park was 
completed under the guidance of the assoication and with financial help from 
many private individuals, the state and federal government (through an open 
spaces grant) and the Coastal Area Management Program (through a special 
projects grant). The park was dedicated and turned over to the town on July 4th 
of 1985. 


1985 was an outstanding year in many ways. Our Old Saybrook high school 
band was invited to Disneyworld for the third time in five years, a fact we can 
all take pride in. 


The 14th Annual Torchlight Parade was the largest yet, with 45 units from 
several states participating before a crowd of thousands. 


Coleman Bushnell was chosen as a new fire chief by the Old Saybrook Fire 
Department. 
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Celebration 3% got off to a successful start with the premiere of a film 
about the Saybrook Colony, produced by Ellsworth Grant, of Fenwick, and 
narrated by Charles Kuralt, of Essex. 


A special treat for thousands was the appearance of the American Wind 
Symphony orchestra at Saybrook Point. The special July 4th program, which 
included the dedication of the new park, a special reception, fireworks, and a 
symphony, was attended by an estimated 25,000 people. In July a very 
successful Arts and Crafts show and ‘‘3'4” Trade Fair were held, and the “3!” 
summer activities were capped by the events occuring over Founders Weekend, 
August 17th-19th. Residents and visitors were treated to a spectacular parade 
and many other events that were in the planning stages for two years.

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REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Acton Public Library operated smoothly throughout the year while 
providing a full range of services to the community. The new copier provided by 
the Friends of the Acton Public Library has worked-out well and the Board’s 
pilot program for using part-time staff to fill certain special/professional needs 
has been successful. A new videotape loan service was introduced on a limited 
basis late in the year; this service will be expanded in the coming year through 
our participation in the regional cooperative Video 5. 


Evaluation of the role of electronic computers in our library continued 
during the year with the expectation of purchasing suitable equipment 
beginning late next year. The plan involves a detailed analysis and 
prioritizing of current library activities potentially fitted to automation; a 
“hands-on” evaluation of “‘off-the-shelf’’ software programs; and, finally, 
selection of the most cost effective hardware. 


During 1984-1985, the Board established a new policy of setting definitive 
management objectives for the ensuing year. Our intent is to use these pre- 
established goals as guidelines for the multitude of routine decisions that the 
Board makes during each year. This is a widely used management technique in 
industry and has been highly recommended by national and state commis- 
sions for use in library management. This is not an easy approach to 
implement and the Board recognizes that several years may be required before 
it is fully accomplished. 


During the year. Mr. Harvey Wellman joined the Board replacing Mrs. Ann 
Marzano. We welcome Harvey to the Board and extend thanks to Ann for her 
support and efforts. The Board joins in recognizing the many contributions 
that Marge Valentine has made to our library over the past ten years and wish 
her the best in her retirement activities.

REPORT OF THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Almost 98,000 items were circulated during the past year at Acton Public 
Library. In order to accomodate the 3,840 new volumes added to the collection, 
considerable rearranging and reshelving was done by staff members and 
strong volunteers. The library was also involved in a region wide project 
creating a central list of titles held by non-automated libraries for easier access 
to materials via the interlibrary loan network. By the time the project is 
completed the response to requests for materials will be a few days instead of 
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weeks. 


The Children’s Room activities were far reaching this year with our first try 
at public access telecasting on Storer Cable TV. A weekly program of four half- 
hour story sessions were aired during March and April led by Children’s 
Librarian Janet Hess and volunteer Sallie Boody. Response from new and old 
patrons was very favorable and may lead to more programs in the future. The 
teenage group, CRABS, spent the summer and fall discussing new books and 
hearing from more area professionals for career planning. The Friday morning 
pre-schoolers enjoyed two get-acquainted visits to Goodwin School for tours led 
by their favorite monkey Jose. 


The library’s part in Celebration 3'% activities began with the hiring of the 
Tale Spinners to research stories about the early settlers of Saybrook Colony 
and then to spin their tales at the eight libraries in the seven town district. 
These tales were not just for children, but were rich in the local heritage and 
flavor of the early inhabitants. Further joint activities included a summer 
reading club with puzzles and games and a grand finale of songs and a balloon 
launch at the Saybrook green for 450 participants. 


The annual Book ’n Bake sale put on by the Friends of the Library was a 
great success despite the rain. Another year of interesting lectures and film 
programs was also accomplished by this dedicated group. Our volunteer force 
contributed greatly to our efforts this year and a big Thank You goes to all of 
them and our supporters. Local civic groups were again active at the library as 
the Old Saybrook Lions Club continued their support of the talking book 
program and the Lionesses continued purchasing large-type books. Both of 
these are popular additions to our collection. The Garden Club kept us looking 
neat and trim; the Historical Society Garden Club refreshed the air with 
scented geraniums; and the Women’s Club Literary Group added to our 
Connecticut collection. 


Throughout the year intensive studies have been done by the Board of the 
library’s routine functions with an eye toward automation. We look forward to 
our first step into this new field in the technical services area during the 
comiong year.

Having written a report for the Town of Old Saybrook for the last fifteen 
years, it is difficult to find new words of wisdom. 


The Building Department again has had a banner year with 466 permits 
issued for a total of $7,741,870. in construction costs, and fees collected of 
$40,442. 


Due to the shortage of qualified construction personnel, I would like to 
remind the townspeople that a building permit is similar to an insurance 
policy. If a permit is issued, I can check the work as it progresses and have 
corrections made before the contractor leaves the job. 


Since this is the year for nostalgia, and our 350th Birthday, I look back to 
when | started the job in 1970. Since then I have had the privilege of issuing 
6961 permits, for a total estimated cost of $74,645,607, and have inspected 685 
new houses, 144 condominiums, 36 elderly housing units and 20 new 
commercial structures. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank Elaine Staplins, my office 
manager, for her faithful dedication to this department over the past fifteen 
years. Her pleasant manner, her knowledge and patience, have been my 
greatest asset.

REPORT OF THE STEERING COMMITTEE FOR 
“CELEBRATION 372” 


CELEBRATION 3'% received four awards of merit from the Connecticut 
League of Historical Societies on July 27 “for outstanding contribution to the 
development of interest in local history.”” One award was granted for the 
motion picture, “Saybrook the Colony; 1635 - 1985” produced as a contribution 
by Ellsworth Grant and Fenwick Productions; one for the book, “Glimpses of 
Saybrook in Colonial Days,” printed as a contribution by R. R. Donnelley & 
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Sons Company; another for the “Almanack/Calendar”’ compiled by Edmund 
Delaney with the cooperation of the historical societies and museums of the 
seven Saybrook Colony towns. The fourth award was presented to the 
CELEBRATION 3% overall program. 


On the same weekend (July 26-27-28) the first ever area Trade Fair was 
receiving accolades from the more than 2,000 visitors who enjoyed the displays 
set up by 54 exhibitors, a list of whom is appended to this report. 


The Trade Fair proved to be another ‘‘class act,” following the ‘3'A”’ 
tradition of quality already established by the film, the book, almanack/ 
calendar and also by the film premiere program on February 22, the Yale Glee 
Club concert on March 29 (part of the celebration of ‘the Yale Connection’’), the 
story-telling series in area libraries in April, May, and June; the first ever 
collaborative Standard Flower Show on June 7-8sponsored by five area garden 
clubs (Duck River of Old Lyme, Essex, Lyme, Old Saybrook, and Westbrook) on 
the theme, “Then There Were Seven;’’ and the interesting and artistic exhibits 
at historical societies and museums in the region. 


A spectacular highlight was the Fourth of July program of events, 
including the dedication of the Fort Saybrook Monument Park (with Governor 
O’Neill and Commissioner Stanley Pac participating) followed by a splended 
reception and dinner at the Dock Restaurant, and culminating in a concert by 
the American Wind Symphony playing from a 196 foot vessel tied up at 
Saybrook Point, with a grand finale featuring a magnificent fireworks display 
synchronized with appropriate music provided by the symphony orchestra. An 
estimated 30,000 people treked to Saybrook Point for these festivities and 500 or 
so boats were anchored in the Connecticut River, with the orchestra’s concert 
broadcast by Radio Station WLIS for the pleasure of the boaters. It should be 
noted that July Fourth was notable not only for its rare combination of top 
flight entertainment, but also for the remarkable performances by the 
Department of Police Services, the Fire Departments, the United States Coast 
Guard, ambulance services, town maintenance crew, the bus company, and 
others, who combined to handle the crowds and the very complex arrange- 
ments without a flaw. 


Good reports were universally received concerning the small ensemble 
concerts throughout the area on the evening of July 5 and the church mass 
performed by the entire American Wind Symphony on Saturday evening. 


Many local families hosted the musicians and provided transportation; the 
media were most helpful in providing information; the business establish- 
ments on Saybrook Point were most supportive; and the whole evening was 
made possible by a matching grant from the Coca Cola Bottling Company of 
New York, with the matching gifts donated by generous local residents— 
altogether a distinguished demdonstration of community cooperation, 
coordination, and spirit at their best! 


As this is written (just after the Trade Fair) a few additional major events 
are still being anticipated: Founders Weekend, with its two-hour parade, 
clambake, sunrise service, family reunions (descendants of the early settlers 
and others) and other happenings, scheduled for mid-August; then the 
Watercraft Parade in September; the anniversary ball (perhaps more than one 
in several locations) in November; and on November 24, the 350th anniversary 
date of the original landing at Saybrook Point, special services in area 
churches to give thanks for all the good things that have happened in 
Saybrook Colony” throughout three and a half centuries. 
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Numerous other features of CELEBRATION 34 should be mentioned: the 
logo, which has been used so effectively; the monumental volume of “Vital 
Records,” the coordinated efforts of eight area restaurants who will offer 
special menus in the fall; the postal cancelations; the commemorative medals; 
the commemorative plates and mugs (a Volunteer Fire Department project); 
commemorative cocktail glasses; the wide range of articles designed and 
marketed by volunteers (T-shirts, license plates, beach towels, etc); the “3'2” 
flags, which were produced for the parade and used as festive decorations 
throughout the area, and others—brochures and posters and the rest—in all, a 
notable collection, reflecting the talented efforts of many people. 


Special kudos should go to the press and other media representatives whose 
continued support has been extraordinary throughout the planning as well as 
the active stages of the year-long celebration. Their enthusiastic coverage has 
helped immeasurably. Of particular note-worthiness are the substantial 
special supplements published and distributed by three of the newspapers 
serving the “Saybrook Colony” area. 


The citation of the CELEBRATION 3” overall program by the Connecticut 
League of Historical Societies seems an appropriate conclusion for this report: 
“Over a period of several months this many-faceted program scheduled 
numerous events and activities throughout a seven town area on both sides of 
the lower Connecticut River. Participation of several hundred people serving 
as individuals and as representatives of a wide spectrum of local organizations 
makes Celebration 3% unique in its variety, scope, and quality...” 


Working closely with the Steering Committee have been literally scores of 
busy, talented, dedicated people who have been active and (and still are, as this 
is written) as volunteers developing and implementing complicated plans 


Trade Fair (3% Celebration)— 

The Seven Town Trade Fair, a part of Celebration 34 was held at the Junior 
High School Gym for three days, July 26-28 and attracted over 2000 viewers. A 
total of fifty-five exhibitors displayed items manufactured in this area ranging 
from hooks and eyes to electronic equipment as well as showing items of local 
historical interest. 
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which together produced the ‘celebration.’ Without the energy, time, and 
devotion of these current-day ‘‘patriots,’’ there would have been no 
CELEBRATION 3%. They made it work! They have the satisfaction of 
knowing that their efforts have been successful and greatly appreciated, for 
they have seen the excellent results of their contributions. 


As we all have celebrated history, we have been making history. The Time 
Capsule to be buried on the Fort Saybrook site in November after the last event 
will indeed be a fascinating and significant record of 1985—the 350th year of 
Saybrook Colony—and of the historic activities, projects, and events of

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REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
CIVIL PREPAREDNESS DIRECTOR 


Again we find ourselves preparing for another fiscal year and again we 
are updating Saybrook’s Operation Plan. As in the past few changes will be 
made but it is the few that are made that contribute to the effectiveness of our 
program. The yearly Hurricane Meeting which will be held in September will 
give all departments a chance to bring forth problems that have occurred 
during the past year. 


As in the past Civil Preparedness Equipment is available to any 
department. At the present time we are working on a plan with Fire 
Department Chief Bushnell where our equipment will be available at all major 
fires where mutual aid is required. This will enable radio communication with 
units from neighboring towns not having our radio frequency. 


We have had a busy year in the updating of our equipment. The Town Radio 
has now been programmed for Private Line which means that we no longer 
have the problems of hearing other towns messages who are on our frequency. 
The only messages heard are those of Saybrook’s Departments. Two more 
portable radios and one mobile unit has been acquired at a cost of $3,120.00. 
Once again due to the Nuclear Fund, the State of Connecticut will pick up the 
tab. 


This year we have had no changes in personnel. We are still in need of more 
Radiological Monitors and Radiological Instructors. Money has been put aside 
to cover expenses for volunteers who would like to take the course provided by 
the State. 


Once again I want to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Board of Finance, 
Fire Chief Bushnell, Police Chief Mosca, Dot Koehler of the Ambulance 
Association and Barbara Hill of the Public Health Nursing Board for their 
continue”: effort to keep our Emergency Operations Plan one of the most 
workable in Middlesex County.

REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT RIVER ESTUARY 
REGIONAL PLANNING AGENCY 


The Connecticut River Estuary Regional Planning Agency is one of 
fourteen regional planning agencies in Connecticut. These agencies are 
required by state statute to make a plan of development for each area with 
recommendations for land use, principal highways and freeways, bridges, 
airports, parks, playgrounds, recreational areas, schools, public institutions, 
public utilities, and other matters beneficial to the area. Each regional plan is 
based on studies of physical, social, economic, and government conditions and 
trends. It is designed to promote the coordinated development of the area and 
the welfare and prosperity of its residents. The regional planning agencies also 
provide administrative, management, technical or planning assistance to 
municipalities and other public agencies within their respective regions. 


The function of CRERPA, then, is to address common problems confronting 
its member towns and to work with the towns to develop solutions on a multi- 
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town basis, emphasizing the most cost-effective and environmentally sound 
approach. CRERPA is composed of nine towns at the mouth of the Connecticut 
River and along Long Island Sound: Chester, Clinton, Deep River, Essex, 
Killingworth, Lyme, Old Lyme, Old Saybrook, and Westbrook. There are two 
representatives from éach town, one appointed by the Board of Selectmen and 
the other by the Planning Commission. The paid staff includes a director anda 
regional planner, both professional planners, plus a junior planner, a full-time 
administrative assistant and a part-time secretary. 


REGIONAL ACTIVITIES—PAST AND PRESENT 

Over the years CRERPA has assisted in the establishment of a number of 
joint activities for the social, economic and environmental benefit of the 
residents of the Region: 


e The Connecticut River Gateway Commission has stood since 1974 asa 
guardian of the “‘scenic, ecological, scientific and historical values” of the 
Lower Connecticut River Valley, one of the area’s most prized natural and 
scenic resources. CRERPA continues to house and staff this Commission, 
providing it with both technical and administrative assistance in cooperation 
with the Midstate Regional Planning Agency. 


e A coalition of local senior clubs known as the Estuary Council of Senior 
Clubs has provided a comprehensive range of transportation, nutrition, health 
and social services for senior citizens since 1975. CRERPA assisted in the 
formation and continues to staff its underlying planning committee, the 
Estuary Regional Committee on Aging, which identifies elderly needs and 
establishes project priorities to meet those needs on an areawide basis. 


e The Estuary Transit District was formed in 1981 by all nine towns to 
bring federal rural transit funds into the Region for the first time in support of 
local services already provided by the towns. CRERPA provides technical and 
administrative assistance to this district by contract. 


e CRERPA has provided the Lower Connecticut River Valley Selectmen’s 
Association with staff assistance in furthering its mutual interests and 
objectives since both organizations were established in the late sixties. 


e Public transit service along the shore between Clinton and Old Saybrook 
continues as a result of CRERPA’s assistance. 


In 1984 CRERPA also: 


@ Worked with the Lower Valley Selectmen’s Association in developing a 
plan for the transfer of the area’s solid waste to the Mid-Connecticut Project, a 
waste-to-energy plant in Hartford, in which all nine towns voted to participate. 


e Held workshops on Erosion and Sedimentation Control, Household 
Hazardous Wastes, Finance, Growth Management and Shellfish. Co-sponsors 
for these workshops included the University of Connecticut Extension Service 
and Mid-State RPA, the League of Women Voters, and Sounds Conservancy. 


e Reviewed and commented on twenty-six separate proposed subdivision or 
zone changes referred to it during the year. (State law requires that all 
subdivisions crossing or touching town boundaries and all zone changes 
affecting an area within 500 feet of another town be referred to the Agency.) 


e Produced three videotape programs on hazardous waste, shellfish 
restoration efforts and the Gateway Commission for airing over the local 
public access TV channel. 
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e Maintained a working data base on the Region’s population, housing, 
land use, employment, transportation and public facilities. 


e Participated in statewide discussions on a proposed rewrite of planning- 
enabling ‘egislation. 


e Reviewed and presented testimony on various other legislative proposals 
affecting the interests of the Region. 


e Continued to serve as host to the Gateway Commission, Lower 
Connecticut Valley Selectmen’s Association, Estuary Transit District, 
Regional Committee on Aging and CATV Advisory Counceil. 


e Proposed and adopted a transportation plan update for 1985. 


e Participated in asymposium on Specialized Transportation sponsored by 
the State Department of Aging. 


e Continued to publish periodic newsletters dealing with matters of area 
concern. 


e Changed its program and fiscal year to July 1 through June 30to coincide 
with member towns. 


e Presented Don Noel, Political Analyst, as guest speaker at the annual 
spring dinner. 


FINANCING 

CRERPA relies on its member towns to provide its base support funding 
each year. In FY 1984-85 this amounted to 90 cents per capita, which was then 
used to match whatever state and federal grant sources were available to 
areawide planning organizations like CRERPA. This investment in the area’s 
future represents a very small fraction of the general government operating 
budgets of the nine towns but it provides the kind of planning and support 
activities which have resulted in bringing and additional $400-500,000 of 
outside funds into the Region annually. In January 1985 the Agency voted to 
curtail all staff activities in or on behalf of Deep River, in turn, voted at Town 
Meeting not to pay its dues for the coming fiscal year.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission serves as a voice for the natural assets of the 
Town, insuring that our waters, air, soil, open spaces, marshes and wildlife 
receive adequate protection as continuing demands are placed on the 
environment. The Commission provides public information and makes 
recommendations to Town, State and Federal agencies regarding activities 
and proposed legislation that may have an impact on the natural environment. 


The State Department of Environmental Protection, the Army Corps of 
Engineers and other agencies notify the Commission of applications for 
regulated activities which may have adverse environmental impacts such that 
we may offer information, comments or testimony. The Commission has a 
member who sits on the Inland Wetlands Commission which regulates 
activities in inland marshes and streams. Residents are encouraged to ask the 
Conservation Commission to investigate any situation that appears to be 
harmful to the Town’s natural resources and/or contrary to laws and 
ordinances affecting them.

The past year has been a busy one for the Economic Development 
Commission. 


We have helped five new businesses to settle in Old Saybrook, and are 
currently working with two concerns planning to develop sizable facilities in 
Town. There have been seventy-one inquiries received during the year seeking 
information about locating businesses in Old Saybrook plus a constant stream 
of miscellaneous inquiries ranging from reporters, realtors, Universities, and 
professionals through individuals/companies looking for demographic 
statistics to people who need information concerning Town agency functions 
and protocol, and requests for our Vital Statistics Brochure. 


The Commission has developed a proto-type of a more restricted industrial 
zone which is now being studied by the Zoning Commission. We are presently 
engaged in finishing a study of Marine/Commercial land in Town which we 
expect will lay the groundwork for positive Marine/Commercial development. 
We hope to have the study available in the early Fall.

There is a fair amount of business related information culled from various 
resources such as the Connecticut Department of Economic Development and 
the small Business Administration available to the public in our office. The 
Economic Development Commission has also compiled several studies of its 
own: The Town Development Questionnaire (1979), The Economic Evaluation 
and Review of the Town Plan of Development (1980), The Land Inventory 
Report (1984), and the Marine/Commercial Study (1985) in cooperation with 
Norman Bender of the Marine Advisory Service, University of Connecticut.

Writing a final end-of-the-year report after thirteen years as Old Saybrook’s 
Superintendent of Schools is a bittersweet experience. While looking forward to 
another exciting chapter in my life, I know that I shall miss greatly working in 
a school system that has such an outstanding staff, caring and supportive 
parents and delightful young people. I have enjoyed and benefited from the 
experience and am grateful for the support I have received during my thirteen 
year tenure. I trust that, at least in some small measure, I have contributed to 
making the Old Saybrook schools the kinds of learning institutions in which 
the community can take pride. 


I am hopeful that my successor can also enjoy the support of the community 
and I wish him every sucess in meeting his and the community’s aspirations. 


During the 1984-1985 school year the Board of Education experienced its 
first binding arbritration when agreement was not reached with the Old 
Saybrook Education Association after a long series of contract negotiations 
sessions. The award, written by the impartial negotiator, favored the teachers’ 
position. 
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Five year capital improvement and enrollment and staffing plans were 
prepared by the administration and approved by the Board of Education. The 
first step in the enrollment and staffing plan will include the transfer of grade 
four students to Main Street School in September, 1985. The enrollment 
projections suggest that the massive decrease in enrollment in the schools is 
starting to “bottom out” and it can be anticipated that some growth will be 
taking place in the near future. 


As a result of last years evaluation by the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges, in October Old Saybrook Senior High School was 
granted continued accredition and the high school staff continued its review of 
recommendations made by the evaluation committee. 


Because of an anticipated shortfall in the medical benefits budget, caused 
by increased premium costs, it was necessary to place a freeze on some 
accounts. As a result, some plans, included in the original budget proposal, 
were not completed. 


Highlights of the year included a strong professional improvement plan for 
teachers, continuing review and assessment of thecurriculum, activities by the 
Ad Hoc Committee and substantial improvements in the Adult Education 
program. During the fall semester 304 adults took advantage of adult 
education offerings and the winter semester saw 308 enrollees. 


I am pleased and proud of what has been accomplished and I thank, most 
sincerely, the administrative staff, teachers, support staff and citizens for their 
support and encouragment. I leave Old Saybrook with a feeling of accomp- 
lishment and with optimism that its students are in good hands.

5. A teacher who becomes qualified to change from Sixth Year to Doctorate 
status will receive a $750.00 increase separate from the percentage increase, 
to be added after percentage increase is applied. 


Minimum Salary 

Minimum starting salary for a full time teacher is established for 1985-1986 
as between $13,865.00 and $15,500.00. No teacher employed by the Board 
during 1984-1985 shall receive an annual salary during 1985-1986 which is 
less than $15,500.00, plus the general negotiated rate of increase. 


Longevity 

In recognition of length and quality of service rendered to the Old Saybrook 
Public Schools, the Board of Education will, upon recommendation of the 
Superintendent, pay teachers with ten (10) or more years of experience in 
Old Saybrook an annual longevity payment as follows: 


Upon completion of 20 years to 24 years............ $300.00 Annually 
Upon completion of 25 years to 29 years............ $400.00 Annually 
Upon completion of 30 years and over.............. $500.00 Annually 


B. Insurance Benefits 
1. The Board shall provide for each teacher the following insurance coverage 
or its equivalent: 

a. 100% coverage of Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Connecticut, Inc. 
individual or family coverage under the Extended Plan with semi- 
private room credit, out-patient rider benefits, full maternity rider and 
over 19 dependent care. 


b. 100% coverage of individual or family full service prescription drug 
benefit rider. 


c. 100% coverage of individual or family Major Medical Insurance with 
$100.00 deductible and $1,000,000.00 limit. After payment of deductible, 
80% of all additional covered medical expenses up to $2,000.00; when the 
excess of eligible charges exceeds $2,000.00, plan will pay 100% of the 
balance up to the maximum. 


d. 100% coverage of individual or family Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Connecticut, Inc. 94 Century with Home and Office Medical Care 
Endorsement at $270.00, payable 90% by employer, 10% employee (co- 
pay applicable to increase from $90.00 to $270.00 premium). 


e. The Board agrees to provide a minimum of $30,000.00 term life insurance 
for each teacher. An additional $30,000.00 of term group life insurance 
will be provided at employee expense contingent upon participation by 
seventy-five (75%) of the membership of the bargaining unit. 


f. 100% coverage of Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Connecticut, Inc. 
individual basic dental plan. Any increase in premium during any 
contract year will be borne by teacher participating in plan. Board to 
pick up increased premium costs in following contract year. Board 
agrees to payroll deduction for teachers who elect family plan. 


2. Teachers using their cars for approved school-connected travel shall be 
reimbursed according to existing IRS allowable deduction. (Currently $.20 
per mile.)

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REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Old Saybrook Environmental Health Department in its continuing 
efforts to protect the Public Health of our community has in cooperation with 
the State Department of Health Services and the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration modified its’ food service inspection program to include a 
technique known as Hazardous Analysis of Critical Control Points (HACCP). 


The technique involves rating a food service establishment for risk based on 
primary customers, type of menu, number of meals served per day etc. and then 
concentrate the methods used for preparation, handling and service on high 
hazard foods in food service establishments with high potential risk. A 
particular food or group of foods is carefully followed from purchase to 
preparation and handling through service, paying particular attention to 
plotting time versus temperature versus handling to determine at what point 
contamination and growth can occur and demonstrate how these problems can 
be corrected. 


This technique, though time consuming, proved very effective in 
pinpointing the cause and corrections necessary in resolving the one food 
poisoning incident involving four individuals that occurred this year. 


Weather conditions again had an impact on wells and septic systems. The 
last two years involved rainfall at twice normal amounts. This year we have 
turned 180 degrees and are experiencing a drought that has yielded only one 
half our normal rainfall. The lowering of ground water tables has resulted ina 
decrease in septic system problems but has caused some well problems and 
increased complaints of changing water quality. 


We have issued permits for 70 septic system repairs, 58 new systems and 19 
wells. We have attempted to continue to work with the Department of 
Environmental Protection and Coast Guard in detecting and cleaning up oil 
spills. 


Sampling of pools, ponds and sea has insured good quality bathing areas. 


We continued to work with the various commissions to regulate develop- 
ment in a manner that will not endanger the Public Health of the community. 


As the support agency for the Water Pollution Control Authority we have 
worked closely with the Department of Environmental Protection and the Ad 
Hoc Waste Water Committee in choosing a consulting engineer to evaluate 
solutions to our waste water problems. 


To this end the Old Saybrook Environmental Health Department and the 
Water Pollution Control Authority have conducted sanitary inspections and 
site evaluations of our 300 houses this spring and summer, and have continued 
to monitor ground and surface waters for quality. 


REPORT OF THE ESTUARY TRANSIT DISTRICT 


The ESTUARY TRANSIT DISTRICT was officially convened as an 
operating district under the provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes on 
February 18, 1981, with all nine towns of the Estuary Planning Region 
participating. The nine members of the policy board, one from each town, 
include Jeanne Simmons of Chester, Virginia Zawoy of Clinton (Chairman), 
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Russell McNutt of Deep River, Richard Riggio of Essex, Eleanor Becker of 
Killingworth, Carlton Dickerman of Lyme (Vice Chairman), Kinsley Twining 
of Old Lyme (Treasurer), Raymond Kelly of Old Saybrook (Secretary) and 
William Daly of Westbrook. Each member has a proportionate vote, depending 
on the population being represented. 


The District provides funding support to local public transportation 
services by contracting for such service with the towns of Chester, Deep River 
and Essex (Tri-Town Bus Service) and with the Estuary Council of Senior 
Clubs, Inc. for dial-a-ride service throughout the nine-town area. A new service 
was initiated in 1984 along the shoreline with the cooperation of Clinton, 
Westbrook and Old Saybrook. This provides Saturday only service along Route 
One between Ferry Point in Old Saybrook and the Madison townline. 


Administration and technical services to the District are provided by the 
Connecticut River Estuary Regional Planning Agency, also by contract. The 
District engages no staff of its own. The RPA director, Stanley V. Greimann, 
serves as the acting director of the District. 


These contracted services, both operating and administrative, cost the 
District a total of $54,788.81 from its own coffers in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1984. Besides supporting the services themselves with local funds directly, 
the towns provide $1,200. to the District for administering its affairs, and the 
RPA provided another $3,633.45 in in-kind service. The service operators, in 
turn, were reimbursed for 50% of their eligible expenses. In July 1984 the State 
of Connecticut agreed to provide two-thirds of the non-federal share of the costs 
beginning with the 84-85 fiscal year. This will further reduce the local costs of 
the system. 


According to ridership records maintained by the operators of the 
transportation services funded with District support, some 43,307 passenger 
trips were provided during the fiscal year 83-84.

REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK FIRE CO., NO. 1, INC. 


The Old Saybrook Fire Department had an active and progressive year 
during 1984-85 “‘Celebration 3'4’’. But we also had our sad times. We lost one of 
our best people: Firefighter Raymond F. Savelli passed away on March 28. 


The Old Saybrook Fire Department responded to 304 calls involving 2,145 
man-hours. Fortunately, only six calls were for major fires and all fire related 
injuries were minor, occurring to three civilians and twelve firefighters. 


All seventy-five members of our Company are volunteers, and no person 
receives any pay for emergency duties. We operate three pumpers, an aerial 
ladder truck, rescue truck, and brush truck. 


Although medical emergencies are handled by police officers and 
ambulance technicians, we maintain a rescue truck equipped with oxygen, 
medical supplies, and rescue equipment, including the ‘‘Hurst Jaws of Life”. 
Our MarineDivision has SCUBA equipped diving technicians and we operate 
the Town’s two police boats during marine emergencies.

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Our most important event was the arrival of the new truck on July 28, 1984. 
The Pierce Truck with a 1,000 gallon tank and 1,500 gallon per minute pump, 
replaced a pumper broken down after 26 years of service. Purchased fully 
equipped for $145,000. its primary purpose is carrying water to areas without 
hydrants. During this first year of operation the new Pierce was especially 
effective at dozens of calls in sections without hydrants including incidents on 
Interstate 95 and Route 9 and fires in buildings and marshes in outlying areas. 


The recent installation of hydrants in the Borough of Fenwick is a major 
improvement. We commend our Fenwick neighbors for adding and maintain- 
ing this new hydrant system at their own expense. We are greatly concerned 
that there are still major areas with no hydrants including the Route 9 and I-95 
complexes and the northern sections of Ingham Hill Road, Schoolhouse Road, 
Essex Road, and Otter Cove. 


Five major building fires occured during the 84-85 fiscal year: July 16th on 
South Cove Road, August 15th on Lakewood Circle, September 28th on 
Cedarwood Lane, April 9th on Lynde Street and May 4th on Maple Avenue. 
The other major call involved a large area of meadowlands near Ferry Road on 
April 29th. 


An important factor in our yearly statistics is that smoke detectors and 
automatic alarms are being used.in many homes and businesses. Because of 
their ability to detect blazes before they get out of control, they are very 
effective, but they also cause false alarms. Of our 70 false alarms, only one was 
malicious. Although smoke detectors and automatic alarms sometimes cause 
unnecessary calls, they are among a firefighter’s most valuable tools. 


Old Saybrook firefighters are very proud of our professional and innovative 
training programs. In addition to such traditional sessions as truck operation, 
water relays, and ladder drills, we had exercises involving live fire at our 
training building at Clark Fireman’s Field on Elm Street. We also had a 
simulated disaster at a convalescent home, rescue of persons fallen through the 
ice, and simulated boating accidents. Besides responding with us on most 
alarms, the Old Saybrook Ambulance Association, another all volunteer 
agency, was always willing to assist us by training many of our personnel in 
emergency medical procedures. 


A spectacular fire in the meadowlands near Ferry Road, April 29th. 
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Our departed friend, Raymond F. Savelli, was a firefighter, former 
Assistant Chief, and former Town Fire Marshal. At the time of his death he 
was serving as Assistant Treasurer of our company. His death is a great loss to 
the entire Department and the Community. 


On January 8th there was a change of command at the firehouse. Chief 
Wayne F. Wysocki was succeeded by Coleman C. Bushnell. Chie Wysocki 
continues to serve as a firefighter and Company Trustee.

REPORT OF THE OLD SAYBROOK 
FIRE MARSHAL 


Plans for new construction and renovation of buildings under the 
jurisdictions of the Fire Safety Code, combined with the ever increasing 
demands placed upon the Office of the Fire Marshal, precipitated the action of 
the Board of Selectmen and Finance to elevate the Fire Marshal’s position to 
full time status for the new Fiscal Year. Indeed the diversity of situations 
encountered by the Office during the past year reflected the stress of 
attempting to conduct inspections, review plans, investigate fires and make 
court appearances reinforced this need. Undoubtedly the community will reap 
the benefits of having a full time Fire Marshal available to respond to 
questions and emergencies as they arise. 


A review of the past year’s activity finds the Office having completed 161 
fire safety inspections, of which 38 represented monitoring new construction or 
renovation; 72 Liquor Permit inspections, including follow up inspections to 
monitor corrective actions and 2 inspections for the installations of 
underground tanks for the storage of flammable liquids. Also the Office 
responded to requests from applicants seeking issuance or renewal of various 
State Licenses, other than Liquor Permits. A total of 12 such inspections were 
conducted for the following State agencies:

Finally 9 vehicles were inspected and issued permits for the transportation of 
flammable liquids; all schools were inspected jointly by the State Department 
of Education and this Office at the request of the Superintendent of Schools 
and 24 Blasting Permits were issued. 


These inspections yielded 17 Reports to the Building Inspector to check 
problems of mutual concern along with generating 28 Modification 
Applications forwarded to the Bureau of the State Fire Marshal. The 
Modification Application process enables property owners to offer alternatives 
to the requirements of the Fire Safety Code rather than conforming to strict 
compliance with the Code. Only 3 of the applications filed were rejected by the 
Bureau of the State Fire Marshal. Under the Statutes plans for new 
construction/renovation must be reviewed by the Office prior to the issuance of 
a Building Permit and during the year the Office conducted 48 plan reviews. 
Lastly through the cooperation of the Zoning Department the Office was able 
to conduct 9 Zoning Plan Reveiws to ensure for the access of emergency 
vehicles and the installation of various fire protection equipment. 


Other noteworthy activity included the Town’s adopting an Ordinance to 
initiate a self inspection program for small businesses. Approval by Town 
Meeting, the Ordinance became effective in November, 1984, making Old 
Saybrook the only municipality in Connecticut to adopt such a program. 
Through the use of mail return questionnaire the business community 
“inspect” their building to enhance fire safety. While the program does not take 
the place of the required annual fire safety inspection conducted by the Fire 
Marshal, it is envisioned that the program will increase fire prevention 
awareness. During the year 20 businesses were selected to participate in the 
program with encouraging results. Celebration 3'2 generated a number of 
requests including review of the fireworks site for fire safety purposes. While 
discussing fireworks the Office conducted it’s annual fireworks sweep of area 
businesses and for the second consecutive year no illegal fireworks were found 
being offered for sale to the public. Preparing contingency plans for health care 
facilities is another area of concern for the Office. In July, 1984, the Office in 
cooperation with the Fire and Police Departments, Civil Preparedness and 
Ambulance Association conducted a disaster drill at the Saybrook Convales- 
cent Hospital. A building collapse was simulated requiring the staff at the 
Hospital to evacuate patients, provide medical treatment and work with the 
various Town emergency services. Concluding the drill all participants 
reviewed this first ever activity in an extremely favorable manner. 
Cooperating with the Fire Department the Office delivered smoke detectors to 6 
residents as part of a promotional campaign sponsored by the New Haven 
Register. Also several Town Departments identified a potential hazardous 
condition at a local condominium complex and the Office responded by 
diseminating information to 44 units within the complex. The Legislature 
adopted a new Public Act in 1984 which requires the Fire Marshal to notify the 
Fire Chief of any building which stores or uses hazardous chemicals, liquids or 
gases. The Office canvassed 20 firms and secured data which will hopefully 
protect firefighters should an emergency arise. Finally the Office assisted the 
Westbrook Fire Department with a fire investigation, attended a State Fire 
Marshal’s training program concerning tank vehicle transportation and 
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attended a construction conference addressing the blasting associated with 
the Interstate 95 construction. 


Hazardous conditions and compliants represent situations where urgent 
action is required. During the year the Office responded to 12 such instances, 
issued 27 Abatement Orders, 16 Police Reports and 14 Prosecutor’s 
Notifications. A majority of these notices addressed a series of propane leaks at 
a local shopping center and the corrective actions of local merchants ensured 
community safety. 


Fire each year causes injury to civilian and fire personnel as well as the loss 
of property. However, the Old Saybrook Volunteer Fire Department maintains 
these losses at the absolute minimum. During the past year a total 309 
National Fire Incident Reports (NFIRS) were filed with the Bureau of the State 
Fire Marshal along with 11 Injury Reports (8 firefighter and 3 civilians), 
fortunately all were relatively minor injuries. Property loss during the past 
year represented $167,553 with 90 fires occuring in residential or commercial 
property and motor vehicles. The classified 5 of these fires as either suspicious 
or arson type fires. The activity is listed as follows:

REPORT OF THE 
FORT SAYBROOK MONUMENT PARK ASSOCIATION 


The dedication of Fort Saybrook on July 4th was a great success. Both 
Governor O’Neill and Commissioner Stanley Pac were impressed by what the 
Town and the Association had jointly accomplished to create an historical 
park at Saybrook Point. Realizing that so far we have been able only to 
complete Phase I of our Master Plan, they encouraged us to apply immediately 
for funds to finish Phase II, which covers the area known as the Roundhouse. 
The DEP apparently has available surplus funds for this purpose. We did 
prepare a grant application. 


If approved, this additional grant under the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund will amount to between $25,000 and $30,000. Like the first one received, it 
calls for 50% Federal money, 25% State and 25% Local, thus obligating the 
Town to a contribution of between $6,000 and $7,500. Obviously, no provision 
has been made in the Town’s ’85-86 budget for this amount, but we are hopeful 
that the Board of Finance will be willing to make this commitment. Judging 
from past experience, the outlay will not be required until next Spring. 


Phase 2—Project Description 
GENERAL 


Extend the passive park dedicated July 4, 1985, approximately 150 feet 
toward the Connecticut river. The benefits will be more vistas for enjoying the 
river and additional walkways for recreational walkers. 


Details 


1. Regrade, place top soil and seed. Finished lawn to be level with top of granite 
foundations of railroad roundhouse. 


2. Provide a bituminous paved walkway loop from the existing parking area. 


3. Remove the existing chainlink fence along the right of way. Replace with 
shrubs to discourage cars from entering. (Assume the ROW will never be 
landscaped.) 


4, Provide catch basins for surface drainage. 
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5. Provide water for washing restrooms and for watering by extending existing 
service or by adding a well point system. 


6. Provide walkway lighting from parking to restrooms and pole lighting 
along drive. Provide outlet at restrooms. 


7. Site equipment should include one trash receptacle, two benches and a small 
number of story board panels.

REPORT OF THE 
HOMEMAKER—HOME HEALTH AIDE SERVICE 


The purpose of the Agency is to offer care to families or individuals when 
age, illness, or a handicapping condition limits their ability to function 
independently. It is not a single service but a range of services with a common 
goal; to preserve the home and to improve the quality of life by providing help 
in the home. 


The Homemaker/Home Health Aides who attend these clients are Agency 
employees who are screened, hired, trained and assigned by the professional 
staff of the Agency. The staff also supervise and evaluate performance and 
work together with the Public Health Nursing agency when personal care is 
given to a patient. The Agency is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors 
with representatives from each of the seven towns served. Approval is granted 
by the National HomeCaring Council because the Agency meets the required 
National Standards. All of these safeguards assure town residents that if they 
should need care for themselves or a family member they may be confident of 
responsible, high quality care. 


During 1984-85 the Agency provided 29,886 hours of service to 378 patients. 
Old Saybrook residents had 7,366 hours and 3,264 visits. 


The contribution allocated to the Agency from the town assists local 
residents who may not have a third party source of payment and are unable to 
afford full charges. In this way the town and the Agency work together so that 
necessary care can be provided. 


This year two new programs were initiated. One is to provide hairdresser 
and barber services to those at home. A registered hairdresser is employed by 
the Agency which also provides all necessary equipment for those who may be 
bedridden or homebound. Hairdresser visits totaling 157 were made in the 
program’s first year of operation and it has been well received. 


A Hospice/Extended Hours program was undertaken in cooperation with 
area Nurisng associations for the purpose of making Companions, Home- 
makers, Home Health Aides and Nursing available 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year. This will greatly support families who need assistance with care of a 
patient, to give respite to the usual caregiver or to aid the person who is 
dependent and alone but has needs for other than daytime hours. 


With an increasing elderly population and shortened hospital stays, the 
Agency is attempting to meet community needs with high quality, cost 
effective care.

REPORT OF THE MOSQUITO CONTROL PROGRAM 


This Spring and Summer have been great outdoors without too many 
mosquitoes and other annoying insects. This was due to less rainfall and lower 
water table. The deer flies were above average in number for some reason and 
some areas had their share of Japanese beetles. 


As alway in the Spring we used a Diazinon Solution which is an effective 
pesticide against ticks and other insects. In the Summer we turned to a 3% 
Malathion Solution which is more effective against the mosquito population. 


Public and some commercial establishments were sprayed at regular 
intervals while individual homes are sprayed only on demand. Residents must 
call Town Hall, 388-3401 for this service. If one is planning a picnic or party, 
etc., please call ahead of time and we will be happy to make you more 
comfortable. 


A word of advice: do not keep containers that collect stagnant water around 
the home. These receptacles are small inland pools made to order for mosquito 
breeding.

REPORT OF THE 
PARKS AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


Regular meetings of the Parks and Recreation Commission are held the 
third Tuesday of every month at 7:30 p.m. at the Recreation Building. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission is responsible for developing and 
maintaining Old Saybrook’s parks, beaches and facilities, and for providing 
varied recreational opportunities for the people of the town. In discharging 
these responsibilities the members of the Commission spend a minimum of 
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three hours at the monthly meetings. In addition, Commissioners can expect to 
put in about thirty extra hours during the year for special events. Between 
meetings, the Vice Chairman and the Chairman are more closely in touch with 
the department, the Chairman spending several hours a week on commission 
matters. 


At present a number of facilities are maintained and programmed through 
the Parks and Recreation Department, and they are as follows: Parks and 
Recreation Department offices, maintenance operations and a variety of 
recreational activities. 


Schoolhouse Road Town Park is a 180-acre park and contains a playground 
area, skating shelter, comfort stations, multipurpose playfield, the Dr. Milton 
Clark Amphitheatre, and a picnic area, as well as five miles of hiking trails. 
Maps of all trails and applications for group outings at Town Park are 
available upon request at the Parks and Recreations Department office. 


Saybrook Acres Town Park, located on Trask Road, is a family activity park 
encompassing four tennis courts, timberform play apparatus, and a 
multipurpose play court area featuring outdoor basketball facilities. Rotary 
Field is located within the park for youth ball games. 


Veterans Memorial Park, located on Main Street, is dedicated to those who 
died while serving our country. Benches and landscaping provide a pleasant 
oasis in the center of town. In addition, the Lion’s Club Gazebo is located in the 
park, and numerous free band concerts are held there annually. 


The town administers two beaches on Great Hammock Road which are 
staffed for community safety for months of June through Labor Day. 
Available at the Town Beach are comfort stations, recreation shelter, and 
swimming area. Harvey’s Beach offers, in addition to swimming area, 
picnicing, large sunbathing area, and bathhouse with changing facilities. 
Information on daily admissions or season’s passes may be acquired by calling 
the Recreation Department (388-3557). 


McMurray Field, located adjacent to Main Street School, is a youth ballfield 
dedicated to the late local police officer, Raymond McMurray. 


School Facility Usage—major recreational program offerings take place in 
our school gymnasiums. 


The Commission particularly acknowledges the untiring efforts and 
devotion of the staff under the supervision of our able Director, Roger 
Goodnow, and Assistant Director, Vicki Duffy, in planning and directing our 
fine programs and managing our physical properties. 


As in the past years, a significant part of the department’s ability to provide 
recreation programs is the unselfish dedication and commitment of time and 
effort to these individuals, agencies, and organizations who so greatly 
benefitted their community. It would be difficult to individually list all such 
participants, but it is only fitting that in an Annual Report we express sincere 
appreciation to those who have helped in the past, and to encourage other 
citizens in the year to come to provide their ideas and talents to truly make this 
a community recreation program shared by all. 


In September 1984 the Parks and Recreation Commission moved into its 
new administrative office and community center, located at the former Unit #6 
of the Old Saybrook Junior High School at 60 Sheffield Street. During the first 
year of operation the Community Center provided twenty-seven community 
organizations with available meeting space, coordinated over a dozen new

Senior Citizen program opportunities, and the games room area was enjoyed 
by approximately 350 youth of Junior and Senior High School age. In addition, 
the Center also has a pre-school recreation area, a lounge and a fine arts center 
for residents of all ages. The Parks and Recreation Department is proud of the 
variety and balance of programs that this new facility has made possible for all 
residents. 


To better inform the general community, the Parks and Recreations 
Department published asummer brochure and a fall and winter program guide 
which is distributed through the school assemblies and other public facilities. 


Monthly notices are delivered to youth at Old Saybrook schools, keeping 
them abreast of new activities. In addition to public announcement programs 
on W.L.I.S., the following area newspapers frequently publish listings of 
department programs and commission activities: Hartford Courant, New 
London Day, Middletown Press, New Haven Register and the Pictorial. 


It is our sincere hope that community residents will participate and enjoy 
our facilities and programs in the year to come.

REPORT OF THE PENSION BOARD 


We are pleased to report that the retirement system continues to operate ona 
sound actuarial basis providing significant benefits to the employees of the 
Town. The “‘actuarially computed value of vested benefits’’ for active 
employees and pensioners is $1,184,500. This represents the single premium 
under the Retirement Plan’s investment return and mortality assumption to 
provide benefits to the pensioners, beneficiaries, vested former employees and 
those active employees who are vested or eligible to retire. The actuarial value 
of the assets of the Plan exceed this amount by $206,500. 


As of July 1, 1985, the retirement benefit for present employees was 
increased from 1.25% for each year of credited service to 1.50%. This represents 
a gain of twenty percent (20%) in pension payments. For any retired member or 
survivor of a deceased member on the pension rolls as of July 1, 1985, his or her 
retirement benefit was increased by two percent (2%) for each whole year and 
completed month that he or she was on the pension rolls, subject toa maximum 
of twenty percent (20%). 


In the future, as in the past, the Pension Board will continue its work to 
provide an adequate pension for those who serve the Town so well. 


My thanks to the members of the Pension Board, Philip Ranelli, Eileen 
Torrenti, Donald Durkee and Maria Freese for their work and to Gloria 
Roberts, Valerie Patterson and Town Treasurer, Gloria Fogg for their 
assistance during the year.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The members of the Planning Commission are: Edward Marcolini, 
Chairman; Kathryn Meyer, Vice Chairman; Richard Daniele, Secretary; 
Mildred Ploszay, Allan Breault and alternates Shirley Annunziata and 
William McGhee. During the past year C. Brian Piontkowski and Gerald N. 
Van Atta resigned as members of the commission due to the pressure of 
business. Alternate Daniele replaced Mr. Piontkowski, and there is one 
alternate vacancy at the present time. Winifred McGowan was hired, on a part- 
time basis, to assist the commission in reviewing subdivision applications. 
George J. Kinsley of Madison is the commission’s legal counsel, and Nicole 
Theriault and Marion Carpenter serve as Clerks. 


Regular meetings are scheduled for the first and third Wednesdays of each 
month, except during July and August when only one meeting is held each 
month. During the past fiscal year the commission met twenty times and held 
public hearings on seven applications. The commission approved thirteen 
subdivisions and five resubdivisions, seven Coastal Site Plan Reviews, and 
amendments to the Subdivision Regulations to provide for Soil Erosion and 
Sediment Control, as mandated by State Statutes. 


The commission recommended approval of seventeen referrals from the 
Zoning Commission and two referrals from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


At the present time the commission is working with Robert S. Bryan, 
Planning Consultant, on updating the Plan of Development.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF POLICE SERVICES 


The success or failure of a police department is measured by the level of 
support that is received from the community that it serves. This support is 
earned by providing balanced programs of general law enforcement integrated 
with other emergency services that are available to each and every citizen. The 
Old Saybrook Department of Police Services is dedicated to providing such a 
balanced program that will hopefully earn continued community support. 


Highlights for 1984 are: 


e The administrative efficiency of the department was increased in 1984 
with the installation of a computer aided management information system. 
This system, which will be fully operational during 1985, has streamlined the 
receipt, storage, and recall of vital information. The need for improved 
administrative productivity is critical as the number of incidents continues to 
climb while the number of personnel available to handle these tasks remains 
static. 16,500 incidents were recorded in 1984 — up 32% since 1980. This 
escalation of activity is continuing in 1985. 


e Our officers have made a concerted effort to integrate their basic law 
enforcement activities with other community activities. Of note, are expanded 
neighborhood crime prevention programs, participation in ‘Safe Rides” and 
“Operation Graduation’’, and the very successful Juvenile Diversion Board. 
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e The Department’s radio communication equipment is in the process of 
upgrading. Our department and its 911 emergency line link dispatches all 
police, fire, and ambulance apparatus. Canine Control and the Marine 
Division are also dispatched via this equipment. Integrated into our Town’s 
communications system is the capability to interface with other Departments 
in the state and throughout the nation. We are presently well along in our 
planning for the implementation of the state mandated E 911. This service 
should be in operation in late 1986 or 1987. 


e Our Department’s “Driving While Intoxicated”’ program is in its fourth 
year of operation. This program mirrors the activities underway across our 
nation. Following state recommended guidelines and disciplines, the Old 
Saybrook Police participated in eight roadblocks and restricted numerous 
intoxicated drivers from the road. This program, while understandably 
unpopular with some, has received considerable support and effectively 
reduced the Town’s serious motor vehicle accident occurences. 


e Our Detective Division has reported the recovery of over $138,000.00 in 
stolen property. This unit reports that in excess of $419,000.00 in property was 
reported lost or stolen during the same period. 


The Commission recognizes that the nature of authority is such that it must 
be accompanied by accountability that insures that its exercise is consistent 
with the limits defined in its original creation. In their exercise of authority, our 
officers are accountable in three basic ways: (1) They are directly responsible 
to our Commission which provided the basis of their authority. (2) Their 
exercise of authority is subject to Judicial Review ranging from admissability 
of evidence to civil recourse and criminal prosecution of offenders. (3) The 
unique relationships between the people and the police requires that the police 
be answerable to the public if their authority is to be respected and accepted by 
the people. This most often is accomplished through internal discipline 
resulting from fair and objective investigation of complaints from the public. 


In short, the people of Old Saybrook expect and deserve high quality law 
enforcement services. The Commission is committed to that end and is 
confident that we are meeting the expectations of our community.

Connecticut succession tax rates and exemptions are dependent upon the 
relationship of the beneficiary to the decedent, and the exemption for spouse 
has increased from $100,000 to $300,000 while the exemptions for parent, 
grandparent, adoptive parent and any natural or adopted descendent has 
increased from $20,000 to $50,000. The new table is available in the court, so 
please stop by for it and any other brochure intended for information and 
guidance to those needing Probate Court services.

Public Health Nursing Staff

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The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Board administers the provision 
of comprehensive health services in the Town of Old Saybrook for the 
individual, the family, and the community to attain and maintain optimum 
health. This is accomplished through three major programs: Home Care, 
School and Community. 


The Old Saybrook Public Health Nursing Service administrative offices are 
located on the first floor of Kirtland House, 322 Main Street. Official working 
hours are 8:00 a.m. - 4:00 p.m. Monday through Friday. The Nursing Board 
meets once a month except July and August. Meetings are held at the Kirtland 
House at 7:30 P.M. 


Last years goals were accomplished: 


We have developed a continuum of care with the Middlesex Memorial 
Hospital Hospice Unit. Our terminal patients and their families are now 
assured of full support services, care and comfort in either the home or home- 
like environment in the hospital during their final days. Our cooperative 
venture with five area agencies for provision of intermittent skilled nursing 
and Home Health Aide services 24 hours seven days a week is becoming 
operational. We have made arrangements so that IV Therapy can be provided 
in the home thus allowing many patients earlier hospital discharge. 


We are most fortunate (and grateful) to receive a $4000 contribution from 
Fortune Plastics for the purchase of an Apple III computer for a community 
health management system through the Neighborhood Assistance program. 
Capital expenditure approval by the town supplied the software in time for on- 
system in July. 


Loan Closet donations allowed us to maintain an adequate supply of 
bedside equipment at Kirtland House to meet the requests from our Old 
Saybrook residents. Nursing scholarships were awarded to Mary Guion and 
Kris Hallisey. 


HOME CARE PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive, intermittent nursing services to the 
patient and the family in the home setting. Thisincludes direct skilled nursing, 
counselling and teaching to the ill (acute and chronically), elderly, mentally ill, 
pre and postnatal clients growing family members; the coordination and 
supervision of services rendered by other members of the health team such as 
physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, medical social 
services and homemaker/home health aide assistance; and referrals to other 
community resources. 


The number of patients receiving skilled health services in the home was 
177. An additional 20 were seen in the home for health guidance and teaching 
and sixteen treated in the nurses office. There were 157 admissions and 120 
discharges. Nearly twice as many females as males were visited. 77% were over 
65 years of age. The disease categories most served followed the national 
disease incidence: cancer, heart disease, stroke and pulmonary conditions. Our 
nursing visits increased by 30% due to the sicker patients discharged from the 
hospital requiring daily, and sometime twice daily, visits for dressing changes, 
injections technique instruction and/or concentrated skilled observation. 


Home Health Aide requests increased 20%. The therapies experienced gains 
of from 34% for physical therapy to 400% for occupational therapy. 
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EXTENDED HOURS PROGRAM 


Dressing changes, prescribed treatments and other skilled nursing care can 
be provided 24 hours a day - 7 days a week for the patient under a physician’s 
care. A cooperative arrangement with the nursing agencies of Clinton, 
Chester/Essex, Deep River and Westbrook and the Homemaker/Home Health 
Aide Services of the Valley Shore has made this improvement in service 
possible. A United Way grant was awarded to assist in its development. The 
program has serviced 43 Old Saybrook patients for 187 visits. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The provision of comprehensive nursing services to the student and family 
in the school setting. This includes direct skilled nursing for the injured and ill 
student; health guidance, counseling and teaching to the student and family; 
postural screening; screening for visual and hearing defects; maintenance of 
an up-to-date cumulative health information record for each student; and 
collaboration with school personnel in providing a healthful environment, 
physically and emotionally. Each of the three school nurses is responsible for 
about 500 students and the needs and demands are great in each school 
although they differ in emphasis; the physical problems being somewhat 
greater in the lower grades. The nurse’s office at each school is always staffed 
by either the school nurse or the school health aide when the nurse is making 
home visits and frequently by both. 


There was an overall 10% increase in student health services. The high level 
of student participation in our dental programs continues: 92% of the K-6th 
grade pupils took advantage of the fluroide mouthrinse program and the same 
number, 256, of K-8th grade students benefitted from the fluoride treatment 
provided by our dental hygienist. 


The Teacher’s Emergency Recognition Course was satisfactorily completed 
by 18 participants including our School Health Aides. School Medical Advisor, 
Dr. Donald Cook conducted a 3 hour seminar addressing the handling of 
emergency situations and injection technique (for anaphylactic reaction to bee 
stings.) Ambulance Association member led by Dottie Koehler taught the 
Heimlich Maneuver and CPR techniques following the Race for Life guidelines 
(one man method) in two 2 hour sessions. This will be an annual offering. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH 

The provision of comprehensive nursing services to the community for the 
prevention of disease and the promotion and maintenance of health and well- 
being through screening, monitoring, counseling and teaching. These include 
child health conferences, flu immunizations clinic, blood pressure screenings, 
Health Day and other community oriented activities addressing pertinent 
health needs and issues. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCE 

A health clinic is held each month (or more, depending on clients’ needs) at 
Kirtland House for Old Saybrook residents 0-5 years of age who are not under 
the care of a regular physician to ensure ongoing health care and supervision. 
Physical examinations are provided by a pediatric nurse practitioner under the 
preceptorship of Dr. William Irving, pediatrician. Immunizations are given, 
various screening tests are administered and health guidance and counseling 
are provided by the nurses at the clinic and in the home. The clinic is licensed 
annually by the Maternal Child Health Section of the State Department of 
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Health. There is no fee and we are reimbursed for services provided to Title XIX 
recipients. Our client census increased by 11% to 68. 13 clinics were held, 102 
physical exams performed and 93 immunizations were given. Five youngsters 
were referred for further medical care. 


FLU CLINIC 
The Senior Citizens’ flu clinic cosponsored by Old Saybrook and Westbrook 
Public Health Nursing Service immunized 443 people. 


BLOOD PRESSURE 

Blood pressure clinics are provided free of charge at various sites. Staff 
nurses and certified volunteer nurses augment the reading of the blood 
pressure measurement with health teaching and counseling regarding 
physician supervision, medication, diet, exercise and life style. 


Estuary Blood Pressure Screening 

This is held the third Wednesday of each month at the Senior Citizen 
Estuary lunch site at the Junior High School. 304 elderly were screened, 
48 were new. 


Kirtland House 

Each Tuesday from 12:30-1:30 P.M., a nurse is on hand for walk-ins 
desiring a blood pressure check. This hour was chosen to accoiamodate 
workers on their lunch break. Our 95 clients were seen for 327 visits. We 
had 25 new attendees and made 11 referrals for medical follow-up. 


Community 
Two public screenings were held on Saturday mornings: 81 shoppers 
were monitored and six referred. 


ANNUAL HEALTH DAY 

Our annual Health Day was held in April at the Old Saybrook High School. 
Cosponsored by the Public Health Nursing Agencies of Old Saybrook, 
Westbrook, Lyme and Old Lyme, the Shoreline Junior Women’s Club, and the 
Old Saybrook Lionesses Club, it serviced approximately 320 people. Over 60% 
were female. Over 252 took advantage of the three types of blood tests, 270 had 
blood pressure checks. 93 had the glaucoma screening; 36, prostate; 55, breast; 
50, oral; 26, feet and 44 hearing. Six physicians, five dentists, twenty nurses, 
four phlebotomists, over 93 volunteers and many other professionals and 
organization representatives worked with us to make it a successful day. 


Town Health Officer, Dr. Donald Cook trained eleven people in First Aid 
and Emergency Care in the school setting. This was geared toward Nursery 
School personnel whose licenses require a course in First Aid training every 
three years. Our students included a nurse and health aide from the Westbrook 
Schools as well. 


FEE ANALYSIS 

The agency fee is determined by actual agency cost. A fee is charged for all 
medical services ordered by a physician. This may be met by third party payors 
(Medicare, Medicaid Insurances) or may be adjusted to meet individuals 
circumstances.

REVENUES 


All monies received are for charged services only and are returned to the 
General Fund. These are skilled nursing, physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, speech therapy, medical social work, and home health aide services. 
$190,216.58 was returned to the General Fund, representing 77% of our 
expenditures. 


FUTURE PLANS AND GOALS 


There are, as always, many challenges for the the Old Saybrook Nursing 
Board. The national goal for health care cost containment has effected the 
Home Health Agencies from many directions: closer Medicare monitoring; 
more stringent written requirements; changes in primary medical care 
resulting in sicker patients returning home from various sources requiring 
more specialized care. The shift of fourth grade from Goodwin to Main Street 
will change the balance of health care to health teaching, allowing more 
classroom instruction involvement at the lower grade level and creating more 
individual health counseling at the middle school. We will continue with our 
major community activities, hoping to add more public screenings if time and 
manpower allow. We are determined to maintain our goal of meeting the health 
needs of all our Old Saybrook residents through established and new programs 
in the home, school and community.

SENIOR HOUSING CORPORATION 


Old Saybrook Senior Housing Inc. owns and operates Saye-Brooke Village 
at 55 Sheffield Street, Old Saybrook. There are 36 apartments, 4 with 2 
bedrooms, the balance one bed-room. Two are equipped for the handicapped. 
Rents are based on a percentage of income, the balance of operating costs being 
met by Federal Government subsidies. 


A number of vacancies have occurred 1: ing the year, which have been 
rapidly filled from our long waiting list, strictly in order of application and on 
the basis of newly issued income limits. The buildings have been re-stained and 
the property is in good order. The residents plan a number of social activities in 
the Wilcox Community Building. 


The facility is managed by Elderly Housing Management Corporation with 
Ms. Kathleen Griffis as Administrator. Nathanael Avery is resident 
Superintendent. 


The Board of directors will continue to search for ways to provide further 
facilities for Seniors. Progress in this regard is slow.

At the end of the fiscal year 1984-1985, we made the following report to the 
Board of Selectmen: 


$7,930, 190.78 in taxes collected on the current tax list 1984- 
1985 
$352,636.58 collected on back taxes, interest and lien fees 


This more than met the anticipated revenues needed from the Tax 
Collector’s Office to balance the budget for 1984-1985. We also reported we 
collected $738,164.92 in June on the 1985-1986 fiscal year taxes. This again 
allowed the town to pay bills due the first week in July without borrowing in 
anticipation of tax collections.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


In Connecticut, the cities and towns are designated by Statute with the 
responsibility for the provision of General Assistance in accordance with 
mandatory standards set by the Commissioner of the Connecticut State 
Department of Income Maintenance. 


General Assistance is a form of aid to families and individuals who have no 
resources or insufficient resources to meet essential maintenance and other 
needs and who have no immediate eligibility for assistance under a State or 
Federal Program. 


The assistance is generally for a short period of time, until recipients are 
accepted for State assistance or until their financial situation improves and 
they are no longer eligible for assistance. 


In the past year the town did assist, for varying periods of time, 68 families 
with a total of 177 people and 86 adult and individuals. 


Again the Old Saybrook Welfare Department had the opportunity to 
cooperate with Church and civic groups in the distribution of food and 
clothing, especially during holiday seasons. This activity is made possible by 
the unselfish efforts of many people and the generosity of our residents.

REPORT OF THE 
YOUTH AND FAMILY SERVICES COMMISSION 


Today’s rapidly changing world has placed new pressures on the family. As 
a result, many families need outside support, assistance and guidance in order 
to deal effectively with many stressful situations. 


Youth and Family Services continues to develop, coordinate and provide 
the needed services. Through counseling and other agency programs, 
individuals and families can explore issues in their lives, gain a better 
understanding of themselves and their situations and take the necessary 
action to resolve the problems they encounter. 


In addition, Youth and Family Services offers many programs that are 
preventative in nature. We believe that prevention programs of today will 
bring us a brighter tomorrow. 


1984-85 PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


COUNSELING: Counseling modalities include individual, family, couple 
and group. Crisis intervention services are also available. During this year a 
total of 400 clients were served in 2,333 counseling sessions. In addition, Youth 
and Family Services staff facilitated several groups which met throughout the 
year, namely:

POSITIVE YOUTH DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM: Our prevention pro- 
grams involve building competencies which promote their positive develop- 
ment of youth in their families, schools, peers groups and community. 


Youth Employment Service—Y.E.S. 

Provided 171 part-time jobs for 80 youths aged 13-18. This employment 
program provides a structured introduction to the world of work. 
Applications, interviews and job progress are monitored to help each 
participant meet success. 


Wilderness Programs 

Twelve youths participated in our intensive challenge programs (6 or 21 
days) and ongoing follow-up services. The goals of the programs include 
building self-esteem, learning how to work together, tolerate differences 
and resolve problems through communication. 


Peer Advocacy 

Provided peer counseling training (10-week program) and follow-up 
activities for 40 high school students. The program helps increase self- 
understanding and improve communication and decision-making skills, 
so that students can help other students. 


Juvenile Diversion Board 

A Board of seven community professionals reviewed 52 cases and 
diverted 30 youth from the State Juvenile Court System. The Juvenile 
Diversion Board is an alternative which allows young people to take 
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responsibility for their actions in the community. Recommendations 
have included community service, restitution, educational programs, 
counseling and positive youth development programs. 


Community Education 

Over 400 community members participated in this year’s educational 
programs. This year the following programs were offered: Stress 
Reduction, Babysitting Skills Course, Youth Employment Workshop, 
Shoplifting Prevention, ‘““Not My Kid” Drug and Alcohol Prevention, 
Adolescent Suicide and Developing Capable Young People. 


PROGRAM AND SERVICE COORDINATION: Youth and Family Services 
acts as a clearinghouse for disseminating social service information as well as 
providing linkage to other programs. Our agency works closely with clients to 
assess their needs and to make referrals to such programs as Welfare, 
Emergency Food, etc. Our Municipal Agent for the Elderly provides advocacy 
for Seniors and linkage to such programs as Weatherization, Social Security 
and Meals-On-Wheels. This year Youth and Family Services was responsible 
for providing information and referral services to over 350 people. 


COMMUNITY LIAISON: Our agency also continues to network with many 
local groups and town agencies to provide programs that enhance youth and 
their families. This year our agency was involved in the following community 
projects:

The Minutes of the meetings are filed with the Town Clerk, as required by 
State Statutes and are available for public inspection. 


During the year, a total of 136 appeals were heard by the Board. The 
disposition of the appeals were as follows:

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REPORT OF THE ZONING COMMISSION 


Meetings of the Zoning Commission are scheduled for the first and third 
Mondays of each month, except during July and August when the commission 
meets only once each month. When a holiday falls on a Monday, the meeting is 
scheduled for the following Monday. 


The members of the Zoning Commission are: Phyllis P. Folsom, Chairman; 
Edward F. McSweegan, Vice Chairman; Mario Sapia, Secretary; Betsy 
Ranelli, Richard Jones, and alternates Olive Pedinelli and David Tiezzi. At the 
present time there is one alternate vacancy due to the resignation of Margie 
Whipple who has moved to Old Lyme. 


During the 1984/85 fiscal year, the commission held twenty-two regular 
meetings and one special meeting. Public hearings were held on twenty-one 
applications. Two requests for Zone Changes were approved and two were 
denied; eleven applications for Site Plan were approved and one was denied. 
Nine applications for Special Exception Use were approved and three were 
denied; among those approved were two applications for Condominium 
Developments. Coastal Site Plan Reviews were conducted and approved on 
fourteen applications; three were denied. Commission members also made 
their annual gravel pit inspections. 


The commission approved amendments to the Zoning Regulations to 
provide for Soil Erosion and Sediment Control, as mandated by State Statutes; 
amendments to provide for Aquifer Protection; and to permit Convalescent 
Homes as a Special Exception Use in the B-4 District, and Accessory 
Apartments under certain conditions. 


At the annual meeting of the Connecticut Federation of Planning and 
Zoning Agencies, Mr. McSweegan was awarded a plaque in recognition of his 
twelve years of service to the Commission. 


George J. Kinsley of Madison is the commission’s legal counsel and Marion 
Carpenter serves as Clerk.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The Zoning Enforcement Officer (ZEO) has the responsibility of ensuring 
that the land use, ground coverage area, and height of all structures conform to 
the current Zoning Regulations of the Town of Old Saybrook. 


The ZEO also acts in an administrative/advisory capacity for the Planning 
Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals concerning all of the 
aforementioned regulations, and attends evening meetings. The ZEO is also 
responsible for ensuring that all applications submitted under the Coastal 
Management Program and the National Flood Insurance Program conform to 
all applicable local, state and federal regulations. 


During the past year 299 applications for Certificate of Zoning Compliance 
were processed. Fifty-two Coastal Site Plan Reviews and fifteen Flood Plain 
Area Permits were also processed. Records are not maintained for applications 
which were not accepted because they failed to conform to various regulations. 
During evening meetings, assistance was provided to the Zoning Commission 
in the processing of twelve applications for Special Exception Use, twelve 
applications for Site Plan Review, four applications for Zone Change; and to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals in the processing of 101 applications for 
variances. 


On occasion, as many as thirty individuals have visited or telephoned the 
office during a single morning. It is during those hours that I rely on the 
secretary of the Zoning Department, Marion Carpenter, for her capable 
knowledge and assistance.

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FORT SAYBROOK PARK 
DEDICATION SPEECH 


July 4, 1985 


This very month, 350 years ago, Saybrook Point, where we stand today, was 
about to become the center of a struggle for power in the new world, the outcome 
of which would determine the course of history in Connecticut. 


The contestants were, first, the peaceful Nehantic Indians and their 
conquerors, the warlike Pequots. The Nehantics called their settlement 
‘“‘Pashbeshauke,” the place at the river’s mouth. Second, the Dutch explorers 
and traders who in 1632 had set up a small trading post. And thirdly, those 
English adventurers who, under the protection of the Warwick Land Grant, 
were about to create a plantation as a refuge for the Puritan followers of 
Cromwell. 


Boldly, in July of 1635, the 15 Warwick Patentees appointed John Winthrop, 
Jr. as the first Governor of the River Connecticut. Young Winthrop engaged the 
services of Lieutenant Lion Gardiner to build a fort and lay out a town at the 
river’s mouth. 


Arriving in Boston from England in October, Winthrop learned that the 
Dutch were planning to occupy Pasheshauke. He immediately dispatched a 
small force to take control. The presence of 20 armed men and two cannons in 
November discouraged the Dutch from carrying out their plans. By 1654 the 
Dutch had abandoned the river altogether, ending their dream of a New 
Netherlands. New England it would be instead. 


The following spring Winthrop and Gardiner reached the point. Gardiner 
began to construct a stout Palisado Fort. Winthrop changed the name to Say- 
Brooke in honor of two of his patrons, Lord Saye & Sele and Lord Brooke. 


In April, Gardiner’s son, David, was born inside the fort, the first recorded 
birth of a European on the Connecticut frontier. During the summer, George 
Fenwick paid a visit—the only Warwick Patentee ever to set foot in Say- 
Brooke. 


In the spring of 1637 the Hostility of the Pequots reached the critical point 
where all the Puritans in the Connecticut Colony had to face the bitter fact that 
either the Pequots must be defeated or the outnumbered English would soon be 
exterminated. The Pequot War was the first armed conflict in New England, 
and the expedition to destroy the Pequot base in Mystic embarked from Fort 
Saybrook. The successful attack was carried out on May 26th, bringing peace 
to the Connecticut Valley. 


Thus, Connecticut’s third oldest settlement and first military fortification 
played a leading role in the early development of the Colony. This afternoon we 
are gathered not only to pay tribute to those hardy pioneers and their 
descendants but to recognize the influence of the first people to occupy and love 
this land—The friendly Nehantic Indians who taught the English to grow 
corn, who cut the trails making possible new settlements and new congrega- 
tions, so that the Saye-Brooke Colony eventually grew into seven townships. 


We are gathered to dedicate Fort Saybrook as an historic park. Through the 
historical markers placed around the park is told the story of three centuries 
and more of various land uses, a microcosm of how the coastal area grew and 
changed. 
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Fort Saybrook consists of nearly 18 acres, about eleven of which are 
marshland. From 1870 to 1940 it was owned by the Valley Railroad and its 
successor the New Haven Railroad. In 1940 it was conveyed to the State of 
Connecticut with the stipulation that it be used for “Monumental Purposes 
Only.” In 1980 the Fort Saybrook Mounument Park Association was formed, 
and the following year the property was transferred, by Special Act of the 
General Assembly, to the Town of Old Saybrook for the sum of one dollar. This 
dollar was raised by the Old Saybrook Class of 1986. 


For three summers we explored the site’s archeological importance, 
uncovering thousands of artifacts, the best of which we hope will be 
permanently displayed in the Old Saybrook Historical Society. We engaged a 
landscape architect to prepare a master plan and last year we set about the 
arduous task of raising the funds to make the park a reality. 


To name all the individuals and organizations who have made this park 
possible would try your patience, but I must cite a few: 

Frank Tinsley, who had the original dream; Governor O‘Neill; the State 
Department of Environmental Protection and through it the U.S. Land and 
Water Conservation Fund; Coastal Area Management Program; Former State 
Senator Richard Schneller; First Selectwoman Barbara Maynard, of Old 
Saybrook; Elsie-Ives Bakewell, our Campaign Director; the Directors of the 
Association, especially Jack Soper, Ken Gibble and Carol Skelly—all of whom 
devoted long hours to the details of construction; William Stewart, our 
Landscape Architect; Schumack Construction Company of Clinton; and Ed 
Mosca, Chief of Police, coordinator of this great event. 


Thus, on July Fourth, 1985, we stand on hallowed ground, to dedicate Fort 
Saybrook Monument Park to those who left their footprints on the fertile land 
above the tide, with the fervent hope that its legacy will enlighten and inspire 
generations yet to come.

In excess of 75% of all property owners within the area of the proposed 
district qualified to vote have cast votes in the affirmative to establish said 
district. The Old Saybrook Town Meeting has available to it the following 
actions with regards to the proposed district, on of which is to be taken at this 
Town Meeting. 


(1) To accept the report of the North Cove Historic District Study 
Committee dated July, 1984 and to enact an ordinance entitled ““North Cove 
Historic District 1984” and to provide for the operation of said historic district 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 7-147a to 7-147k, inclusive, of the 
General Statutes of Connecticut, as amended. 


(2) Reject the report of the North Cove Historic District Study Committee of 
July, 1984 and state upon the records of the Town Meeting the reasons for such 
rejection. 


(3) Return the report of the North Cove Historic District Study Committee 
to said committee, with such amendments and revisions thereto as the Town 
Meeting may deem advisable, for consideration by the committee. 
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The acceptance of the final report of the North Cove Historic District Study 
Committee, the establishment of the North Cove Historic District, and the 
boundaries thereof, and the enactment of the proposed ordinance creating such 
district, together with any other action on said issue taken at said Town 
Meeting, shall be as authorized and directed under the terms of Section 7-147b 
of the General Statues of Connecticut, as amended. 


Mr. Allen Karlbach asked to speak on the North Cove Historic Study 
Committee that was formed in August, 1982 and explained the purpose of the 
committee. He said that he would hope that the citizens would accept the report 
of the committee and the proposed Ordinance on file in the Town Clerk’s office 
which gave a brief description of the boundaries etc. and the power of the 
Commission and to set forth an effective date with the following changes— 
section 3—October lst be replaced with December Ist a..d in section 5, the 
effective date be changed from October 1, 1984 to May 1, 1985. 


A motion to move the adoption of option 1 asin the call of the meeting was 
made and seconded. 


A vote to accept the North Cove Historic Study Committee was made and 
seconded—unanimously. 


ITEM B. 

To approve a proposed Lease between the Town of Old Saybrook and 
Saybrook Manor Beach Cove Association, Inc. with respect to a portion of that 
roadway known as “‘Bay Side Avenue’”’. Said Lease is for a term of 25 years for 
the nominal consideration of $1.00 per year. Also, in conjunction with the 
approval of said Lease, and as a condition thereof, to take action on behalf of 
the Town to abandon as a Town road all of Bay Side Avenue. Said Bay Side 
Avenue extends in an easterly direction from its intersection with Middletown 
Avenue. Said abandonment of Bay Side Avenue shall be expressly contingent 
upon, and be effective at such time as all persons owning property abutting 
said abandoned roadway, execute releases to the Town of Old Saybrook with 
respect to any and all claims, which said property owners may have with 
respect to the abandonment of said roadway by the Town. 


First Selectwoman Barbara J. Maynard asked to speak to explain what the 
approval of this lease would mean, stating that Bayside Avenue is just a 
“paper road” that ran along the beach. 


A motion was duly made and seconded to accept the motion. 


Mr. Ranelli asked for any further discussion. Mr. Thomas Cloutier asked to 
be recognized. He asked that the releases that the town was asking the property 
owners to sign, state that the lease cover that portion of the road, so that the 
property owner of Lot 147 could use Bayside Aveneue as an access road, and 
that only that portion of Bayside Avenue shown, as shaded, be abandoned. 


Photographs and a map were shown and Mr. Cronin assured Mr. Cloutier 
that the town would not cut off this property owners access to that portion of 
the road. Mrs. Maynard agreed, stating that there was no problem with the 
recommendations made by Mr. Cloutier. Mr. Senatro, the Association’s 
President explained in detail what the association would like to do to restore 
the area. The cost would be approximately $50,000.00. 


The Moderator then asked if there was any further discussion. 


Mr. Cloutier made a motion to modify the motion to include that portion of 
Bayside Avenue easterly of the shaded area on exhibit A.

To adopt the Annual Budget for the Town of Old Saybrook for the fiscal year 
July 1, 1985 through June 30, 1986 as recommended by the Board of Finance, in 
the amount of $11,002,540.00 and to make appropriations for the schools, 
highways, bridges, sidewalks, library, cemeteries, fire protection, police 
department and all other necessary objects and purposes, and to fix the 
compensation of Town officials. Included in the above said total budget figure 
is the sum of $145,593.00 which is recommended by the Board of Finance to be 
taken from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund for general government tax 
reduction. 


In conjunction with said recommendation by the Board of Finance to 
conduct an actual use hearing with regard to the expenditure of said Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the said stated purposes. The Old Saybrook 
Federal Revenue Sharing Budget may be inspected at the office of the Board of 
Selectmen in the Old Saybrook Town Hall, Main Street, Old Saybrook, 
Connecticut. Voters and taxpayers shall have the right to make inquiries and 
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comments regarding these proposed expenditures at this meeting. The Old 
Saybrook Federal Revenue Sharing Account has a present balance of 
$39,233.80 unexpended funds. It is expected that the Town will receive the sum 


of $145,593.00 for the 1985-86 fiscal year. 


The Moderator then proceeded to read the budget for 1985-86. Pausing to 
answer questions from the floor. Several questions were asked, and answered

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1985 


Note 1: 
SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Old Saybrook was incorporated July 8, 1854, under the 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes, as amended. The Town 
operates under a Selectmen, Town Meeting, Board of Finance form of 
government and provides the following services as authorized by its charter: 
public safety (police and fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and 
social services, culture-recreation, education, public improvements, planning 
and zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Old Saybrook conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The following is 
a summary of the more significant policies: 


A. Fund Accounting: 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated 
to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which 
they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. 
The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
two generic fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund—The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. Itis used to account for all financial resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds—Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust and Agency Funds—Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, 
private organizations, other governments, or other funds. These inciude 
Expendable Trust and Agency Funds. Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for in essentially the same manner as governmental funds. Agency Funds are 
custodial in nature (assets and liabilities) and do not involve measurement of 
results of operations. 


B. Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed 
assets) are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group, rather 
than in governmental funds. No depreciation has been provided on general 
fixed assets. 


Fixed assets are valued at historical cost or estimated historical cost if 
actual historical cost is not available. Donated fixed assets are valued at their 
estimated fair value on the date donated. 


Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 
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The two account groups are not funds. They are concerned only with the 
measurement of financial position. They are not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 


C. Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis 
of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 


All Governmental Funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
when they become measureable and available as net current assets. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include principle and interest on general long-term debt which is 
recognized when due. 


D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting: 

The Town establishes its budget in accordance with its Charter and 
provisions of the Connecticut General Statutes. The budget reflected in the 
financial statements was adopted at the regular annual Town Meeting. 
Transfers and supplemental appropriations were approved during the year in 
accordance with the Charter and the Connecticut General Statutes. 


1. Annual budgets are prepared by the Board.of Selectmen in 
conjunction with the Board of Finance and employed for management control 
for the General Fund. Non-lapsing project budgets are employed for the 
Capital and Nonrecurring Expenditures Fund (a Special Revenue Fund). 


2. The budgets for the General Fund and Capital and Nonrecurring 
Expenditures Fund are adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP). 


3. Budgetary control is maintained at the departmental level. 
However, the Board of Selectmen may make transfers between budget items 
and between departments, thus amending the budget, as long as total 
expenditures are not exceeded. 


4. If total expenditures are exceeded, additional appropriations must 
be approved as in the original process. 


5. Formal budgetary processes are not instituted for other funds. 
Informal guidelines are formulated for control purposes. 


E. Investments: 
Investments consisting of bank certificates of deposit and money market 
accounts are stated at cost, which approximates market value. 


F. Inventory: 

Inventory is valued at the lower of cost or market using the first-in, first-out 
(FIFO) method. Donated Federal commodities are valued at fair market value 
on a FIFO basis. Inventory in the School Cafeteria Fund (a Special Revenue 
Fund) consists of expendable supplies and food held for consumption. Food 
donated to the School Cafeteria Fund is recognized as revenue and purchases 
in the year received, and charged to cost of sales in the year used. 


G. Advances to Other Funds: 
All interfund balances are considered current assets (due from other funds) 
or current liabilities (due to other funds). 
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H. Comparative Data: 

Comparative total data for the prior year have been presented in the 
accompanying financial statements in order to provide an understanding of 
changes in the Town’s financial position and operations. Comparative data 
(i.e., presentation of prior year totals by fund type) have not been presented in 
each of the statements since their inclusion would make the statements unduly 
complex and difficult to read. Certain amounts have been reclassified for 
comparative purposes. 


I. Total Columns on Combined Statements—Overview: 

Total Columns on the Combined Statements—Overview are captioned 
Memorandum Only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate 
financial analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position, 
results of operations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data comparabletoa 
consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been made in the aggregation 
of this data. 


Note 2: 
PROPERTY TAX: 

The Town levies taxes on real estate, motor vehicles and personal property 
based on its grand list as of October 1, 1983 (for the year ended June 30, 1985) 
and legal additions and deductions during the year. The Report of the Property 
Tax Collector is included in the Supplemental Information Section of this 
Report.

The Town of Old Saybrook maintains a contributory defined benefit 
retirement plan covering substantially all employees except teachers covered 
under the State Teachers’ Retirement Plan. 


It is the Town’s policy to fund current pension costs as incurred and past 
service costs over thirty years through the year 2001. The Town’s contributions 
to the plan for the years ended June 30, 1985 and 1984, were based on the 1981 
actuarial valuation. The amount of Town contribution for 1985 and 1984 were 
$92,487 and $114,679, respectively. 


The most recent actuarial data available to us is from a June 30, 1984 
valuation. While the following information is not completely current it should 
provide a general indication of the status of the plan. As of June 30, 1984, the 
latest actuarial valuation date, the actuarial present value of accumulated 
plan benefits was:

The actuarial present value of nonvested benefits, required for disclosure by

Unfunded past service costs amounted to $138,400 as of June 30, 1984. 


A 6% rate of return is assumed in determining the actuarial present value of 
vested and nonvested accumulated plan benefits.
